AT THE MEETING, hospital officials 


said easy access to the hospital, 800 W. 
Biesterfield Rd., would be needed be- 
cause of growing communities and indus- 
trial development to the West. 


St. Alexius Hospital is expected to 


serve this area and is beginning to gear 
for it now, planning to double its bed ca- 
pacity to 700 by sometime between 1975- 
79.

In 1969 there was an increase in 


patients from that area of more than 
one-third There is a comparable in- 
crease in 1970 over 1969. 


Current plans at St. Alexius call for 


completion of a 4-story physicians office 
building in two years and expanded out- 
patient and emergency room facilities.

Long Way From Hauling Coal 
Evelyn Grows 'Impatient*

Evelyn Schmidt has come a long way 


since she was hauling coal to a pot belly 
stove to keep her library warm. But she 
has had no regrets and has loved every 
minute of her career 


Mrs. Schmidt is head librarian at the 


Elk Grove Village Public Library which 
recently completed a $185,000 addition. 


She has been head librarian in this 


town of almost 25,000 since 1960 but viv- 
idly recalls her first job in a North- 
eastern Iowa town of 2,000. There the li- 
brary was on the second floor of the 
city hall over the fire station. 


It was there that she had to haul up 


the coal and cart out the ashes, and 
though she remembers the job fondly 
she's glad it's over. 


The perky 55-year-old librarian, of 556 


Crestwood, Des Plaines 
is 
eagerly 


awaiting her doctor's approval to return 
to work since she fell and broke her left 
hip in January in a fall on the ice. 


In a visit to the library Wednesday she 


hopped around on her crutches, pointing 
out the areas she wants to expand to 
make the library a better place for the 


community. Much of the work is await- 
ing her return. 


"I'M LEARNING there is another way 


of life," she quipped, as she talked about 
life on crutches. 


"It's time to rake the lawn and plant 


the flowers and I can't," she said, adding 
that her husband had to dig up the rose 
bushes and take them to her daughter 
because she couldn't care for them. 


Her voice showed frustration and 


laughter as she said, "I can't scrub the 
floors or clean the cupboards." 


The librarian has decided to take up 


piano playing again, after being away 
from the piano for 15 years. 


She forgot the crutches as she remi- 


nisced about the past, when she first be- 
came interested in library work. 


"It was my Sunday school teacher," 


she said. "She was a marvelous teacher 
and her rapport with young people was 
exceptional. She started the library in 
town and involved youth." 


AFTER THAT MRS. Schmidt became 


a page for the library in her hometown 
of West Union, Iowa, while in high 
school. From shelving books and sorting 


mail, the work of a page, she has gone to 
directing the work of five pages, along 
with 10 full-time adults, three part-time 
adults and two adult monitors. 


She entered library work full-time in 


1947. In 1957 she began working at the 
Des Plaines Public Library, where she 
was employed before coming to Elk 
Grove Village. 


"The townspeople! here impress me," 


she said. "They're not just patrons but 
friends." 


As am example she cited the quantity 


of notes, letters, and cards that she re- 
ceived while in the hospital after break- 
ing her hip. 


"I'm trying to expand services for 


them, although we have a basically 
sound collection now," she said. 


Despite the librarian's efforts in other 


areas, the newly installed copy machine 
seemed to be the drawing item for many 
people. 


Amused at the situation, Mrs. Schmidt 


smiled and revealed her recipe for suc- 
cess. "But if we get them into the library 
they may look at something else." 


That Tax Is 
Different 
Than This ... 


Confusion over the Arlington Heights 


utility tax that has raised some questions 
among residents in nearby communities, 
including Elk Grove Village, was ex- 
plained yesterday by Paul Arnolde. Illi- 
nois Bell's Arlington Heights manager. 


"Computing charges due to utility 


taxes is always a taxing prpblem," said 
Arnolde "We're still getting questions 
about the Arlington Heights municipal 
utility tax that went into effect in 
January. 


"In the first place, it should be pointed 


out that an additional charge resulting 
from the Illinois messages tax has been 
applied for years to the telephone bills of 
all business and residential customers in 
Illinois. This charge, based on a tax of 2 
per cent is made only on local service 
and long distance calls to points within 
the state. It is listed on telephone bills 
under the due to other taxes" line. 


"THEN, IN ADDITION, the Arlington 


Heights Village Board passed a 5 per 
cent utility tax effective Jan. 1, 1971 
This charge is applied to the telephone 
bills of all business and residential cus- 
tomers within the municipal limits of Ar- 
lington Heights — and only Arlington 
Heights." 


Arnolde said confusion arose when Ilh 


nois Bell enclosed notices of charges due 
to the new municipal tax in envelopes 
containing telephone bills circulated in 
the two telephone exchanges serving Ar- 
lington Heights. 


"The notice was addressed To Our Ar- 


lington Heights Customers'," he said, 
"but the two exchanges serving Arling- 
ton Heights also serve some customers in 
nearby communities. So our comput- 
erized mailings, geared to the entire ex- 
change areas, also reached customers in 
these other communities. 


"Some of these customers, reading the 


notice applying only to Arlington Heights 
customers, examined their bills and no- 
ticed for the first time toe charges re- 
sulting from the long-standing Illinois 
messages tax. Some of them mistakenly 
assumed that these charges resulted 
from the new Arlington Heights utility 
tax. A natural mistake — but. boy, did it 
give us headaches " 


ARNOLDE NOTED that further con- 


fusion was caused when some of the cus- 
tomers in the communities not affected 
by the charges resulting from the new 
tax assumed, incorrectly, that the notice 
pertained to them because they sent 
their monthly telephone payments to Illi- 
nois Bell's mail remittance center in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


"The mail remittance center serves 


customers in the entire north suburban 
area," Arnolde said. "But the charge due 
to the utility tax is applied only to the 
telephone bills of customers within the 
municipal limits of Arlington Heights."

MSD Gives Support To Flood Co-op Plan 


A cooperative flood-control program 


picked up momentum yesterday as the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) of- 
ficially threw its weight behind the for- 
mal, 
Salt Creek Watershed Plan pre- 


pared by the U.S. Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice. 


MSD's board of trustees voted to adopt 


the plan, completed late last year, call- 
ing for construction of six major reten- 
tion reservoirs on the upper Salt Creek 
basin. 


The sanitary district, which contrib- 


uted $48,000 to help finance the con- 
servation service's plan, is now the sec- 
ond major sponsor to formally back the 
program. The Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District approved its participation 
April 5 by announcing plans to go ahead 
with development of a $34.5 million rec- 
reation and flood-control project in the 
Ned Brown Forest Preserve near Elk 
Grove Village. 


MSD and the forest preserve district 


are two of 15 sponsors including several 
Northwest suburban communities, mak- 
ing up the Salt Creek Watershed Steering 
Committee headed by Tom Hamilton of 


Elk Grove Village. 


Acceptance of the plan, however, does, 


does not constitute an agreement to par- 
ticipate financially, though it is expected 
MSD later this year will agree to contrib- 
ute funds and existing assets totalling al- 
most $5 million. 


Formal recognition of the plan by all 


15 sponsors is required before the steer- 
ing committee can seek a $9.5 million 
grant from the Federal Government. Fi- 
nancial burden to be borne by MSD and 
other local participants totals $32.8 mil- 
lion, $24 million of which is already ac- 
counted for largely through existing real 
estate holdings. 


Project cost, drew fire from one MSD 


trustee Chester P. Majewski, known for 
his criticism of high MSD expenditures, 
balked at endorsing the plan, saying it 
"deserved some real scrutiny." He also 
criticized lack of participation by the 
state on similar projects in the past. 


"Here is another venture where we be- 


came a sponsor at no cost to us — we 
were told," said Majewski. Now we are 
being asked for millions of dollars." 


The Chicago Democrat added, "I think 


its time the State of Illinois came across 
with some money of its own." 


An engineering report supporting adop- 


tion pointed out the watershed program 
would provide flood protection for 1,200 
homes, three schools and 3,400 acres of 
land in the Northwest suburban area 
Communities that would benefit include 
Elk Grove, Schaumburg, Rolling Mead- 
ows and Palatine, all of which are repre- 
sented on the steering committee. 


The report also explained the six reser- 


voirs would have a total storage capacity 
of 6,500 acre-feet of water.

Jail: Tipsy Driver Curb? 


Last Christmas Chicago Traffic Court 


judges had some special presents ready 
for motorists convicted of drunken driv- 
ing - seven-day jail sentences. 


Rich or poor, white or black, male or 


female, drunken drivers who were con- 
victed spent seven days in jail, with only 
a few exceptions 


They could serve their time in a single 


seven-rt.iy stretch, on weekends, or on 
their days off — but they all served their 
time 


In receiving the sentences, they be- 


came participants, albeit reluctant ones, 
in an experimental new program in- 
stituted at the recommendation of Ray- 
mond K. Berg, supervising judge of the 
Chicago Traffic Court. 


The program, tried for the first time 


list Christmas, has been both lauded and 
Umbasted But after it was over, those 
connected with it thought it was success- 
ful enough to keep it in effect for anoth- 
er three months. 


THAT THRKK-MONTH period ended 


March 31. and traffic court officials are 
now assessing the results. 


One of those involved in the program. 


•Tudge Richard Samuels of the Chicago 
Traffic Court outlined the plan and the 
reasoning behind it to members of the

trollably, was causing most of the acci- 
dents. 


"Not more than 20 per cent of the driv- 


ers convicted of drunken driving were al- 
coholic. Eighty per cent of the problem 
was attributable to social drinkers," said 
Samuels. 


He said the findings "caused quite a 


stir," admitting that "we were surprised

IT WAS THAT SIMPLE. And, accord- 


ing to Samuels, it was effective. During 
the 1963 Christmas season there had been 
24 auto accident fatalities. In 1966 there 
had been 19. In 1969 there were 22. But, 
in 1970, with the plan in effect, there 
were eight. 


During the most recent holiday season, 


Samuels said, "There was a 60 per cent 
drop in the auto fatality rate" in Chi- 
cago, and a "SO per cent drop in in- 
juries." And, while normally up to half 
of all fatal auto accidents involve drink- 
ing, during the holiday season, only 12% 
per cent of the fatal accidents involved 
alcohol. 


An important part of the plan's suc- 


cess, he said was the support from the 
news media in publicizing the plan: 
"Without it we would have failed." 


Samuels said the plan on a year-round 


basis would be unfeasible because the 
necessary publicity efforts would prob- 
ably not continue. 


NEVERTHELESS, court officials de- 


cided to extend the plan through the first 
three months of 1971. In those three 
months the Chicago auto fatality rate 
stood at 50, or 23 less than last year. 


The program was not without its crit- 


ics, 
Samuels said the bar association 


criticized it saying informal rules that 
restricted a judge's decision making 
were prohibited. 


Samuels disagreed, however, saying 


that judges are allowed to be flexible in 
giving out sentences. 


As for the future of the plan, "for a 


year-round plan," Samuels said, "We 
need sustained publicity, funds and legis- 
lation. 


"No one pickets against the drinking 


driver, even though he has killed more 
than the Communists have in Vietnam. 


"If you like the program, and if you 


like the results, urge that it be carried on 
in the suburbs." 


Summers, of Elk Grove ViEage, applied 
for the permit but was not available for 
comment. 


She said, "The problem is not the num- 


ber of people — there is no minimum or 
maximum — but the type of event.

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Just Politics

With the exception of a few scattered 


referenda planned or about to be planned 
in the area within the next few months, 
local elections are over for another two 
years 


And It's a Rood thing for the Republi- 


can Party 


The OOP, traditionally the master in 


the Northwest suburbs, survived local 
elections this year in spite of itself 


In three Northwest suburban townships 


(Pala'ine, Schaumburg and Elk Grove>, 
the party appeared hell-bent on com- 
mitting suicide, or if not going quite that 
far. it looked as if it wanted to see how 
much poison it could consume and still 
show signs of life 


The signs of life are still there. \iMch 


means the party either succeeded 
or 


failed in its mission, depending on what 
the mission was 


But alive or not. the party has suffered 


some wounds, most of them self-inflicted, 
and It's going to take a major effort to 
heal them before 1972 And, in case you 
have forgotten. 1972 is an important year 
for the Republicans with a President, a 
governor and a United States senator up 
for reelection. 


EVERYONE AGREES that the party 


must be unified next year, not split as it 
was during last year's election fiasco in 
w h i c h Democrats scored an over- 
whelming victory 


So what have the Republicans in Pala- 


tine. Schaumburg and Elk Grove Town- 
ships done for party unity? 


In Palatine, the party put its record 


and reputation on the line and lost. 


It didn't lose to Democrats, it lost to 


other Republicans, which is a harder pill 
to swallow 


The GOP organization in Palatine de- 


cided that two of the three village 
trustees who had been elected as Re- 
publicans in 1967 were no longer suited 
for the position So the party dumped two 
of the three and the third decided he 
wanted nothing to do with the party or- 
ganizations 
The 
three 
incumbents 


formed their own party and tried to or- 
ganize a political campaign to compete 
with the historical success of the GOP. 


Since Palatine voters, and most others 


in the Northwest suburbs, automatically 
pull the lever or make an "X" mark 
when they see the word Republican, the 
chances of the independent slate were 
considered slim. You just don't beat the 
Republican organization in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


But they did in Palatine, with the in- 


cumbents taking two of three from the 
GOP and the campaign opening up 
wounds that will not heal easily. 


It was the .second defeat for the Pala- 


tine GOP in recent years. 


IN 1969, THE township GOP unit tried 


to elect candidates in the Rolling Mead- 
ows city election. The candidates didn't 
have the GOP label on them but they 
wore actively supported by the Republi- 
can Party and the Republican com- 
mitteeman allowed himself to get in- 
volved in an argument with the mayor of 
Rolling Meadows through the pages of 
the newspapers. 


T h e Republican candidates were 


trounced in Rolling Meadows, which may 
have been an indication to Palatine 
Township Republicans that they should 
concentrate on those things they do best, 
such as delivering Retxibllcan votes for 
state, national and county candidates, 
rather than looking for ways to take a

The bidding is straightforward. North 


doesn't bother with his six-card club suit 
because hu ace and jack don't indicate 
any slam possibilities. 


South wms the spade lead in dummy. 


He has no choice. Then he looks long- 
ingly at that six-card club suit but sees 
that there is just about no chance to do 
anything with it Then where can he get 
nine tricks'' 


He starts with two spades, two hearts, 


a club and some diamonds. If he can 
bring in all four diamonds he will have 
his nine If not he will be down one. 


How does he gn about getting four dia- 


mond tricks'' One way is to slap the ace 
on the table If the singleton king drops 
he will be home A better way is to fi- 
nesse against the king so he must lead a 
diamond from dummy. 


Which one should he lead? 
The answer is the nine. If the king cov- 


en, well and good If the king doesn't 
cover he repeats the finesse with the 
jack and plays the 10 from his hand. This 
makes it possible for him to lead dia- 
monds from dummy for the third time. 
Had hp started by playing the jack he 
would not havp been able to repeat the 
finesse the third time and East would 
have saved his king 


A simple play indeed, but one that is 


frequently missed.

Manv flood party workers left the organi- 
zation to work on the other side and the 
Palatine GOP unit needs them back if it 
is to do in 1972 for President Nixon, Gov- 
ernor Ogilvle and the others what it has 
done for them in the past. The chances of 
getting them back are not overwhelming. 


In Schaumburg Township, the Republi- 


can organization did not lose. It won vil- 
lage board sea's in both Hoffman Estates 
and in Hanover Park. 


But in the Village of Schaumbure, 


Ateher was seek- 
ing reelection and was unopposed, the 
GOP refused to endorse Ateher.

local organization. 


Ateher won, of course, since he was 


unopposed. But it is certain that the 
wounds opened in Schaumburg Township 
will be slow to heal, particularly since 
this is the second time that Ateher and 
the GOP organization have been at odds 
and it took a while for the first wounds to 
close 


One of the more interesting situations 


was in Elk Grove Township, specifically 
in the eighth ward of the city of Des 
Plaines. 


There, State Reps. Eugene F. Schfick- 


man and David J. Regner, although nei- 
ther lives in Des Plaines, put themselves 
at odds by endorsing opposing alderman- 
ic candidates 


There had been support from Republi- 


cans for one of the candidates, and 
Schlickman. who lives in Arlington 
Heights, endorsed the other in a special 
press conference called for that purpose. 


The next day. Regner endorsed a can- 


didate and said he would not have done 
so if Schlickman had not endorsed the 
other man. 


Keep in mind that Schlickman and 


Regner are both Republicans. That was 
their bit for party unity. 


The whole situation is amazing Last 


year, the Democrats In the suburbs 
showed that they must be taken seriously 
in the future when they carried the pre- 
viously untouchable 13th Congressional 
District for Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III. 


So this year, Republicans embark on a 


suicide mission and almost succeed. 


THE ONLY REPUBLICAN organiza- 


tion in the area that did not actively par- 
ticipate in local elections was the Wheel- 
ing GOP and that is interesting. 


Wheeling Township traditionally has 


the best organized GOP effort and deliv- 
ers the biggest plurality for Republican 
candidates. 


Is is possible that Wheeling Republi- 


cans know something the others don't?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The phar- 


maceutical industry on occasion has 
been accused of overdoing its promotion 
of over-the-counter medical products. 


According to consumer groups and oth- 


er critics, excessive advertising causes 
us confused laymen to waste millions of 
dollars on unnecessary purchases of 
various nostrums, palliatives, elixirs, 
balms restoratives and herbifuges. 


To some extent, at least, I believe this 


censure is unwarranted. For it overlooks 
the important point that medical adver- 
tising often serves a double purpose. 


IN MANY CASES, medical advertising 


must do more than inform us that a 
remedy is available; it also must edu- 
cate us as to the existence of the ail- 
ment. 


For unless we know we have a certain 


ailment, we obviously are not going to 
the drug store and buy a remedy for it. 


Consider, for example, the massive ad- 


vertising campaign that will be needed 
seven to 10 years from now, which is 
when Syntex Pharmaceuticals of London 
hopes to produce a pill for the prevention 
of "Jet-lag." Jet-lag is described in the 
current issue of McCall's magazine as 
the feeling you have in the evening 
"when your body still thinks it's morn- 
ing " 


The symptoms may include a vague 


sense of unease, some impairment of de- 
cision-making ability and abnormal sleep 
patterns, plus slight deviation in body 
temperature, breathing rates and pulse 
beat. McCall's suggests that Jet-lag is 
confined to air travelers whose biological 
rhythms, known as the "curcadian 
cycle," are upset by rapid crossing of 
several time zones. But I'm convinced it 
is far more widespread than that. 


The syndrome exactly fits the way I 


feel at least two days a week, and I 
haven't crossed a time zone in months. 
Untold millions of other stay-at-homes 
also may be suffered from jet-lag with- 
out knowing it 


If your circadian rhythm is disturbed 


by crossing time zones in a jet, then it is 
logical to suppose the same thing cm 
happen while you are watching sporting 
events on television. 


Seeing a game on Eastern Standard 


Time that actually is being played three 
hours earlier in California can leave you 
badly disoriented, with impaired deci- 
sion-making and all the rest. 


The jet-lag pill presumably will pre- 


vent that. And once its advertising edu- 
cates us as to the nature of our ailment, 
Syntex should make a fortune.

the Communist nation, May 4, airs on a 
Tuesday. Next will come programs on 
May 5, 6 and 7 — with the final broad- 
cast to be seen on Monday, May 10. The 
day before the May opener, "Today" will 
offer a special show about Romania, 
from New York. 


"NBC 
says the "Today" series will 


move "in strength" to Romania, with its 
staff, including host Hugh Downs, regu- 
lars Barbara Walters and Joe Garagiola 
and more than 30 writers, directors and 
field producers. 


"Five taped broadcasts are planned 


from various locations in Romania," 
says Donald Meaney, vice president of 
NBC News, "and these telecasts will be 
flown to the United States for airing a 
day or two later."

Arlington Heights, may face a tough 
time in gaining support from community 
leaders for his legislative recommenda- 
tions to strengthen the Northeastern Illi- 
nois Planning Commission (NIPC). 


Reaction by the Cook County of Gov- 


ernments (COG) Wednesday afternoon 
served as a harsh indication that imple- 
mentation of a program proposed by the 
L e g i s l a t i v e Advisory Committee to 
NIPC, which Schlickman headed, may 
require a long, up-hill battle. 


Schlickman had flown from Springfield 


to make a personal plea for backing 
from COG But the COG executive com- 
mittee balked at throwing its support be- 
hind legislative changes the state repre- 
sentative and his committee recommend- 
ed. 


DRAWING FIRE FROM COG mem- 


bers was a proposal to require munici- 
palities to submit for review by NIPC all 
plans for public works projects costing 
more than $500.000. A similar provision, 
requiring NIPC review of proposed land 
acquisitions, also stirred criticism. 


Among the critics was Elk Grove Vil- 


lage President Jack Pahl who, in refer- 
ence to his community's recent com-

pletion of a new village ball, remarked, 
"We would have gone ahead with that 
project regardless of what NIPC might 
have said." 


The legislative committee did not give 


NIPC veto power over such projects. 
NIPC only would review plans and pre- 
pare written comments on their com- 
patibility with the commission's com- 
prehensive plans for the six Northeast- 
ern Illinois counties. 


Nicholas B. Blase of Niles joined Pahl 


in attacking proposed requirements for 
NIPC review. Blase took issue with the 
provision for giving the commission 


mandatory review authority over local 
plans to acquire land. 


When Lee Burkey, NIPC chairman and 


mayor of La Grange, suggested NIPC's 
role would be tantamount to a "service" 
to assist communities in achieving good 
land 
use, Blase responded 
sharply, 


"Then make it voluntary." 


OTHER COG MEMBERS expressed 


agreement with Pahl and Blase. 


COG Chairman Jack Walsh, village 


president of Arlington Heights, cut off 
discussion, saying to Schlickman, "I 
think its apparent we aren't going to 
reach any kind of decision today."

to increasing productivity of its members 
without any loss in effectiveness or quali- 
ty of instruction. 


Lahti: I agree with the recommenda- 


tion However, we are new and we have 
had some of our learning resources less 
Shan a year. We do have the talent, the 
., manpower and the resources to do more. 
: I'm optimistic that our staff will deliver 
' more.

Curriculum and Instruction 


North Central: The institution should 


analyze the needs of its service area and 
student body to ascertain whether there 
are enough career programs which serve 
students with less than average ability. 


Lahti: . . . By careful design and con- 


trol, we need to set a time limit for re- 
sults and abandon the inefficient or obso- 
lete. We must keep our eyes on the total 
spectrum of services matching needs of 
the community and the abilities of our 
students. 


Learning Resources 


North Central: The college should con- 


tinue to encourage instructors to make 
full use of the outstanding 
facilities 


which have been provided in instruc- 
tional resources . . . Much has been 
achieved: yet much more can be accom- 
plished. 


Lahti: 
Innovativeness. creativeness 


and changing old work habits take extra 
time and dedication. We must provide 
time for this type of activity by reducing 
some regular teaching loads. 


The community should be willing to in- 


vest in this type of activity with assur- 
ance that better results are our goal. 
Measurement and evaluation of this in- 
vestment in time and money will be es- 
sential. 


Administration 


North Central: Give consideration to 


reestablishing an advisory council (clas- 
sified staff, sub-administrators and stu- 
dents) to meet regularly with the presi- 
dent in order to aid communications at 
all levels of operation. 


Lahti: I'd be pleased to again consider 


establishing this committee if the staff 
desires it and is willing to spend the nec- 
essary time to make it useful and pro- 
ductive for the time involved. 


Financing 


North Central: Since a tax levy is es- 


sential, it is incumbent upon the faculty 
and staff to make plans for curtailing 
expenditures in the event the levy is not 
approved next fall. 


Lahti: Yes, we may have to go through 


the process of curtailing services and 
programs. Expenditures will have to be 
reviewed critically and we will have to 
learn how to subtract and divide our dol- 
lars as well as how to add and multiply 
them. 


Conclusions 


North Central: The college has able 


administrative 
leadership 
that 
has 


achieved a great deal in a short period of 
time: excellent facilities: comprehensive 
programs of instruction: capable faculty 
and sub-administrators: large enrollment 
including adults: good relationships with 
colleges and universitiies in the area; 


and excellent financial and community 
support during the rapid development of 
the college. 


The only serious concern appears to be 


the failure to pass a needed tax levy in- 
crease last spring. The staff and the 
board of trustees are optimistic about 


passing a levy in the fall of 1971, and 
they are making plans for a vigorous 
campaign. The economic characteristics 
of the district suggest that adequate 
funds can be obtained through a vigorous 
effort to interpret the services which 
can be rendered with additional funds.

Since the loss is just water it is neither 
good for your health nor permanent. 


Some devices are helpful and some ex- 


ercises that are recommended with some 
devices are helpful to improving muscle 
tone This tends to slim the waist line but 
It does not take off weight. 


The only good way I know to lose 


weight is to eat fewer calories and do 
more physical activity. This is a slow 
process, but if it is done every day as a 
way of life, it produces excellent results. 
People don't gain weight overnight and 
they shouldn't expect to lose weight over- 
night either. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Our mother has had 


high blood pressure. She has taken medi- 
cine which has been prescribed for her 
but the results haven't been too favor- 
able Is there anything else that might be 
done? 


Dear Reader — High blood pressure 


covers a lot of territory. Some older indi- 
viduals have an increase in pressure be- 
cause of hardening of their large ar- 
teries, or loss of the normal elasticity of 
their arteries It is not always advisable 
to lower pressure too much in individuals 
with this problem. 


In other individuals the blood pressure 


fluctuates with stress, particularly at the 
time of the examination by a physician. 
Repeated examinations show that this is 
just a stress phenomenon which requires 
reassurance rather than medicine In- 
cidentally, I have seen this problem 
repeatedly in young Air Force pilots who 
are actually in outstanding health. 


A PERSON WHO has persistent ele- 


vated blood pressure and who has any 
degree of obesity can often improve his 
problem 
by significant 
weight loss 


Sometimes the loss of even 10 pounds of 
fat tissue will be enough to lower the 
blood pressure significantly. I have seen 
a number of patients develop normal 
blood pressure after weight reduction 
and not require any medicine at all. In 
fact, I usually recommend that patients 
who have any fat on their body should 
lose weight before they start taking any 
medicine, unless the pressure is marked- 
ly elevated and there is an immediate 
serious problem 


Other than that, the only thing one can 


do is to rely on his physician to try one 
or more of the current medicines used in 
treating hypertension. — (Newspaper 
Enterprise Assn )

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Four-quarter Plan Possible 


Year-round school is not dead as a top- 


ic of interest to public school officials in 
the northwest suburbs. 


Although year-round school plans have 


not been extensively discussed in public 
recently, two school districts — High 
School Dist 214 and Elementary Dist. 21 
(Wheeling-Buffalo Grove) — are deeply 
interested in possible four-quarter plans. 


Dist 214 officials regard some form of 


year-round school as a possible out if the 
referendum should fail. 


IN DIST. 21, a 16-man citizen's com- 


mittee will report shortly to the school 
board on the possibilities of year-round 
education. 


There's little discussion of the concept, 


in other area elementary districts, ac- 
cording to Gloria Kinney, executive di- 
rector of the Northwest Educational Co- 
operative (NEC). 


Despite the apparent lack of recent lo- 


cal discussions, officials of the Chicago 
board of education announced recently 
that they are considering pilot projects to 
test the concept. 


In addition, a plan in which students 


would attend nine weeks of classes, then 
have three weeks off on a year-round 
basis (called the 45-15 plan) has been in 
operation in Romeoville, III., southwest 
of Chicago. 


ONE REASON for the apparent lack of 


public interest at this time is the greater 
interest in such problems as school fi- 
nance, according to Mrs. Kinney. "Most 
districts are most concerned in just 
maintaining their present program lev- 
els," she said. 


Discussions of year-round school began 


in late 1969, when officials of Dist. 214 
formed a 75-man group called "Com- 
mittee of 75 to Study Expanded Educa- 
tional Opportunities." 


"Comm 75", composed of board mem- 


bers, teachers, administrators, citizens 
and students, conducted studies of the 
various methods of using school build- 
ings 12 months a year 


IN NOVEMBER, the Dist. 214 ap- 


proved immediate further study of three 
Comm 75 recommendations: expanded 
summer school, a longer school day and 
greater use of community resources for 


education. 


However, the board voted to delay con- 


sideration on Comm 75's proposal of a 
four-quarter plan. 


Today, Roderick McLennan, assistant 


superintendent for instruction, reports 
that the district's expanded summer 
school program is a gradual step to- 
wards a year-round plan. 


He adds that if the district's bond issue 


for the eighth high school should fail 
once or even twice, the district could es- 
calate planning of a possible mandatory 
four-quarter plan. 


IN DIST. 21, a sub-committee of a 


larger citizen's committee was formed 
last December to study the extended 
year. 


The group has held several meetings 


since then, including one with McLennan. 
The group also traveled to Romeoville to 
examine the "45-15" plan. 


The next step is for the group to pre- 


sent an interim report to the school 
board, reports Kenneth Gill, Dist.

Greater Library 
Use Is Possible 


Space Age Learning Center

Tomorrow marks the end of Na- 


tional Library Week, a period of 
time set aside each year by the 
American Library Association to 
"encourage lifetime reading habits 
and stimulating greater library 
use." 


In the spirit of that proclama- 


tion, libraries throughout the sub- 
urban area have been reminding 
readers of Library Week and re- 
newing their commitment to the use 
of libraries for serious study and 
informal pleasure. 


But beneath the standard remin- 


ders of the worth of libraries, there 
is a quiet controversy which is en- 
tering each library board room. 


The libraries of the Northwest 


suburbs are divided over the issue 
of "reciprocal borrowing," a term 
which >s applied to the practice of 
allowing library users to enter any 
suburban library and borrow a 
book, even if the borrower uses an- 
other library's card. 


The idea is a simple one. and is 


based on the premise that the im- 
portant thing is to get books into 
the hands of readers no matter 
where the readers happen to live. 


This happy idea, however, has 


hit several snags which threaten to 
divide suburban libraries into di- 
vergent camps. 


Large circulation libraries, such 


as Arlington Heights, fear that the 
reciprocal lending idea will deplete 
their shleves There is also the fear 
that 
commuter center libraries 


such as Arlington Heights. Mount 
Prospect and Des Flames will re- 
ceive 
disproportionately greater 


use than outlying libraries. 


The Herald cannot argue with 


members of the Arlington Heights 
Library board, for example, who 
say that their first obligation is to- 
ward the residents of their own 
community in library services. 


But acknowledging that obliga- 


tion, the Herald feels that a legiti- 
mate "open library" system is fea- 
sible and that withdrawal 
from 


such a system by large libraries is 
a disservice to the community as a 
whole. 


Initially, 
reciprocal 
borrowing 


could at least be granted to stu- 
dents and teachers in the North- 
west suburban area. Surely these 
persons 
would not deplete the 


shelves. 


Moreover, the right of access to 


library shelves by students and 
teachers seems to be so clear that 
it easily outweighs any consid- 
erations of parochial boundaries. 


Most libraries now have proce- 


dures whereby teachers in local 
school districts may use libraries 
within the districts, but what is 
needed is a mutual agreement 
which will make any local library 
open to teachers and students. 


On the matter of full reciprocal 


borrowing for all residents, librar- 
ians and board members must re- 
member that without 
their 
ser- 


vices, large segments of the North- 
west suburbs are left without read- 
ing resources for work or pleasure. 


We admonish them to "stimulate 


greater 
library 
use," 
as 
pro- 


claimed by the American Library 
Association, and to use the recipro- 
cal borrowing system for students 
and teachers as a means of per- 
haps further expanding their ser- 
vices to members of a wider, total 
reading public.

Second Thoughts On Cancer Push 


Serious second thoughts may be 


in order before the nation embarks 
upon a massive assault against 
cancer, despite the emotional ap- 
peal such an approach may have. 


"Cancer is not simply an island 


waiting in isolation for a crash pro- 
gram to wipe it out," says Dr. 
Philip R. Lee, chancellor of the 
San Francisco campus of the Uni- 
versity of California. 


"It is in no way comparable to a 


moonshot — to a Gemini or an 
Apollo program — which requires 
mainly the mobilization of money, 
men and facilities to put together 
in one imposing package the scien- 
tific 
know-how we already 
pos- 


sess."

health subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Labor and 
Public 


Welfare against a bill co-sponsored 
by Sen Jacob Javits. R-N.Y. and 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass.

Institute 


from 
the National Institutes of 


Health and transfer it into a na- 
tional cancer authority reporting 
directly to the President. 


!'s mission: "To conquer cancer 


at the earliest possible date." 


But cancer is an extremely com- 


plex problem, says Lee. We have 
barely begun to perceive the "fan- 
tastic array of causative factors in- 
volved." For any chance of suc-

anticancer 
campaign 


must be able to draw not only on 
the cancer specialists in the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute but on spe- 
cialists in numerous other medical 
research fields.

Although the Illinois General Assembly 


has been dragging its feet on many of 
the major issues it must face this year, 
its members have shown a sharp interest 
in revising election laws and policies in 
the state. 


As of early this week, more than 70 


election-related bills had been introduced 
in Springfield. 


They cover a variety of topics, ranging 


from changes in election dates to opening 
liquor stores on election days. 
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State

Among the more sensible of the elec- 


tion-reform 
bills are the series in- 


troduced by Sen. John A. Graham, 
R-Barrington, who serves as chairman of 
the election laws commission. 


One of the recommendations of the 


commission is that election dates in the 
state be consolidated, a move designed to 
eliminate the succssion of spring election 
dates that plagues suburban residents 
every other year and is bound to confuse 
the voters. 


Voters in most suburban communities 


went to the polls this past week to elect 
village or city officials and it was the 
third time in one month they have been 
asked to vote. 


Graham's bill would require all elec- 


tions and referenda to be held on the 
third Tuesday in April. 


The most popular election-reform sub- 


ject involves the date of primary elec- 
tions in the state. 


Currently, primaries are scheduled on 


the third Tuesday in March, which many 
legislators believe is too early in the 
year. 


Illinois weather prior to March is not 


conducive to campaigning and a primary 
held in March results in an eight-month 
general election campaign, a costly and 
very tiring ordeal for both the candidates 
and the public. 


Four possible alternatives have been 


suggested, going as late as September 
and as early as April. 


Two of the primary date bills would set 


different dates for primaries in presiden- 
tial election and non-presidential election 
years. 
. A bill sponsored by Sen. Egbert Groen, 
R-Pekin, would have primaries held on 
the second Tuesday in September in non- 
presidential years and on the 
second 


Tuesday in June in presidential years. 


A similar division is suggested in a bill 


sponsored 
by 
Rep. 
Charles 
Fleck, 


R-Chicago, who would have the primary 
on the third Saturday in April in presi- 
dential years and on the second Saturday 
in June in non-presidential years. 


Fleck's proposal to have primaries on 


Saturday is aimed at increasing voter 
turnout. 


The different dates for primaries in 


presidential and non-presidential years 
would be needed because delegates to the 
national party nominating conventions 
are elected in the primaries and the pri- 
maries, therefore, must be held prior to 
the conventions.

The other dates suggested for pri- 


maries are the third Tuesday in May, as 
p r o p o s e d by Rep. Daniel Pierce, 
D-Highland Park, and the fourth Tues- 
day in August, as proposed by Rep. Lie- 
land Kennedy, D-Alton. 


Kennedy's bill would also change the 


manner of selecting delegates to the na- 
tional conventions. Rather than electing 
them in primaries, he would have them 
picked at the party conventions in the 
state. 


Other major changes proposed in elec- 


tion laws include a bill that would allow 
voters to change their party affiliation 
after only six months, rather than the 
present 23 months, and a bill that would 
require polling places to remain open 
from 6 a.m. to 9 p.m., rather than clos- 
ing them at 6 p.m. 


To date, none of the significant elec- 


tion-reform bills have progressed beyond 
the committee hearing stage and with 
the expected crush of business in the fi- 
nal two months of the session, chances 
are remote that significant reform will 
come this year. 


But the opportunities are there and if 


the spirit does move the legislators, vot- 
ers in the state may find it easier to par- 
ticipate in true self government.

The Center, hailed as a trade "super-

Success Could 
Break Your Back 
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Not 
many small businessmen 
be 


awake nights worrying about the dangers 
of too much success, but there are some 
who should, in the opinion of Robert F 
Dickey, president of the Illinois Society 
of CPAs 


Dickey, a leader in the profession that 


provides advisory services to business 
managements large and small, finds that 
owners or operators of small businesses 
often tend to overextend themselves, and 
the greater their success the greater the 
danger of falling into this error 


He cites the example of a hypothetical 


company that installs blacktop drive- 
ways at an average cost to the home- 
owner of $1,000, payable within 30, 60 or 
90 days The company makes a $250 prof- 
it on an average job and is operating six 
days a week to keep up with its orders. 


SOUNDS LIKE an ideal position to be 


. in, doesn't it7 What problems could such 
a company have? 


Credit problems, says Dickey. Mate- 


rials, labor and overhead cost the com- 
pany $750 for each y>\>, and with that 
amount tied up for as long as three 
months, each additional job may push 
the firm deeper into debt. Because the 
firm is growing, receipts don't have a 
chance to catch up with credit com- 
mitments 


Companies in such a situation, over- 


extended at the bank and unable to meet 
current bills, may be forced out of busi- 


ness, Dickey warns, done in by too much 
success. 


One answer to the problem is to pre- 


sent a bank or other lending agency with 
detailed financial statements showing 
that the company is on a sound basis, 
with collectible receivables well in ex- 
cess of payables. 


THE STATEMENTS, he says, should 


indicate the "age" of receivables; over- 
due payments are a signal of possible 
trouble and a preponderance of receiv- 
ables whose collectibihty is in doubt can 
dry up a company's credit fast. A com- 
pany in such a position might wish to 
tighten its credit policy, and perhaps 
raise its prices to offset credit losses. 


Monthly summaries of a firm's finan- 


cial data not only are essential in obtain- 
ing a line of credit adequate to a com- 
pany's needs, Dickey concludes, but also 
keep management informed of how it is 
doing and what aspects of its operations 
may be in need of attention.

Four-Year Struggle 


LOVE AND dedication keep Carol 
Ad«rm going.

April 4, 1971, was Christine Adams' 


"golden birthday." Golden because she 
turned four years old on the fourth day 
of the fourth month. And the celebration 
was especially joyous for the Adams 
family because Christine had after three 
months intensive therapy, achieved the 
neurological age of a five-week-old baby. 


When Christine was born she was 


blind, and "the doctors knew something 
else was wrong with her but didn't know 
what," said her mother, Carol Adams. It 
was discovered the fair-skinned child 
was a victim of a rare genetic syndrome 
— technically, oculomandelbulodyscepha- 
ly with hypotrichosis. 


CHARACTERISTICS of the syndrome 


are cataracts, parrot nose, no eyebrows, 
bald spots, abnormal teeth and retarded 
growth. With the exception of one child, 
all of the victims have had normal in- 
telligence. 


By the time Christine was 22 months 


old, she was talking in baby talk, walk- 
ing around her crib, crawling and eating 
from the table. She was scheduled for 
surgery a number of times to correct the 
cataracts, but each time the operation 
was postponed because she became ill. 


Then, in 1968, Christine suffered seven 


respiratory failures and two cardiac 
arrests. Severe brain damage resulted, 
leaving Christine as little more than a 
vegetable. 


"Christine regressed to zero," Carol 


said. "She couldn't even close her eyes 
or cry — she gave no response at all." 


AND THE TRAUMAS continued. In 


April, 1970, she developed pneumonia 
and was in a coma for five days. In 
September she was Mt again with pneu- 
monia. She recovered her health each 
time, but there was little change in her 
condition otherwise. 


"For more than a year I gave Christ- 


ine 24-hour a day nursing care. In that 
year she began to respond to me with a 
smile and began to eat a little better," 
Carol said. 


Despite the advice of several doctors to 


commit her child to an institution, Carol 
decided to try and do something for her. 
She joined the Northwest Suburban 
League of the Women's Committee of 
United Cerebral Palsy of Greater Chi- 
cago, which is open to all mothers of 
brain damaged children. With their ad- 
vice, she took Christine to the Chicago 
Center for Achievement of Human Po- 
tential

question she was severely brain-dam- 
aged, but he decided to try to help her 
anyway. We started her on patterning ex- 
ercises right after Thanksgiving, 1970. 
After three months she went from zero to 
five weeks In her neurological age. It 
doesn't seem like a lot to us. She has 
such a long way to go," Carol said. 


The patterning exercises are designed 


to give the brain constant sensory stimu- 
lation. After a plea in a local newspaper 
appeared, friends, neighbors and even 
strangers from Des Plaines (where the 
Adams family Eves), Mount Prospect, 
Arlington Heights and as far away as 
Palatine volunteered their help. 


Twice a day, seven days a week, four 


volunteers come into assist Carol Adams 
in Christine's hour of exercise. "Christ- 
ine's so much stronger since I saw her 
last week" and "What a good girl, look 
how she moves her leg" are frequent 
comments as the volunteers work around 
the table in the kitchen. 


"I DON'T KNOW what I'd do without 


them," Carol smiled. "I have couples 
who come in, young single men, older 
men, housewives and even three girls 
who just play with Christine because they 
are too young to help with the exercises. 
One couple started working with her when 
they were dating. They were married one 
Friday and on Sunday, the day they nor- 
mally came over, they showed up. It was 
their honeymoon, but they came any 
way. That's real dedication. 


Carol's dedication and love for her 


daughter are endless. Her day begins at 
7 a.m. with Christine's breakfast — 
which takes an hour. A schedule is tack- 
ed to the bulletin board, and practically

every minute is taken up by something 
which must be done. 


Recordings are played throughout the 


day for Christine. Baby sounds, music 
and noises pour from the tapes so Chrin- 
tine's brain is never inactive. Although it 
is believed that she is completely blind 
now, all her senses are stimulated. 


HERBS AND SPICES are used for 


smell; different textured toys, etc., for 
touch; food for taste; the tapes for hear- 
ing and flashing lights for sight. 


At the end of her schedule Carol has 


written, "11:00 p.m. — fall apart — my 
bedtime." 


This stalwart woman, although she has 


never given up hope, is human. She tires, 
gets short tempered and has felt bitter- 
ness. "At first I was terribly bitter to- 
ward God, but then I made up my mind 
there was a reason for this and my faith 
got stronger." 


Besides Christine, Fred and Carol 


Adams have a normal, healthy 8-year-old 


son, Freddie, to care for. Before cardiac 
arrests, Christine followed her brother 
around like a puppy. He was bewildered 
and frightened by her attacks, but his 
mother was able to reassure him. Now 
he plays with Christine and helps his 
mother whenever he can. 


FRED ADAMS has kept his family go- 


ing through all their crises. He holds 
down two jobs to try to pay up the mon- 
strous medical bills that have accumu- 
lated. 


For the past two years outside help to 


the family has been small, other than in 
the case of the volunteers. Christine's 
medical insurance has almost been used 
up. 


Several of the volunteers have decided 


to help the family financially. They have 
started the Christine Adams Fund at Des 
Plaines National Bank to which the Des 
Plaines Lion's Club has contributed $500. 


The volunteers also are staging a rum- 


mage and bake sale this Sunday at West 


Park Field House, Wolf Rd. just north of 
Thacker Street, Des Plaines. from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Circulars have been sent out 
asking for donations to the sale, hearts 
have opened and the reusable items are 
pouring in. 


WHATEVER THE OUTCOME of the 


sale or the fund, you get the feeling that 
the Adams family will somehow contin- 
ue. 


"The doctors have warned me that 


Christine may remain at the level she is 
at now," Carol said. "If the doctors told 
me to stop her exercises and to give up. 
I'm not sure what I'd do. 


"I believe in miracles," she added with 


a broad grin, "and you might be just 
short of a miracle if you stop too soon. 


As for her own vigil with her helpless 


child, Carol states simply, "I always 
wanted to be a physical or occupational 
therapist or a nurse, and what better 
way to start than with your own daugh- 
ter."

Divorce Reform Groups Form A United Front

The idea suis conceived in the mind of 


Dirk Dos Ic. an independent in the di- 
vorce reform movement. The pangs of 
birth took place la>t February when dele- 
gates from approximately six organiza- 
tions mrt in Klmn to discuss Doyle's pro- 
posed coalition 


A second meeting was held April 17 at 


the Holirlav Inn in Klk (Jrove Village* and 
from that gathering came the birth of a 
united body in the area of divorce re- 
form. 


This time delegates from 18 groups, 


representing n membership of more 
than l.siin men and women throughout 
the United Slates, converged to hash 
out their differences and form a single 
pressure group 


THE RESULTS OF THIS and future 


meetings may have a major effect on 
close to 50 per cent of the married popu- 
lation. 


This figure comes from Dick Doyle 


who told the Herald in an exclusive inter- 
view. "Figures commonly quoted on the 
divorce rate are one out of every four or 
one out of every three marriages in the 
United States end in divorce. But these 
are old figures and the projection of 


those figures to the present brings it 
clo.se to a 50 per cent figure." 


Formerly dubbed CADRE (Coalition of 


A m e r i c a n Divorce Reform Estab- 
lishments), the group has renamed itself 
the National Council for Family Pre- 
servation or NCFP. 


Its purpose is to obtain a just and corn- 


potent administration of domestic rela- 
tions; to combine the financial, educa- 
tional and technical resources of the 
various established divorce reform estab- 
lishments; and to form a loose coalition 
of their philosophies, according to Doyle 
who added, "We all have a common end 
but use many different means to get 
there." 


DOYLE EXPLAINED some of the dif- 


ficulties in forming the coalition. "Our 
convention was ecumenical in spirit. 
There are wide variations in means to 
divorce reforms some groups were al- 
most violently dissenting prior to the 
convention. That is the reason divorce 
reform was ineffective. In fact, organ- 
ized divorce reform was so ineffective 
that the women's liberation movement 
had done more to achieve our goals than 
the existing reform organizations. 


"NCFP does not have a philosophy on 


'how.' We are administrative only." 


At their recent meeting two important 


pieces of the foundation were laid: 


A board of directors, made up of dele- 


gates from each of the participating 
groups, was selected; 


Officers were nominated and elected. 
NATIONAL OFFICERS include: Doyle 


as executive director; David Christopher- 
son from United States Divorce Reform, 
Inc. (USDR), of Minn., president; Robert 
Flis of the Divorce Justice League, vice 
president; Charles VanDuzee of USDR 
(Minnesota) secretary-treasurer; and 
Nat Denman, editor-publisher of Family 
Law Reform as editor for the national 
newspaper. 


Another meeting is slated for July 17-18 


where the bylaws, which Doyle currently 
is drafting, will be read, discussed and 
voted upon. 


"We want to be at least the men's 


equivalent to women's liberation," Doyle 
said. "When we become stronger — a 
little more settled — we will go beyond 
what they have done and cut the divorce 
rate in half in five years." 


DOYLE EXPLAINED how that will 


happen. "Our reforms would eliminate 
the existing incentive for women to seek 


a divorce. Women initiate 90 per cent of 
the divorces in the United States because 
they are assured of winning everything 
— especially the children. Wild horses 
couldn't drag most of these women into a 
divorce court without those prior assur- 
ances." 


Although the majority of the member- 


ship of divorce reform groups are men. 
two women attended the convention last 
Saturday as delegates. Several of the 
member organizations have male-female 
memberships or women auxiliaries. Most 
of the women are second wives — de- 
scribed by Doyle as fellow victims of the 
discrimination their husbands have faced 
in divorce court. 


One of the woman delegates, Clare 


Martin of USDR, Inc., of Minnesota 
(which is independent of the national 
USDR organization), is the only female 
in the United States lobbying for divorce 
reform. 


"My organization's goal is to set up a 


system in this country where divorce can 
be avoided in a marriage that is sick and 
can be cured — and to give a decent 
burial to die ones that are already 
dead." 


THEIR MAIN THRUST is In changing 


state and, eventually, federal legislation 
to achieve their goals. 


"The most hideous thing done in a di- 


vorce is those things done 'in the interest 
of the children,' " Mrs. Martin said. "We 
are introducing a child rights bill where- 
in visitation is considered a right of the 
non-custodial parent. The courts have 
usurped power far beyond their right. 
They use visitation as the carrot in front 
of the donkey to bargain for support. The 
courts use children 
as 
pawns 
as 


frequently as the parents do. 


"NCFP will be powerful because it will 


act as a clearing-house for the local or- 
ganizations. It will remain neutral in so 
far as all methods used by the various 
groups. It will give up a united front," 
she added. 


Mrs. 
Martin has been active in her 


group for five years. She married a di- 
vorced man who had had a custody 
battle for his children. His bad experi- 
ence and her own opportunity to observe 
the unique problems of a "second wife" 
brought both her and her husband into 
the divorce reform fight. 


"WHEN A WOMAN considers marry- 


ing a divorced man, she sometimes 
doesn't consider the realities of it all. Al- 


ter a year of going to work to support 
another woman with whom she has prob- 
lems and jealousies, the idea wears out 
rather fast," Doyle commented. 


It appears NCFP has more in mind 


than divorce reform. They are inter- 
ested, too, in the by-products. By elimi- 
nating the discrimination of the courts 
against men they hope to better the lot of 
the children and the second wife. They 
hope to also eliminate the "incompetent 
administration of domestic relations" be- 
cause, Doyle feels this is at the base of 
the high rate of divorce. 


The next step for NCFP will be to pass 


its by-laws, build UD its funds and begin 
to apply some pressure. Things may 
progress slowly during its infancy but for 
good reasons. 


"EACH TIME WE meet \ve continue to 


build a solid base, said Clare Martin, 
"We do not want to just throw some- 
thing together quickly." 


"If I had my way," Doyle said "we'd; 


be extremely effective in a very short 
time. However, we don't know what re- 
strictions we will impose upon ourselves 
and right now there is no money avail- 
able. Our effectiveness will be in direct 
proportion to the money we have to use."

;md lettuce aren't compatible either Nei- 
ther are watermelon and beets. That's 
herausr radishes and potatoes and wa- 
termelon thrive in an acid (sour) soil 
and lettuce, onions, and beets like tt 
sweet 'alkaline) 


Other sweet soil loving vegetables in- 


rlude artichokes, a.sparagus. broccoli, 
brus.sels sprouts, corn, cantaloupe, cau- 
liflower, chives, celery, cucumber, okra, 
spinach. 7iiccim and swiss chard 


IF YOU HAVE TROCBLE growing a 


particular vegetable or flower on your 
plot, and water, fertilizer and sun (or 
-.hade* are not the problems, look to the 
soil balance for an answer. 


For the benefit of Potting Shed readers 


who are new recruits to gardening, don't 
let the soil balance problem confuse you. 
Neophytes arc best directed by instinct, 
trial and error If success results, why 
worry about soil balance? The factor be- 
comes important only when your garden- 
ing efforts show more "losers" than 
' winners " 


Gardening veterans, however, may 


want to find out if the soil is suitable for 
the seeds they plant by taking a soil test. 
Sudbury Soil Test Kits are available at

needles, leaf mold make a soil more 
acidic . 


Some people don't realize that the dec- 


orative mulches they use on their soil 
surface have an effect on soil balance. 


A rust brown carpet of cocoa bean 


hulls, for example, is a good rose mulch 
(roses like sweet soil). Tobacco stems 
around roses discouage aphids. A corn- 
cob mulch helps prevent blackspot. 


Wood .-hips, bark chips and pine nee- 


dles are great acid mulches. Strawberry. 
another acid-lover, thrives under a fluffy 
blanket of hay. 


STONES AROUND TKEES discourage 


weeds and regular soil temperatures. 
They encourage earthworms to come 
And as you know, the presence of earth- 
worm is a sign of a healthy soil. Rain 
loaches minerals out of stones and ulti- 
mately helps fertilize the trees. For a 
sloping garden, stones offer the extra 
benefit of retarding erosion 


Corn production is beefed up with 


black plastic mulch, and bean production 
is stepped up with aluminum foil mulch. 


But the cheapest mulch, and a decom- 


posable one, is wet newspapers or maga- 
zines, covered with grass clippings or 
dirt. The grass or dirt will keep the pa- 
pers from blowing away. 


T h e most unusual mulching ex- 


periment I've come across in recent 
months is water mulching. Soil scientists 
at Kimberly, Idaho, filled plastic bags 
with about four inches of water. They 
reasoned that water absorbs and stores 
heat and it should be particularly effec- 
tive on such "heat sensitive" crops as 
sweet corn and string beans. 


One big advantage of water 
mulch 


showed up during an unseasonable cold 
snap. When snow fell and air tempera- 
tures dropped, 
water-mulched baans 


froze only down to the tops of the water 
bags.

river 


If you get a chance, look at the river. 


Once it was so clear you could see the 
bottom Conservationists caught the riv- 
er But it took nearly 20 years before the 
waters would sustain fish life again The 
silt and sludge that collected will be 
there a while yel. 


Not long ago. divers found the bottor* 


of the Chicago River under about nine 
feet of sludge. But that's not important, 
i.s if Did you smell the Alewives on the 
beaches of Lake Michigan9 


The people living near the lake shore 


or looking for a natural swimming spot 
will remember Somebody pulled a block 
out of the old ecology pyramid 


Was it harder to breath this winter7 


For some people It was Rows of chim- 
neys smoking in neat, pretty subdivisions 
made it that way 


Did you try driving into Chicago on the 


hottest day of the summer? Exhaust 
fumes from cars and smoke from indus- 
trial areas created a haze over the city. 


Maybe you think air pollution can't 


kill. It did in London, Chicago, New York 
and Los Angeles. It won't be long before 
it does in Palatine. 


Homes in towns surrounding O'Hare 


Field are covered with a thin oil film 
from the jets Airline owners had equip- 
ment to eliminate noise and smoke. Con- 
version hit the pocketbook. So they put it 
off as long as they could get by with it. 


And that old drag garbage — why wor- 


ry about it? In one of the older industrial 
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complexes in the suburbs, a natural 
creek went dry. It got in the way of sev- 
eral dozen factories and subdivisions. 


In the creek bed, under the bridges 


and culverts, there are millions of rats. 
The rats are happy. Homeowners from 
nearby subdivisions use the vacant fields 
near the industrial complex as a dump 
for excess garbage. That way garbage 
collection doesn't cost them as much. 


Predators of rats were another couple 


of blocks pulled out of the ecology pyra- 
mid. 


In the slums of our large cities, chil- 


dren sometimes don't have playgrounds. 
They play in streets, alleys and vacant 
buildings Do you know how and what 
they play? A game called survival — 
their playthings are knives, broken bottle 
tops and brass knuckles. The bad guy is 
hero; the criminal culture is the accept- 
ed norm. 


You are sick of hearing about "the 


quality of life." What about your chil- 
dren's children and their children? 


You are part of the ecology pyramid 


whether you like it or not. It is kind of 
like the national debt. The generation 
that ran it up won't be around to pay it 
off. 


So what if it takes $50,000 a year to 


survive in the year 2000. Everyone may 
have to wear filter masks and have oxy- 
gen pumped into their homes. 


Eventually nature may compensate by 


mutating the human form — larger 
lungs, barrel chests and short stubby 
legs. But will nature find a substitute for 
water and air? 


Future generations won't have to wor- 


ry about open spaces. There won't be 
any unless measures are taken right now 
to preserve them. 


Sure, man may migrate to the stars 


and find other worlds to pollute. But oth- 
ers like him may have gotten there first. 
And he has to survive long enough on 
this planet to gain the advanced tech- 
nology necessary for the migration. 


Some people feel it is worth the tax 


bite now to insure a habitable place for 
future generations. That is why news- 
papers, television and other media are 
attempting to communicate with YOU!

R e g a r d i n g your editorial "Public 


Schools Have Priority" (April 9) 


The Elementary and Secondary Non- 


public School Study Commission was giv- 
en a mandate by Illinois' 76th General 
Assembly to conduct a study of nonpublic 
elementary and secondary schools and to 
consider 1) The role and needs of non- 
public schools in Illinois; 2) How nonpub- 
lic schools can be appropriately related 
to the public schools, without impairment 
of their freedom: 3> The constitutional 
means by which the state can aid the 
nonpublic elementary and secondary 
schools m the fulfillment of their task. 


The commission, chaired by Rep Eu- 


gene Schhckman. set about its work in 
commendable fashion by employing the 
services of Dr Donald Erfckson, one of 
the most distinguished scholars in the 
field of education, under whose guidance 
a research team conducted the most 
thorough study of nonpublic elementary 
ami secondary schools ever attempted in 
Illinois or in any other state. Dr Erlck- 
son's report. "Crisis in Illinois Nonpublic 
Schools" was published by the commis- 
sion 


In addition, four experts in Con- 


stitutional law were invited to present 
their opinions as to whether or how the 
.state could aid nonpublic elementary and 
secondary education. Three of the four 
experts agreed that certain forms of aid 
could pass both Federal and State con- 
stitutionality tests. The fourth expert was 
Mr Miller of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union. The report of the con- 
stitutional experts was also published by 
the SchLckman Commission 


Futhermore. open hearings were held 


by the commission throughout the state 
allowing persons and organizations of all 
shades of opinion to present testimony. 


The result of this exhaustive study was 


the recommendation (by an 11 to 2 vote 
of the commission members) of a three- 
point program whereby the state would 
1 > Provide grants in aid for all nonpubhc 
.school students: 2) Provide weighted 
grants to students from poverty level

Lt Galley Reflects Moral Decay 


So much has been written about My 


Lai and Lt. Galley's massacre there that 
very little can be added, either pro or 
con. I cannot, however, leave unchal- 
lenged Brad Brekke's recent "Face of 
War" column, even though I am well 
aware that my views are now unpopular 
and run counter to expressed public opin- 
ion. 


I am confident that reason will even- 


tually overcome the first flush of passion 
and that the majority will soon join with 
Sens. Stevenson and Percy and many 
others in condemning Galley's cold, brut- 
al and premeditated butchery of 22 help- 
less, unarmed and unresisting babies, 
children and women. To do less would 
make a mockery of the very principles 
and beliefs on which this country was 
founded and which have made America a 
refuge and a haven for the oppressed. 


War, and particularly the Vietnam 


war, is a mean, dirty and ugly business 
It is not, however, as Mr. Brekke main- 
tains, "multilation on both sides: cutting 
off ears, poking out eyes, severing heads 
and genitals ... killing women and chil- 
dren because they might not be friendly . 
. . killing for the sake of killing." God 
help the world if it were. 


Further, Mr. Brekke is totally wrong 


when he terms Galley's trial for "battle- 
field mistakes" as "unbelievable , unjus- 
tified and inexcusable," To turn Mr. 
Brekke's statement around, the truth is 
that it was Galley's actions which were 
"unbelievable, 
unjustified 
and 
in- 


excusable." 


Yet. we now see the sorry spectacle of 


a nation making a hero out of this pitiful 
excuse for an American soldier, much 
less a compassionate human being. Pres- 
ident Nixon, bowing to political ex- 
pediency, has all but implied a Galley 


pardon and the "brave" lieutenant has 
been given a $100,000 advance for pub- 
lishing rights to his story. Perhaps this 
underlines the moral decay of our society 
and what the war has done to our reason- 
ing. 


Galley was given a fair trial, the long- 


est in military history. Five of the six 
officer-jurors had longer Vietnam com- 
bat service than Galley and, on the basis 
of the evidence, had no choice but to find 
him guilty. They, like Calley, had also 
been taught to kill, but, unlike Calley, 
they subscribed to the Army code of con- 
duct which makes it a crime to kill civil- 
ians and unarmed combatants. 


Most critics of the Calley verdict don't 


deny that he killed at least 22 unresisting 
Vietnamese civilians, possibly many 
more. What they do object to is the fact 
that he was found guilty of killing them. 
What they seem to be saying is that Viet- 
n a m e s e are "gooks," "dinks" or 
"slants," not humans. This is vicious 
racism and totally unworthy of a nation 
which subscribes to the tenets of decency 
and Christianity. 


Others call Galley a "scapegoat," sin- 


gled out for punishment while his superi- 
ors go free. By definition, a scapegoat is 
an innocent victim who is persecuted to 
protect others, and Calley certainly was 
not innocent. His superiors, Capt. Medina 
and Col. Henderson, will be held account- 
able and will be given the same kind of 
fair trial Calley received. Furthermore, 
Calley is not being singled out for punish- 
ment. More than 100 American soliders 
are serving time for the murder of civil- 
ian Vietnamese. Galley's current fame 
and fortune are based on his accom- 
plishments as a mass murderer. 


As a former combat veteran myself, I 


take strong exception to the casting of 


Calley as a typical young American 
fighting for his country. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. I did not, could 
not and would not knowingly shoot an 
unarmed combatant, much less mas- 
sacre scores of innocent and unarmed ci- 
vilians in a village where there was no 
combat on that infamous day. Neither 
would tens of thousands of other Ameri- 
can soldiers who face the same circum- 
stances every day. To imply that Calley 
is a representative soldier is a gross in- 
sult to the decent and honorable officers 
and enlisted men who, unlike Calley, 
have at least some grasp of the funda- 
mental meaning of morality.

Disagrees With School Aid Editorial 


As a parent concerned with both public 


and non-public education, I felt keen dis- 
appointment in your editorial stand on 
aid to non-public schools (April 9). Your 
editorial significantly failed to consider 
several crucial points: 


1) The rights of all parents, not just 


those in public schools, to exercise a 
choice of education for their children. 


2) The historic role of non-public 


schools in the development of this coun- 
try. 


3) The heavy tax burden born by par- 


ents of non-public schools in order to ex- 
ercise their right of choice. 


4) The fact that this will be the first 


full year the state income tax will be in 
effect, and, unless The Herald has a 


crystal ball, the state should have suf- 
ficient funds to allot to non-public 
schools. 


Your editorial also does great injustice 


to the Schlickman commission's study. 
The commission spent many hours delib- 
erating the constitutionality of giving aid 
to non-public schools. It finally arrived at 
a weighted voucher plan which would 
give the greatest assistance to children 
of low income families. Again and again 
the commission heard of the outstanding 
education being achieved by non-public 
schools in the inner city. The weighted 
voucher is significant because it reaf- 
firms parental rights in education and al- 
lows educational opportunity to the dis- 
advantaged. And who would deny a 


choice of educational opportunity to a 
child because he is poor? 


The greatest injustice perpetrated by 


your editorial is against private school 
parents. It would not have been possible 
for the public schools, particularly in the 
suburbs, to achieve the excellence they 
enjoy were it not for the willingness of 
non-public school parents to bear the 
heavy burden of double taxation to edu- 
cate all the children in the community 
Now your editorial tells these parents 
that their schools are expendable. 


Although your editorial doesn't show 


much insight into the rights of non-pub- 
lic school parents, hopefully the state 
legislature will.

The most snunhl-nftpr and valuable of 


all Canadian coins is the 1921 half-dollar 
bearing the portrait of George V, ruling 
monarch of the British Empire from 1910 
to 1OT6. 


It is the rarest ot all Canadian coins 


according to James Charlton. one of the 
dominion's most respected numismatic 
authorities. In a letter, Charlton said that 
while there were some 206.000 of these 
coins struck, it still is difficult to find one 
in a collection. 


One of these coins in prime mint condi- 


tion sold for a record price of $3,000 at 
the 
1958 Canadian Numismatic con- 


vention in Ottawa. In 1951 the same coin 
sold for a mere $200. 


One Toronto collector obtained a 1921 


half-dollar in a collection as a run-of-the- 
mill coin and sold it in the 1950s for the 
fabulous bargain price of $2,500. 


In 1958 a resident of Winnipeg, Canada, 


found a circulated specimen of the "King 
of Halves" in a piggy bank and promptly 
sold it for $2,050. 


IN 1951 A Toronto Transit Commission 


cashier took one from a man purchasing 
a ticket. Suspecting it may have some 
value, the cashier sold it to a dealer for 
$300. 


A London, Ont., motorist used a 1921 


King George half-dollar to purchase

the right tools. It isn't surprising that the 
tool budget is often exhausted on nones- 
sentials. Asparagus knives, bulb planters 
and such are all fine but wait before you 
specialize. 


In the beginning stick with basic tools. 


These are tools that will take care of dig- 
ging, cultivating and pruning essentially. 


Get a spading fork which will be very 


useful in the spring months for early soil 
preparation — turning it over, breaking 
the lumps. Use the fork for lifting per- 
ennials for transplanting and for setting 
out shrubs. 


For more ambitious digging get your- 


self a spade. Buy an iron rake for level- 
ing the earth after you have been dig- 
ging. Get a hoe for general cultivating — 
breaking up large lumps, loosening dirt 
around plants, chopping out 
garden 


weeds. 


THERE ARE several types and you 


may want all of them eventually. A good 
one to start with is a combination cul- 
tivator hoe with double prongs on one 
.side and a square blade on the other. 


A small hand trowel is essential for 


gardening when you transplant small 
p l a n t s . 
Pruning shears 
are in- 


dispensable. You will need them for 
roses, shrubs, almost any woody plants. 


For lawn care (aside from a mower) 


you should have a lawn rake, the broom 
type for sweeping up clippings and 
leaves. A hose is a must and get one long 
enough so that it reaches all over without 
undue stretching. 


You will need a nozzle for hand water- 


ing, 
a sprinkler for lengthy unattended 


watering. A watering can is a good in- 
vestment if you do any amount of plant- 
ing. 


HANDLE THE TOOLS before you buy 


them. Heft them for weight and balance. 
A tool that might be perfect for your 
neighbor could be all wrong for you. 


Buy good, well-well-constructed tools. 


They will do the job better and they will 
last far longer, some of them almost for- 
ever. 


Cheap tools break and wear out easily 


and seldom retain a good cutting edge. 
Hand trowels of the type in which a 


wooden handle is set into a steel shank 
are far better than trowels that are 
stamped out of a single piece of thin met- 
al. 


Forks, spades and such are better if 


they have steel shanks extending part 
way up the handle. Avoid wooden han- 
dles that are painted since the paint can 
hide flaws and imperfect grain. Look for 
a natural finish and keep the wood in 
condition by wiping periodically with 
boiled linseed oil.

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'Why' China Invited U.S. Team 


Ping-Pong As A Communist Plot 


by LEE MUELLER 


NEW YORK - (NBA) - Many foreign 


affairs experts here have been wonder- 
ing why — exactly — the Communist 
Chinese chose to Invite the U. S. table 
tennis team to their country after ban- 
ning other Americans for so many years. 


State Department officials in Washing- 


ton are pleased, but baffled. 


"Such an invitation would never be is- 


sued casually or without government ap- 
proval," an official pointed out. "There 
can be no question that this is meant to 
Indicate at least a slight relaxation in 
their vttitude toward the United States." 


But while many analysts of Chinese af- 


fairs view the invitation as Peking's first 
concrete response to a series of Ameri- 
can moves aimed at improving relations 
with China, my friend, Nathan "Nat" 
Nabob, believes otherwise. 


"Anyone who ever watched Gregory 


Peck beat Mao Tse-tung at table tennis 
in the movie, 'Chairman,' should be able 
to figure this out," he says. "Mao is a 
Ping-Pong nut. He's not interested in 
diplomatic relations with the United 
States. He wants to study our Ping-Pong. 
He really believes it is the key to con- 
quering the world." 


Nat backs up his theory with excerpts 


from, "Sayings of Chairman Mao." 
"Don't you remember," he asks, "when 
Mao said, 'Ping-Pong and war cannot be 
divorced from politics for a single mo- 
ment'." 


And Mao Tse-tung's intentions of world 


domination were never more clearly 
stated, Nat says, than when he said, 
"Let a hundred flowers blossom and let 
a hundred schools of Ping-Pong con- 
tend."

England and India in the 1880's. Nathan 
thinks this is ridiculous. 


"Think of the words," he said. "Ping 


Pong. Ping PONG! If hat isn't a Chinese 
phrase, I'll defect to Fengfeng on the 
next plane. I'm not sure what it means, 
but it's probably some kind of slang for 
Hail, Mao!" 


Nathan says there is only one sure way 


to find out what ping pong really means, 
but admits he hasn't had the nerve to 
attempt it. 


"Walk up to the next Chinese girl yon 


see and whisper, 'Ping pong,' in her 
ear," 
he suggests. "If she slaps your 


face, you've insulted a patriot. If she 
hugs your neck, you've uncovered anoth- 
er member of the Red Chinese under- 
ground." 


The origin of table tennis has been 
Nat is not soft on communism, to be 


sure, but he has his own reasons for de- 
bunking the diplomatic powers of Ping- 
Pong. 


"If the Red Chinese were really 


serious about breaking the ice," he says, 
"They would not have selected such an 
obscure organization as the U.S. table 
tennis team to invite to their country. 


"All this has done is give an obscure 


sport like Ping-Pong a lot of inter- 
national publicity. If the Reds had been 
really serious, they would have invited 
the U. S. bowling team to China." 


Nat contends his position of league sec- 


retary at the Sunset Lanes in Ports- 
mouth, Ohio, does not affect his judg- 
ment in this matter... 


"Bowling is a friendly sport," he says. 


"Nobody gets hurt except the pins. All 
they want with our Ping-Pong team is to 
get them over there and swing paddles 
at them."

in the proudest ballplayer I've ever seen 


Prouder than George Scott, the actor, 


who knows he is good, too, but doesn't hit 
to the opposite field as well as Clemente. 


Roberto Clemente came equipped with 


some extra pride from the word go. He 
had it when he first came up to the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates as a 20-year-old rookie 
draftee back in 1955 and still has it today 
at 36 in his 17th season in the majors. 


He hadn't changed much In all that 


Hme except to become a better ballplay- 
er. The thing that struck you imme- 
diately about Roberto Clemeente when he 
flral came up was that he never hid be- 
hind any pout. He always said what he 
bad to lay no matter what. He still does. 


"Anytime I feel something is wrong 


I'm gonna say something," he warns. 
"Baseball has changed in many ways 
since I first came to the big leagues. 
Ballplayers feel they can speak up much 
more now than they did then. I spoke up 
even then " 


He did indeed. 
When Clemente first joined the Pi- 


rates, there was only one other black 
player with the club. His name was Curt 
Roberts, he was a little second baseman 
from Oakland, and Clemente resented 
the treatment he was getting from some 
of the other players on the club. 


Clemente was only a rookie himself at 


the time but that didn't matter. 


"I dWn't like some or the things the 


white player* said to Roberts 10 I said 
some things to them they didn't like," he 
•ays. 


Today the Pirates are made up of a 


fairly equal ration of blacks and whites. 
There are 13 Caucasian ballplayers with 
the club. 12 black players, five of whom 
are Latins, and one black coach. 


"Baseball has come a long way in this 


regard but there is still room for im- 
provement." Clemente says. "When I 
came here you very seldom saw a black 
player get together with a white player 
and go someplace together after a ball 
game. Now it is more common. Yes, 
there has been improvement but some 
things still remain the way they were. I 
can not, for example, so up to a white 
player and say to him 'ar» you for real1" 
or 'are you concerned w.ih me at •IP' 
But now once in a while they will come 


to you and ask you about it They don't 
turn their backs on you like they used 
to." 


Roberto Clement's .316 lifetime batting 


average Is the best among all of today's 
major leaguers with at least 10 years ex- 
perience. The remarkable rlghtlielder 
has been selected to play on 10 All-Star 
teams, Is a nine-time Gold Glove winner 
and was the National League's MVP hi 
1906. 


Most impressive of al' perhaps is the 


fact his batting average generally has 
kept going up the past 10 years .332 last 
year whereas with most players their fig- 
ures usually go downward as they grow 
older. 


But even this isn't what pleases Cle- 


mente most 


"My greatest satisfaction," he says, 


"comes from helping to erase the old 
opinion about Latin-American and black 
ballplayers. People had the wrong opin- 
ion. They never questioned our ability 
but they considered us inferior in our 
station of life. Simply because many of 
us were poor we were thought to be low 
class. Even our integrity was questioned 
I don't blame the fans for that; I blame 
the writers. They made it look like we 
were something different entirely from 
the white players. We're not. We're the 
same." 


I think he'd make an excellent man- 


ager. He has demonstrated that twice al- 
ready in Puerto Rico. 


"Dave Cash, Pittsburgh's second base- 


man said I'd be very demanding, very 
tough." Clemente laughs, "I don't think 
so My only demand would be that every 
player do the best he can. I don't go for 
a fellow who hits the ball to the pitcher 
and walks to first base." 


"My main wish now is to get 3,000 hits 


if I can," says the Pirates' sure-fire Hall 
of Famer who began this season with 
2,704. "That's two years away at least. 
After that, who knows? I would like to 
stay in baseball in some capacity. I like 
to communicate with players and I know 
I can, but managing is a different thing 
I would have to give it real thought be- 
fore I'd say yes or no."

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Golfs Chi Chi Rodriguez 
A Method To His Madness

NEW YORK - (NBA) -Chi Chi Rod- 


riguez tries to be a clown in the 
finest fresh-air funeral parlors in the 
world — golf courses. He was a poor 
Puerto Rican who worked in sugar fields 
as a boy and now works in places where 
people talk with invisible clothespins 
clipped on their nose.s. 


Rodriguez is a slight man who has out- 


driven Jack Nicklaus who has outdriven 
Paul Bunyan. Rodriguez feels he repre- 
sents Puerto Rico in "a gentleman's 
manner," yet last October was fined $250 
by the PGA for "actions detrimental to 
his fellow competitor." 


"That hurt him very deeply ou* he 


didn't show it," said his wife, Iwalani. 
"Spanish people are very sensitive." 


She said that "clamps have been put 


on Chi Chi" since then "He can't dance 
on the greens any more, he can't cover 
the hole with his hat any more," she 
said. "But he still does clown. He thinks 
polf should be fun, and he thinks the gal- 
lery should get something for its mon- 
ey'" 


Rodriguez bis been on the tour since 


I960, and there are sometimes grum- 
blings among fellow pros about his she- 
nanigans. But when Dave Hill, his play- 
Ing partner during one round of last Oc- 
tober's Kaiser Open, asked him to save 
his Joyful ravings tor after the hole, Rod- 
riguez became incensed. "I'll fight your 


right here," said Rodriguez. 


His problems increased at the turn of 


the year. He underwent an operation for 
a tennis elbow in November, and had a 
growth removed from the palm side of 
his left thumb. So he continues with re- 
newed health his quest to be "the great- 
est golfer inthe world." He has not won a 
tour tournament since 1968, though he 
won $53,000 last year. 


"Chi Chi's trouble," said one pro, "is 


that he read his press clippings and be- 
lieved that he was the most powerful 
small man ever. Now, he practically 
falls down trying to hit the ball so hard." 


But he is back tramping up a fairway 


hill with elbows jigging in minuscule 
imitation of Jackie Gleason's "Away we 
go." To the chagrin of some. Golf 
courses are sullen places. A golfer strok- 
ing demands the solemnity of last rites. 
A cough from the gallery sounds to a 
tense golfer like a car backfiring. But 
Rodriguez elicits laughter. 


He hits a long shot: "Ain't bad for a 


little Puerto Rican." About his size: 
"You should have seen how little I was 
as a kid. I was so small that I got my 
start in golf as a ball marker." 


Rodriguez likes to say he has no set 


routines, that he is totally spontaneous. 
But a caddy nearby notes: "The same 
old corn." 


And once in the press tent of the Mas-

Pros Soutar, Joseph Speak Out 
Don 9t Underrate Bowling As Sport 


by RALPH NOVAK 


MILWAUKEE - (NEA) - Bowling is 


clouds of cigar smoke mixing with the 
odor of beer on a Thursday night; it's 
your stumpy Uncle Stan waddling up to 
the line to loft his ball in the company 
league; it's a place to take a casual date 
you aren't sure you want to spend a lot 
of money M. 


Such familiarity with bowling has bred 


a certain amoun of contempt for it and it 
isn't hard to find people who will deny 
that professional bowlers even deserve to 
be called athletes. 


Although it's safer putting down foot- 


ball la Green Bay then patting down 
bowling In Milwaukee, one pro basketball 
aficionado here (showing enough dis- 
cretion to request anonymity) put the 
case this way: 


"How much skill does it take to walk 


up there and throw the ball? Nobody's 
trying to stop you and you have all the 
time in the world. My grandmother 
could do it." 


This argument meets with less than 


rousing acceptance among professional 
bowlers. 


Dave Soutar, winner of the recent 


$10,000 first prize in the recent Miller 
High Life Open tournament here and 
winner of $22,430 already this year, has a 
typical reaction: 


"Bowling is the same as all sports; to 


be good in it you have to have that little 
something extra. A super-star is a super- 
star, no matter what kind of sport he's 


in. We don't have a physical game, like 


football, say, but bowling is a sport 
where the mental side Is very important. 


Even though a bowler is not confronted 


with a livng opponent trying to outwit 
him, there is more to the sport than 
training yourself to become a robot pro- 
grammed to roll the ball into the 1-3 
pocket, Soutar contends: 


"When you travel around all the time 


the way we do, you have to learn to ad- 
just your game as you move from lane to 
lane. It takes a lot of experience before 
you can do it." 


And it's not all a mental problem, he 


adds. 


"You have to have natural coordina- 


tion and good concentration," he says. 
"And you have to have good reactions, 
because there are many times when 
you realize you have to make an adjust- 
ment at the last second, just as you are 
letting the ball go, and change your de- 
livery." 


THE BEST IN 
Sports 


Soutar admits that atoig with natural 
ability, a bowler needs constant prac- 
tice, which means bowling can become a 
costly sport unless you're the son of a 
bowling laae owner. 


'If you want to bowl you can find a 


way to pay for it," Soutar says. "When I 
was 15 or so, I was bowling 200 lines a 
week but I paid for it out of my allow- 
ance plus working on the side and pick- 
ing up a little money by winning match- 
ups with people." 


Soutar, at 31, is part of bowling's 


younger generation. 


Joe Joseph, at 52, is a member of the 


American Bowling Congress Hall of 
Fame and an elder. At 5 feet 8, 205 
pounds, he could pass for your Uncle 
Stan, which may explain why he was the 
crowd favorite in the Miller Open, finish- 
ing third as he came back from a year- 
long layoff due to an injury. 


His answer to anybody who questions 


bowling's status as a sport: 


"They haven't lugged a 16-pound ball 


around for seven or eight hours a day, 
five or six days straight in * tournament 
and tried to not let it affect their per- 
formance." 


A bowler for 30 years, Joseph's list of 


prerequisites for a pro bowler parallels 
Soutar's but includes another one: The 
ability to relax. 


"You've got to be able to walk up to 


line and release the ball naturally, no 
matter how tired you are or how much

pressure there is," he says. "That's a lot 
harder than it may sound." 


Joseph admits that fatigue hits him 


harder now than it did when he was 
younger but he still likes to talk about 
one advantage bowling has over other 
sports; George Blanda and Hoyt Wilhelm 
notwithstanding: 


"As long as you can walk, you can 


bowl. I'll keep bowling till I die."

The second collision and the drinking 


driver are two "rather hotly debated is- 
sues swirling around in automotive safe- 
ty today." according to a General Motors 
safety engineer 


So far as the fir.st issue is concerned, 


lap and shoulder belts could prevent or 
mitigate the "second collision" of a car 
otcupant into some part of the vehicle 
interior — if belts are worn But because 
they aren't used 
as often as they 


should, engineers are experimenting with 
such "passive" restraint systems as air 
cushions

Illinois Editor*' Traffic Safety Seminar 
Grorgf R. .Smith, administrative assist- 
ant to the director of GM Automotive 
Safpty Engineering Department, fald 
that although brlu are very effective In 
preventing (atalllie* and Injuries, the low 


rate- of usage has hardly changed for the 
better in the past five years. 


"Yet the National Safety Council esti- 


mates that over one of every five per- 
sons who dies on our roads might have 
been spared, had he or she worn the full 
seat belt assembly It is incredible that 
this fact should be so universally ig- 
nored." he commented. 


Smith described a number of passive 


restraint systems GM had investigated, 
including a cushion impact table drawn 
over the lap of the right front seat pas- 
senger and an impact pad actuated by 
mechanical linkage with the vehicle 
bumper. 


Of these, he said, "the most promis- 


ing has proved to be the inflatable air 
cushion For the great many (car occu- 
pants) who refuse to use present re- 
straint systems, it can help diminish the 
consequences of faulty driving skills or 
errors in judgment which otherwise 
might result in serious injury or death " 


The cushion is an inflatable bag fiivd. 


out of the car's instrument panel to form 
an air barrier between the front seat oc- 
cupants and the forward part of the ve- 
hicle Interior.

Use Care When Selecting 


Home Shrubs And Trees 


Shrubs and small trees are important 


to any residential landscaping, but there 
we many different types and degrees of 
quality They must, therefore, be se- 
lected with knowledge and care 


Both shrubs and small trees fall into 


two categories: evergreens, which, as 
their name tells you, will remain in fo- 
liage throughout the year, and deciduous, 
which lose their foliage in winter. 


Deciduous shrubs and trees are desir- 


able in any yard because of the ex- 
citement and Interest their foliating and 
budding bring in the springtime. A land- 
scape with nothing but evergreens would 
be dull, indeed. 


There are hundreds of varieties of the 


deciduous types, and their uses are al- 
most as numerous as their different ap- 
pearances 


Because trees and shrubs will live for 


many years, exercising care in buying 
them is especially important. Unless you 
have considerable knowledge in selecting 
them, go to an established nurseryman 
for advice. Members of the American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen in your commu- 
nity will be happy to tell you which 
plants are best for your soil and climate 
and for the use you have in mind 


Many nurseries will allow you to select 


plants while they are in bloom, when you 
can see their best characteristics, and 
save them for later delivery. 


When buying shrubs and trees, what 


appear to be bargains are not always 
wise purchases. The least expensive 
plants are usually very small and will 
take years to reach a size that will en- 
hance your landscaping. A reliable nur- 
seryman will tell you whether or not a 
plant at a sale price will produce the re- 
sults you want. 


In selecting your plants, look for ones 


with the prettiest flowers and ones that 
bear attractive or edible fruit. If you are 
buhing a wide variety of deciduous 
plants, select some that are colorful in 


off-seasons. Certain varieties of dog- 
woods and blackberries, for instance, 
have brightly colored barks which add 
interst to winter landscapes. Witch ha- 
zels and jasmine bloom at the end of the 
winter season, before most deciduous 
plants are in bud. 


To have your shrubs and trees on hand 


in time for early spring planting, place 
your order as early as possible. 


Most shrubs and trees will thrive in 


any soil that is good for flowers or vege- 
tables. Spade the ground thoroughly over 
a fairly large area. Add well-rotted com- 
post, peat moss, or humus to provide 
plant on a small mound within the hole 
ture. 


Prepare the soil a few weeks before 


planting, if possible, to allow the ground 
to settle naturally. If you can't make 
preparations ahead of time, walk on the 
ground until it is firm. 


The plant must be set at the same 


depth as it was when you purchased it. 
To avoid cramping the roots, set the 
plant on a small mound withing the hole 
and spread the roots outward and down 
slightly around the sides. If the soil is 
very wet when you plant, add some pot- 
ting soil around the roots before filling 
the hole with spaded earth. 


Decorate With Evergreens 


Evergreens usually are more ex- 


pensive than deciduous plants because 
they are slower growing and have to re- 
main longer in a nursery before they 
reach salable size. But the very fact that 
they are slower growing makes them de- 
sirable for use where fast growth would 
not be wanted — as in a foundation 
planting Certain very dwarf varieties 
are specially suited for use in rock gar- 
dens and as ground covers while those 
with • little more stature are excellent 
for foundation plantings that will last for 
years without becoming overgrown 


The unique advantage of evergreen 


plantings h that they add so much to the 
landscape in winter when most of the de- 
ciduous plants have little to offer. 


It is only for their foliage that the ever- 


greens are used in the accompanying 
plan The Star magnolia, not an ever- 
green, is noted for its splendid white 
flowers and, 
like the evergreens that 


keep it company, it is slow growing. 


EXTREMELY slow-growing is the 


Nest spruce planted at the front corners 
of the porch In a half century it will 
only grow to a height of four and a half 
feet. 


The Korean little leaf box is a hand- 


some, slow growing and low growing 
plant with exceptionally good foliage. 


Unlike other boxwoods, this variety is 
very hardy, withstanding low tempera- 
tures that would kill more tender kinds. 


Dwarf Japanese holly has shiny dark 


leaves not unlike those of the boxwood. It 
grows about two feet tall and is ideal for 
"under the window' placement, as in the 
plan. 


CANBY pachistima is a very dwarf ev- 


ergreen with dark green leaves that re- 
semble those of certain yews. It reaches 
a height of only eight inches but develops 
a spread of about 18 inches. It makes a 
highly desirable ground cover, particu- 
larly among other evergreens. 


The slow growing Star magnolia is well 


known for its splendid display of fragrant 
white blossoms in mid-April, long before 
other magnolias break into bloom. It is 
one of the most ornamental magnolias. 


Bearing small white flowers on grace- 


fully dropping branches, the Leocothoe is 
an evergreen that reaches only a foot 
and a half in height. It has outstanding 
fall coloring. 


An Old Oriental Idea 


For Modern Homemakers 


With so many homes being built with 


small size yards, a lot of homemakers 
may want to borrow a good idea from 
the Japanese and plant oriental gardens. 


Most 'lomes in Japan have extremely 


limited space, so the Japanese express 
their reverent love of nature by creating 
landscapes in miniature . . . compact 
gardens executed in exquisite detail, and 
meticulously but inconspicuously main- 
tained. Their gardens are planned to 
simulate nature while they provide a 
place for meditating in quiet repose. The 
oriental garden is an extension of the 
house in a genuine indoor-outdoor rela- 
tionship. 


These suggestions from the American 


Association of Nurserymen may help you 
develop your small yard or a portion of a 
larger area into an oriental-style retreat 
from the work-a-day world. 


The basic feature of an oriental garden 


is that it is designed by the grouping of 
three different shapes: upright, rounded 
or leaning, and flat or spreading. The 
groupings can be repeated throughout 
the garden. 


Emphasis is on materials that do not 


change, neb te racks, evergreens, and 


t 


soil in pebbles. A few colorful flowers 
may be included. The trees and shrubs 
are pruned carefully each year so that 
they keep their form and size without 
seeming to change. 


Paths or stepping stones lead you 


around the garden turning here or there 
to make you pause when there is some- 
thing special to admire. Water is an im- 
portant element in a Japanese garden, 
both for the sight of it and the sound. 


Some appropriate plant materials for 


the oriental garden include bamboo for 
the vertical or upright shapes, dwarf 
azaleas for the recumbent ones, and 
rounded moss or prostrate cotoneaster as 
the horizontal. The selection is certainly 
not limited to these, and each home- 
owner should create his oriental garden 
with the materials and designs of his 
preference. 


Ideas from oriental type gardens can 


be adapted to fit a great number of situ- 
ations, but each gardener will be wise to 
capture the spirit rather than try to 
create a precise copy from toe Japanese.

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Learn More About Planting 


Be Sure Those Hardy Plants Have Been Acclimatized Before Planting, Says Illinois Nursery Group 


On« of the common concerns of the 


homeowner when he buys a tree or a 
shrub from a garden center or retail nur- 
sery i* that it will die before it has a 
chance to adjust to its new setting in the 


home grounds. 


According to the Ornamental Growers 


Association of Northern Illinois, more 
plants die from too much concern than 
from natural causes. Over-watering and

over-feeding are common causes of the 
demise of young plants. 


The proper place to show concern, ac- 


cording to the O.G.A. is at the garden 
center or retail nursery, where a little 
applied understanding of the key factors 
in plant survival can help you make in- 
telligent selections of plants which will 
survive without your constant concern 
over their health. 


Select plants known to be hardy in the 


locale in which yofl are planting them, 
says the O.G.A, Further, within a given 
hardy species, insist on plants which 
have been propagated and grown in the 
locale and are thus fully acclimatized to 
the area weather conditions. 


In a new booklet titled "Planting Guide 


for Northern Illinois," the O.G.A. ex- 
plains why acclimatized plants are im- 
portant. Says the guide: "In our area, 
plants live in a 'torture chamber* climate 


quite unlike that of any other metropoli- 
tan area. Survival often is threatened by 
extreme heat and cold, frequent and sud- 
d e n t e m p e r a t u r e changes, violent 
storms, irregular rainfall, long dry 
spells, blasts of cold polar air, and mois- 
ture-robbing winds from the plains." 


For these reasons, the O.G.A. says, 


look for the tag on the plant which in- 
dicates that the plant has been grown as 
reasonably close to the "micro-climate" 
of your own yard as you can possibly 
find. 


You can learn more about planting 


conditions in our Northern Illinois envi- 
ronment, and get a comprehensive list of 
the trees, shrubs, and ornamentals which 
are hardy here, by writing to the O.G.A., 
c/o 645 N. Milwaukee Ave., Wheeling, HI.

Try Grading Around A Tree 


by George E. Creed 


Some trees such as the beeches are so 


sensitive to grade changes that even mi- 
nor modifications can prove fatal to 
them. Fortunately, most trees will sur- 
vive small changes in grade but even 
these must be made with care. 


If you want to raise the grade around a 


tree you should consider what kind of 
tree it is. You can fill around such trees 
as maples, oaks and elms provided the 
fill is not more than a foot or so in 
depth; and provided that the material 
you use is porous (1). Sand, gravel or 
slag allow air to penetrate into the soil 
where it is used by the roots. Heavy soils 
would stop this air flow. 


Still another point to consider is the 


size of the tree that will be affected by 
changing the grade around it. The larger 
the tree the greater its root system will

be and consequently the greater the area 
that will have to be covered with porous 
fill. Ideally, such fill should extend from 
the tree trunk out to the limits of the root 
system which, very roughly, coincides 
with the perimeter of the crown (super- 
structure) of the tree. 


Where considerable changes of grade 


are indicated and the tree involved is 
worth saving the solution is to build a 
well around the tree to the height of the 
new fill leaving as much of the original 
ground around the tree undisturbed. This 
is the reverse of the method shown in 
sketch 3. 


As is noted in sketch 2, certain trees 


are not particularly sensitive to having 
fills placed over their root systems and 
these fills need not be of porous mate- 
rials. Of course, there is a limit to the 
depth which filling can be done even 
around these trees. 


Lowering the grade around any tree, 


no matter what its species, is always 
speculative and must be done with ex- 
treme care. Sketch 3 shows the standard 
method of doing this. The retaining wall, 
usually circular, is built of stone, brick, 
concrete block or concrete. Its diameter 
should relate to the size of the tree, in- 
creasing as the size of the tree increases. 
As with the porous fills before described, 
the ideal diameter should correspond 
with the diameter of the crown of the 
tree. Oftentimes this isn't practicable 
and you have to settle for less.

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Begonia Growers Know 
How To Trick Nature 


With warm weather just around the 


corner it's time once again for home 
growers everywhere to start thinking 
about the long-awaited growing season. 
But oftentimes the early part of the sea- 
son is plagued by late frost, continual 
rain, dork days and hard wind making it 
difficult for the gardener to get an early 
start on his blooms. 


This is especially frustrating for be- 


gonia growers who like to blurt these 
beautiful tubers from Belgium as early 
as possible to enjoy their blossoms 
throughout the entire summer. 


But now you can trick Mother Nature 


and start as early ai you wish without 
having to depend on the unpredictable 
sun. 
How? By simply starting your gar- 


den indoors — under tights. The magic of 
indoor gardening is nothing more than 
regulating the weather and temperature. 


And the most exciting part about it is 
that plants will germinate, propagate, 
flower and even mature without ever 
seeing the light of day. 


The camellia-flowered Belgian begonia 


is especially right for starting indoors be- 
cause begonias do not require full sun — 
which artificial light has not yet dupli- 
cated. And the breath-taking camellia- 
shaped flowers will make a marvelous 
addition to the outdoor garden later in 
the season. 


Good results with artificial light are 


naturally based on all the elements of 
good culture. Proper temperature, hu- 
midity, soil mixture and other factors 
are equally important, no matter where 
a plant is placed to grow; and the re- 
quirements here are much the same for 
ordinary house or greenhouse growing. 


Start with tubers that have a little pink

ing longer than any other bulb, the

eye or sprout showing. Fill a flat or cigar 
box with a mixture of damp peat moss or 
loaf mold and sand, not too firmly pack- 
ed. Place the Belgian begonia tubers in 
the box, hollow side up. Do not fertilize 
during the period of rooting and leave 
the box uncovered to avoid rot. Put the 
box in a warm spot — 60 degrees Fahr- 
enheit or more. The warmer the spot, the 
sooner the plants develop. 


The boxes should be placed under four 


forty-eight inch long, 40 watt fluorescent 
tubes in industrial type fixtures with fif- 
teen inch reflectors. Recommended time 
is fourteen to sixteen hours a day when 
using the lights exclusively. If the plants 
are in a well sunlit area the artificial 
light can be decreased to a minimum of 
four hours according to the amount of 
sunlight received. 


The care you give your begonias at 


this time is extremely important. Never 
let the potting mixture become wet and 
soggy and be extra cautious about water- 
ing sparingly until the leaves appear. Be- 
gonias do require a little more water 
than the average house plant, but the 
most common mistake made in growing 
begonias is over-watering. 


After four or five inches of growth the 


plant is ready for the final potting or 
planting directly in your garden bed. In 
transplanting to pots, cover the drainage 
holes with pieces of broken pottery. Then 
fill with prepared potting soil and mix 
equal parts of peat moss and good top- 
soil. It's important that the mixture be a 
well-drained organic one that will pro- 
vide the roots with air as well as water. 
And now's the time to use a little fertili- 
zer. 


Your success in transplanting begonias 


outdoors depends on the position of the 
beds in relation to the sun. North sides of 
buildings, under filtered shade of trees, 
in lath houses, plastic houses, or white- 
washed greenhouses are ideal spots, 
since Belgian begonias demand the 
greatest amount of light possible from 
overhead as well as from the side, with- 
out direct rays from the sun. If too 
shaded the growth will be tall and spin- 
dly with little bloom. If too sunny, both 
plants and flowers will be stunted atid 
burned. 


The soil outdoors is as important as in 


a pot. Heavy soil needs the addition of 
sand and peat moss because perfect 
drainage is again important. Loosen the 
ground about eight inches deep. Then 
mix a combination of six parts peat moss 
and one part dried manure so that the 
ratio between new and old soil will be 
about 50-50. 


Outdoors or indoors this hearty flower 


needs a minimum of care at maturity. 
And what care you do give them is cer- 
tainly small compensation for 
their 


months of glorious bloom. While the 
world around us has become more and 
more complex, indoor gardening has be- 
come easier. And with just a few simple 
steps every home garden, indoors and 
out, can be a beautiful reality. 


Plant A Vegetable (Garden 
In Your Own Back Yard

thrifty by turning part of your back yard 
into a vegetable garden and growing 
your own. 


Vegetable gardening isn't hard. The In- 


dians grew corn centuries ago, even 
when they had to till the soil with a 
pointed stick.

with modern tools, what work 


there i.s to vegetable gardening can be a 
pleasure - as well as providing needed 
exercise and relaxation, 


TllK rillKF thing to rememer is not 


to bite off more than you can chew — not 
to plant more than your family will eat. 
If everyone detests parsnips, don't plant 
any And figure how much your family 
will eat of other vegetables before you 
plant the seeds. 


For instance, 25 feet planted to beets 


should yield half a bushel. Five feet less 
than that planted with turnip seeds will 
result in one-third bushel at harvest 
time Will your family consume more 
than these amounts. 


Plan before you plant, for placement of 


crops as well as for how much of each 
kind. Tail crops planted south of short 
ones shade them, resulting in spindly 
plant.*. If you wish to plant asparagus 
or rhubarb i commonly planted in the 
vegetable area) place them at one side 
or end of your garden for they come up 
each year from once-planted roots. 


SHORT .SEASON crops like lettuce can 


be followed by late plantings of carrots 
in the same row. Cabbage can be set nut 
to fill the space between tomato plants. 


Such doubling up of space use means 
your garden need not be large. It cer- 
tainly should be small enough so that 
half an hour a day takes care of all 
maintenances. 


Vegetable gardening is rewarding in 


more ways than one. Sixty feet of row 
will produce three bushels of tomatoes, 
the seeds for which cost about 35 cents, 


so you save money. Produce is better 
flavored and higher in vitamins and min- 
erals than "store-bought" so you are bet- 
ter nourished. 


Best of all, gardening is something the 


family can do together. As you work 
your soil as your ancestor did, you feel a 
kinship with them and a satisfaction with 
the whole world.

Garden Hoses Can Be Fixed 


Garden hoses would last a lot longer if 


people would let them. But folks persist 
on dragging thorn over rough concrete, 
driving over them, leaving the water 
turned on at the faucet while turning off 
the nozzle, crimping them to stop the wa- 
ter momentarily, crimping them acciden- 
tally because someone didn't make cer- 
tain it was unwound properly, and doing 
all sorts of things that torture a hose de- 
signed for nothing more than carrying 
w.iter. 


Even Just leaving the hose alone could 


destroy it If you leave a hose out in the 
hot sun with water it, the water can start 
In boil — and a garden hose wasn't in- 
trndpd for boiling water. 


Fortunately a hose is not difficult to 


repair so it isn't necessary to throw a 
damaged hose away and start with a 
new ofie 


Cut out the damaged section and either 


measure the opening or take the piece 
with you to the hardware store Hoses 
come in different diameters and you will 
have to know the right sue to get the 
proper mending equipment. 


You can get a conventional coupling 


with male and female ends and in effect 
make two small hoses out of one big one 
Cnless there is some special reason for 
doing that, get a solid mender that re- 
stores the hose to one piece. This is 
cheaper. 


Rubber and plastic hoses take different 


style menders and couplings although 
you may find a few described as suitable 
for both. 


The mender for the rubber hose is usu- 


ally a short tube or nipple with daw-like 
metal flange around the middle. The 
tube is inserted in both ends of the hose 
and the metal prongs pounded down. 
Some menders are nothing more than the 
brass tube held in place with separate 
hose clamps. 


For a plastic hose the mender consists 


of the metal tube and threaded screw 
clamps that go over the hose and then 
are tightened, the threads biting into the 
hose and holding it tight against the 
tube. 


New couplings for rubber hoses consist 


of the coupling parts mounted on tubes 
inserted into the hose ends. The prongs 
are then pounded down or a clamp is 
used. 


The coupling parts for a plastic hose 


are a little more complicated. The coup- 
ling tube is slipped over the hose and 
not into it. With the sleeve over the hose 
a bushing is placed inside the hose at the 
end. The bushing is threaded and, when 
turned with a special key, seats itself in- 
side the hose and exerts pressure on the 
wall of the hose against the metal sleeve. 


Couplings often need replacing because 


they get smashed by someone driving 
over them, or the threads get damaged 
by being dragged over rough surfaces.

Brighten Your Home 
With Flower Bouquets 


Nature is gloriously unstinting this sea- 


son. The home with fresh flower bou- 
quets shows this same spirit of beauty 
and generosity. 


Happily, the extravagant look is pos- 


sible for very little money. The secret 
lies in selecting cut flowers that win 
make long-lasting bouquets. Four of the 
very best, aays the Society of American 
Florists, are daisy and pompon chry- 
santhemums, carnations, orchids, and 
lilies. 


Do not labor over your arrangements! 


Learn to make them quickly. There is 
great charm in bouquets arranged as 
naturally and unpretentiously as a 
child's handful of flowers. 


Even the natural look, of course, has 


its own special formula. If you geek to 
perfect it, you will need a few essential 
props. 


Start with containers. You'll need tiny 


ones for little bouquets, and it's good to 
have a modest variety on hand. Re- 
member that the best vaaes ere unobtru- 


sive. Quiet in color and simple in line. 
This directs full attention to the beatify 
of your flowers. 


Next, get needle holders, crushed 


chicken wire, and florists' clay. Again, a 
variety of needle holders will prove use- 
ful for smaller flowers. Chicken wire, 
placed inside your vase where it cannot 
be seen, is especially handy in arranging 
large, long stemmed Mosaoms. 


Now you're on your way. For the 


simple, plump and rounded look — and 
what is more natural — start with the 
tallest center blossoms and gradually 
work out, arranging flowers in either a 
loose or compact circular line. Stems are 
shortest at the outer rim of the bouquet. 


That's it! No other pointers are neces- 


sary, except, perhaps, one vital remin- 
der: most arrangements depend upon ac- 
companying foliage as much as the flow- 
ers themselves for their effectiveness, so 
don't forget to use greenery. Possible 
choices would include baker fern and 
rhododendron, magnolia, and huckleber- 
ry leaves. 


AN IDEAL CHOICE for centerpiece 
arrangements, tulips change mood 
like magic. The colorful cup-like pet- 
als eventually will open to let the 
canter of the blossom provide an ex- 


otic eyeful. An inverted V shape is an 
excellent centerpiece style, as it 
moves easily to mantle or coffee 
table for extra enjoyment.

One of the most frequently asked ques- 


tions is, "What plants bloom in the sum- 
mer?" reports Donald Synnestvedt of 
Knupper Nurseries, 1801 Rand Rd., Pal- 
atine. 


There are several varieties of flowering 


shrubs that bloom entirely during the 
warmer months, or at least continue 
their flowering into the summer. 


Potentilla, a dwarf shrub with yellow 


buttercup flowers covering the plant 
from June to October is Synnestvedt's fa- 
vorite summer blooming plant. The vari- 
ety Katherine Dykes is a very graceful 
plant reaching a mature height of only 
two and one-half feet. Because of its 
small size it can be used in front of taller 
plants in the shrub border or as an un- 
derplanting for ornamental trees. 


A n t h o n y Waterer and Froebell's 


spireas are very similar. Both bloom 
with a flat flower cluster of pink or pin- 
kish-red color starting in July and contin- 
uing through the rammer. The Anthony 
Waterer is the smaller of the two, reach- 
ing three feet at maturity. Both are at- 
tractive in the fan, when the foliage 
turns a bronze-red color.

mock orange is similar to that of the 
weigela, flowering heavily to May and 
then with a few blooms continuing into 
the summer. 


Hydrangeas have long been used for 


their summer effect; however, they 
seem to have fallen into disfavor cur- 
rently. Synnestvedt indicated that this 
trend may be reversed with the in- 
troduction of a new variety, Annabelle. 
This plant has very large snowball flow- 
ers in mid-summer. It tolerates quite 
heavy shade and seldom grows more 
than five feet tall. 


Rose of Sharon are the tallest growing 


of the summer flowering shrubs, and 
might even be classified as a dwarf tree. 
Several colors are available including 
pink, red, purple and white. This is also 
the latest blooming of the summer 
shrubs, starting in August 


Synnestvedt noted that other summer 


flowering plants are frequently recom- 
mended for this area but cautions the 
homeowner to consider hardiness before 
selecting a planting site. Among plants 
that frequently suffer from our extreme 
winters are blue mist spirea, butterfly 
bush, purple fringe or smoke bush and 
tamarisk. All of these may freeze to the 
ground and might beat be considered a 
perennial. As most nurseries guarantee 
their plants, they wffl be happy to dis- 
cuss proper locations for these as well as 
their care. 


It is suggested that in addition to sum- 


mer blooming shrubs, the homeowner 
consider plants with colored foliage. Con- 
trast may be achieved with the use of 
red leaf plums, barberries and maples 
and yellow tones in honeylocust trees, 
privet, barberry and mock orange bush- 
es.

Passed Ry Narroiv Margin 
Recommend Zone Approval 
Of Hospital Complex Plan

By a narrow margin Wednesday, mem- 


bers of the Schaumburg Zoning Board of 
Appeals agreed to recommend to the vil- 
lage board approval of a planned unit 
development (PUD) for a hospital, medi- 
cal and residential complex. 


The total area consists of a 57-acre site 


fronting on Schaumburg Road. J. Emil 
Anderson & Sons, developers, 
have 


pledged a 20-acre donation to Schaum- 
burg'» hospital planning committee. 


The hospital would not be contained in 


the PUD but if the local committee 
should not succeed in securing support 
lor the facility the donated land would 
revert back to the developer. 


The remaining 37 acres will contain a 


doctors building plus apartments and 
townhouses to be occupied by hospital 
personnel, according to Marvin Glink, 
counsel for the developer. 


THE COMPLEX would be developed in 


two phases with the doctors building 
coming first followed by a medically ori- 
ented commercial area. Residential con- 
struction would be split equally between 
the two phases and consist of 567 units. 


At a hearing two weeks ago Glink fol- 


lowing extensive probing, revpaled that 
the hospital site donation would remain 
ten acres in spite of recommendations of 
a minimum size site of 25 acres fur- 
nished by the Hospital Planning Council 
'or Metropolitan Chicago. 


He said this week, however, that his

Glink Skirts FHA Funding 


Although no financial explorations 


have been made concerning a planned 
unit development requested for approval 
on Schaumburg Road, Marvin Glink, 
counsel for the developer, would not be 
led into discussions concerning possible 
Federal Housing Authority (FHA) subsi- 
dized funding.

in line with village rules," Glink said. 


As soon as zoning is granted the 20- 


acre parcel will be deeded over to the 
hospital committee so that fund raising 
may begin, he explained. 


Concerning the size of the hospital site, 


Glink produced a May 1969 letter from 
Hiram Sibley of the Hospital Planning 
Council which deemed the original ten- 
acre donated site acceptable. 


Russ Parker, zoning board chairman, 


told Glink that he had contacted Sibley 
regarding this document and was in- 
formed that the area rather than specific 
site by number of acres had been ap- 
proved then. 


Glink and his clients contend that a 20- 


acre site will be more than adequate and 
encouraged the hospital committee to 
make an all out effort in this area.

Milwaukee R.R. 
Expands Service 


Expanded suburban service and sched- 


ules will start May 1 on the Milwaukee 
Road lines, announced C. C. Dilley, gen- 
eral manager of passenger services. He 
noted that no changes in rail service will 
be made when the Standard Time is ad- 
vanced one hour on April 25. 


Dilley said the principal change will be 


the inauguration of a new evening rush 
hour train from Chicago to Franklin 
Park. This will have the effect of provid- 
ing 400 additional rush hour seats and 
will enable the railroad to make other 
improvements in its suburban 
oper- 


ations. 


The following is a brief description of 


the principal changes to be made in 
weekday trains. It should be noted that 
with May 1, the effective date of the new 
suburban schedules, being a Saturday, 
most commuters will not be affected by 
the changes until the following Monday:

Medal Of Honor Awarded 
To GI Killed In Action 


President Nixon awarded the Medal of 


Honor yesterday to a Wheeling soldier 
who was killed protecting his fellow sol- 
diers and Vietnamese civilians. 


Michael R. Blanchfield was honored 


for an act of "extraordinary courage and 
gallantry" which ended in his death on 
July 3. 1909, at the age of 19. 


Blanchfietd's mother. Jeannette of 309 


Rrnee Terr.. Wheeling, and his father, 
Robert Blanchfield of Des Plaincs, were 
scheduled to receive the award at the 
White House honoring Blanchfield. 


At the ceremony Blanchfield's family 


learned for the first time the details of 
his death nearly two years agn. 


According 
to the 
award citation, 


Blanchfield, a specialist fourth class, 
was mi a combat patrol in Binh Dinh 
province with other members of a unit of 
the 173rd Airborne when the incident oc- 
curred. 


WHILE SEARCHING a village for Viet 


Cong suspects, Blanchfield saw a man 
run from a house toward the forest. 
Blanchfield shouted at the man to halt 
and when he did not, opened fire. The 
man threw a grenade and the explosion

wounded Blanchfield. 


Although wounded, Blanchfield chased 


the man. A second grenade was thrown, 
this time toward a group of soldiers and 
villagers. 


Blanchfield 
threw himself on the 


greanade. He was killed by the ex- 
plosion. His action, saved the lives of 
four other soldiers and a number of civil- 
ians. 


Before leaving for Washington, Mrs. 


Bianchfield told the Herald that she 


knew only that her son had been killed 
by grenade fragments. She said it was 
difficult to say how she felt about the 
award and her son's death. 


"How does a mother feel?" she said. 


"You feel so bad when it happens. With 
all that is going on about Vietnam, you 
feel it was just a loss. But now I know he 
died for someone else and that he'd be 
proud. I'm proud for Michael but I have 
mixed feelings about it because of his 
death." 


MICHAEL ATTENDED Wheeling High 


School but left before graduation to enlist 
in the army in 1967. He went to Vietnam 
early in 1969 and earned p Bronze Star 
before his death. 


Mrs. Blanchfield, a waitress at the 


Wheeling Manor Restaurant, moved to 
Wheeling 11 years ago. She has four oth- 
er children, all of whom were to accom- 
pany her to Washington. 


They are James, who was recently dis- 


charged from the service; Bobbie Jo; 
Patricia, a student at Wheeling High 
School; and Bill, a student at Jack Lon- 
don Junior High School. 


New Prospects For Preserve Zoning 


Wheeling's efforts tn annex approxi- 


mately 240 acres of land in the Cook 
County Forest preserves have been fall- 
ing on deaf ears of Cook County officials 
since 1968. 


But the prospects for the annexation 


now seem to be improving after a meet- 
ins last week between Wheeeling offi- 
cials and the county forest preserve dis- 
trict hoard real estate committee. 


John Koeppen, newly reelected Wheel- 


ing Trustee, and Thompson Dyke village 
planner, attended the meeting after 
being invited by Cook County Commr. 
Ruby Ryan. 


Koeppen had reported several weeks 


before that Mrs. Ryan had recently an- 
swered hi.s letters and phone calls about 
the annexation for the first time in three 
years. 


KOEPPEN SAID this week that the 


Wheeling representatives were "well-re- 
ceived" by the forest preserve officials. 


"They have an open ear now, but there 


are legal problems to be resolved," 
Koeppen said. 


He refused to elaborate on what those 


problems might be. 


The annexation is an effort by Wheel- 


Ing to bring village boundaries along- 
side the eastern boundary of Pal-Waukee 
Airport, paving the way for future an- 
nexation of the airport to the village. 


Ifs Alxmt Time; 
Turn 'Em Ahead

Pal-Waukee has long been considered 


a potential source of high tax revenue for 
the village. The airport is now com- 
pletely surrounded by 
unincorporated 


land. 


EVEN THOUGH Wheeling's efforts to 


reach the airport are now accelerating, 
another problem may now interfere with 
the annexation. A portion of Paul- 
Waukee has been included in the pro- 
posed boundaires of the new City of 
Prospect Heights, and if the city's in- 
corporation plans are successful, Pal- 
Waukee may be lost to Wheeling. 


Even more problematic is that while 


the legal battle over incorporation be- 
tween Prospect Heights, Wheeling and 
other municipalities continues, the por- 
tion of the airport included in the pro- 
posed boundaries cannot be annexed by 
the village. 


The annexation plans for the forest 


preserve call for taking into Wheeling 
the land running from Dam No. 1 near 
Hintz Road south to Palatine Road east 


of Milwaukee Avenue. 


The property straddles the Des Plaines 


River. 


The delay in the annexation centered 


around the forest preserve district's re- 
luctance to lose control over concessions 
operated on its property to village's an- 
nexing the land. 


PROPOSED CHANGES in laws are 


being contemplated so that the district 
could retain control over those con- 
cessions while allowing a village to an- 
nex its lands as a means to further an- 
nexations. 


Koeppen first proposed the annexation 


to the county in March of 1968. 


This annexation would not be the first 


forest preserve lands for Wheeling, how- 
ever. 


Wheeling already has about 400 acres 


of forest preserve land running south of 
Dundee Road to Dam No. 1. Annexed in 
1959, the tract was used by Wheeling as a 
link to the east beyond the Tri-state Toll- 
way.

granted by the village. 


In the Dunhurst Shopping Center east 


of the National area Linsky agreed to 
clean up the parkways along Dundee and 
Elmhurst roads and replant grass. 


He also promised to have the parking 


lot swept, cleaned, patched and re- 
striped. 


He said that the shopping center and 


the Wheeling Public Library District are 
investigating a mutual program to pave 
the area between the back of the new 
library and the back of the shopping cen- 
ter.

Mark Twain Has Become A Part Of His Life 


BY SUE JACOBSON 


Clad in a baggy gray suit and smoking 


a cigar, American author Mark Twain 
walked into Cooper Junior High in Buf- 
falo Grove Wednesday and gave some of 
his advice to youth. 


"Respect your superiors . . . if you 


have any. Obey your parents . . . if 
they're around," said the gravely-voiced 
humorist. 


Twain was really Mike Baker, 23, a 


speech and drama teacher at Paddock 
School in Palatine, who has been por- 
traying Twain for the last three or four 
years. 


"Twain has a lot to say, even though 


he wrote 100 years ago. He's both sarcas- 
tic and funny. He said what he felt," said 
Baker. 


The young teacher's interest in Twain 


started when he was a student at Indiana 


State University. 


"We were supposed to recite some Sha- 


kespeare in a class I was in. I have noth- 
ing against Shakespeare, but I decided 
I'd rather do Mark Twain. My instructor 
approved and I've been with it ever 
since," he recalled. 


BAKER SAID IT was "tremendous 


work" to establish Twain's character. 


"Before my first performance, I spent 


two straight days in preparation, memo- 
rizing, determining how he should move 
and talk ... I normally don't smoke, but 
I smoked for 48 hours so that my voice 
would be hoarse and I would sound like a 
70-year-old man." 


Since his first appearance as Twain, 


Baker has appeared before many church 
and civic groups, as well as on educa- 
tional television in Indiana. 


He feels that Twain's manners and at- 


titude have become "more and more a 
part of me" as time has gone on. 


"I feel more 70 than 23 now when I 


give a performance. I guess that's part 
of growing with the character. If you're 
convincing, you'll give a convincing per- 
formance. And if you miss one thing, the 
audience will see it and you'll lose 
them." 


It takes the teacher nearly two hours 


to put on his make-up before every per- 
formance — cake make-up, bushy gray 
eyebrows, a wig of curling, wispy white 
hair, and a gray suit and vest are the 
ingredients that transform him from 
Mike Baker into Mark Twain. 


BAKER NOTED that Actor Hal Hoi- 


brook first started the Twain perform- 
ances, and has appeared as Twain on 
Broadway and nationwide television. 


"Holbrook started with Twain in the 


year I was born. I've never seen him in 
person, only on television. I would say 
my approach is different from Hoi- 
brook's," Baker said. 


"Holbrook sees Twain as a formal, 


neat person. I see him as somewhat of a 
scruff. Although Twain appeared in for- 
mal society, he was really a common 
person. His clothes weren't the best in 
the world." 


Baker confessed that he is usually ner- 


vous before a performance. 


"Generally the last five minutes before 


a performance are when I get nervous, 
wondering if it will go over. One minute 
after the performance starts, I can tell if 
the audience is with me and then I can 
relax and think about my golf game. I 
guess this is acting. The character is just 
there." 


"SOMETIMES IT'S not so easy to stay 


in character. I remember one time I 
dropped my cigar on my clothes. Now. I 
thought, should I be Mike Baker and 
jump back, or Mark Twain and brush the 
cigar casually aside? I brushed it aside. 
If I had reacted quickly, I would have 
lost my audience. 
' 


Baker memorizes all the material he 


presents in his performances. 


"I go over and over it until I can just 


say it. I change my material depending 
on the audience. Some of Twain's work is 
too adult for young audiences. I can usu- 
ally sense what an audience wants to 
hear. 


"I like Twain because of the era he 


wrote about — nice, easy going. Twain 
was formal, but down-to-earth too. He 
enjoyed life for what it was. We need 
more people like that today, especially in 
this urban society we're living in."

had more than 50 per cent of the regis- 
terd voters and land owners, in effect 
constitute a referendum," said Link. 
"The village board can call for a refer- 
endum in its own municipality. And if 
the village board denies the annexation 
request, there is a procedure whereby 
the residents in the municipality can pe- 
tition for a referendum." 


The petitions were filed with the court 


after an almost month-long campaign. 
Homeowners association leaders directed 
the petition drive in which about 4,500 
homes were visited. At the end of the 
drive, 3,600 persons had signed the peti- 
tion.

Ritzenthaler's 
Zoning Request 
Is Turned Down 


The Buffalo Grove Plan Commission 


Thursday night unanimously rejected a 
request by a bus company to build a 
parking and maintenance facility on land 
zoned for multiple-family dwellings. 


The Ritzenthaler Bus Co. had wanted 


five acres of land near Rte. 83 and the 
proposed extension of Lake Cook Road 
Tenoned to allow the firm to locate 
there. 


Acting Plan Commission Chairman 


Merrill Hoyt said the request was re- 
jected because "of a basic failure to 
comply with the special use provisions of 
the zoning code. They did not prove that 
a bus depot would not be detrimental to 
the area." Hoyt said. 


"WE DID INDICATE we would really 


like to have the bus depot where it be- 
longs." Hoyt said referring to a 60-acre 
tract of land zoned for industrial devel- 
opment north of Rte. 83 in Lake County. 


Hoyt said the attorney for the bus com- 


pany had checked into the industrial land 
but found out that the parcel would not 
be developed for about five years. 


Harvey Cohan, a local attorney repre- 


sented surrounding property owners op- 
posing the rezoning. He spoke for about 
15 minutes, detailing what he contended 
was the illegality of granting the zoning 
in an area that has been predominately 
designated as a multiple family and com- 
mercial area. 


The Buffalo Grove rezoning refusal 


was the second this year in rezoning at- 
tempts by the Ritzenthaler Bus Co. 


THE COMPANY had sought rezoning 


of a lot on the north end of Jackson 
Drive in Wheeling near Carl Sandburg 
School for a bus depot. That request 
was refused by the Wheeling village 
board because of the residential charac- 
ter of the neighborhood and traffic haz- 
ards that might result for children walk- 
ing to Sandburg and Tarkington Schools. 


The buses are currently being parked 


at the Chevy Chase Country Club on Mil- 
waukee Avenue north of Wheeling. 


Ritzenthaler provides bus service for 


school dist. 21 and 214 and offers private 
charter arrangements. 


Victorious EGA Party 
Expects To Stay Active 


The Buffalo Grove Alliance (BGA) 


Party whose ticket swept the village 
election Tuesday, will not disband now 
that the election is over, according to 
Jerry Sundt BGA president. 


"We will remain active as a political 


party." Sundt said. "I guess you'd say 
we are going to do some of the things 
tho. homeowners associations do, only it 
will be on a village-wide basis.

"I see homeowner's associations being 


fnr more limited in scope, given a situ- 
ation in which they feel they have to re- 
spond to.

interest in the homeowners' association 
wanes," he said. 


ACCORDING TO SCNDT. BGA repre- 


sentatives will be monitoring school and 
village board meetings and "take stands 
on the issues." 


"We put the word out to the candidates 


that w--; elected that we are going out 
after them too, from now on," Sundt 
said 


The BGA organized in June of last 


year, held an organizational meeting in 
September and voted on a slate of candi- 
dates in February. 


The BGA and the Strathmore Home- 


owner's Association (SHA) are related 
with many residents holding member- 
ships in both groups. Trustee-elect 
James Shirley is the current president of 
the SHA, and Village Clerk-elect Mrs. 
Verna Clayton is chairman of the group's 


schools commimttee. 


Throughout the election campaign, the 


BGA concentrated on a theme of bring- 
ing responsive government to the village 
and charging the village administration 
in office was not listening to individual 
citizens. 


The stronghold of BGA strength was in 


the Lake County portion of the village. In 
that precinct in the election voters voted 
256 straight BGA tickets. The large BGA 
vote in that precinct, coupled with a 
strong showing in the Cambridge subdi- 
vision precinct, enabled the BGA to elect 
all six members of its slate.

Nixon Cites Michael Blanchfield 
Posthumous Medal 
Of Honor Awarded 


President Nixon awarded the Medal of 


Honor yesterday to a Wheeling soldier 
who was killed protecting his fellow sol- 
diers and Vietnamese civilians. 


Michael R. Blanchfield was honored 


for an act of "extraordinary courage and 
gallantry" which ended in his death on 
July 3,1969, at the age of 19. 


Blanchfield's mother, Jeannette of 309 


Renee Terr., Wheeling, and his father, 
Robert Blanchfield of Des Plaines, were 
scheduled to receive the award at the 
White House honoring Blanchfield. 


At the ceremony Blanchfield's family 


learned for the first time the details of 
his death nearly two years ago. 


According to the award citation, 


Blanchfield, a specialist fourth class, 
was on a combat patrol in Binh Dinh 
province with other members of a unit of 
the 173rd Airborne when the incident oc- 
curred. 


WHILE SEARCHING a village for Viet 


Cong suspects, Blanchfield saw a man 
run from a house toward the forest. 
Blanchfield shouted at the man to halt 
and when he did not, opened fire. The 
man threw a grenade and the explosion 
wounded Blanchfield. 


Although wounded, Blanchfield chased 


the man. A second grenade was thrown, 
this time toward a group of soldiers and 
villagers. 


Blanchfield 
threw himself on the 


greanade. He was killed by the ex- 
plosion. His action, saved the lives of 
four other soldiers and a number of civil- 
ians. 


Before leaving for Washington, Mrs. 


Blanchfield told the Herald that she 
knew only that her son had been killed 
by grenade fragments. She said it was 
difficult to say how she felt about the 
award and her son's death. 


"How does a mother feel?" she said. 


"You feel so bad when it happens. With 
all that is going on about Vietnam, you 
feel it was just a loss. But now I know he 
died for someone else and that he'd be 
proud. I'm proud for Michael but I have 
mixed feelings about it because of his 
death." 


MICHAEL ATTENDED Wheeling High 


School but left before graduation to enlist 
in the army in 1967. He went to Vietnam 
early in 1969 and earned a Bronze Star 
before his death.

Wheeling Manor Restaurant, moved to 
Wheeling 11 years ago. She has four oth- 
er children, all of whom were to accom- 
pany her to Washington.

Mark Twain Has Become A Part Of His Life

Clad in a baggy gray suit and smoking 


a cigar, American author Mark Twain 
walked into Cooper Junior High in Buf- 
falo Grove Wednesday and gave some of 
his advice to youth. 


"Respect your superiors . . . if you 


have any. Obey your parents . . . if 
they're around," said the gravely-voiced 
humorist. 


Twain was really Mike Baker, 23, a 


speech and drama teacher at Paddock 
School in Palatine, who has been por- 
traying Twain for the last three or four 
years. 


"Twain has a lot to say, even though 


he wrote 100 years ago. He's both sarcas- 
tic and funny. He said what he felt," said 
Baker. 


The young teacher's interest in Twain 


started when he was a student at Indiana 


State University. 


"We were supposed to recite some Sha- 


kespeare in a class I was in. I have noth- 
ing against Shakespeare, but I decided 
I'd rather do Mark Twain. My instructor 
approved and I've been with it ever 
since," he recalled. 


BAKER SAID IT was "tremendous 


work" to establish Twain's character. 


"Before my first performance, I spent 


two straight days in preparation, memo- 
rizing, determining how he should move 
and talk ... I normally don't smoke, but 
I smoked for 48 hours so that my voice 
would be hoarse and I would sound like a 
70-year-old man." 


Since his first appearance as Twain, 


Baker has appeared before many church 
and civic groups, as well as on educa- 
tional television in Indiana. 


He feels that Twain's manners and at- 


titude have become "more and more a 
part of me" as time has gone on. 


"I feel more 70 than 23 now when I 


give a performance. I guess that's part 
of growing with the character. If you're 
convincing, you'll give a convincing per- 
formance. And if you miss one thing, the 
audience will see it and you'll lose 
them." 


It takes the teacher nearly two hours 


to put on his make-up before every per- 
formance — cake make-up, bushy gray 
eyebrows,- a wig of curling, wispy white 
hair, and a gray suit and vest are the 
ingredients that transform him from 
Mike Baker into Mark Twain. 


BAKER NOTED that Actor Hal Hoi- 


brook first started the Twain perform- 
ances, and has appeared as Twain on 
Broadway and nationwide television. 


"Holbrook started with Twain in the. 


year I was born. I've never seen him in 
person, only on television. I would say 
my approach is different from Hoi- 
brook's," Baker said. 


"Holbrook sees Twain as a formal. 


neat person. I see him as somewhat of a 
scruff. Although Twain appeared in for- 
mal society, he was really a common 
person. His clothes weren't the best in 
the world." 


Baker confessed that he is usually ner- 


vous before a performance. 


"Generally the last five minutes before 


a performance are when I get nervous, 
wondering if it will go over. One minute 
after the performance starts, I can tell if 
the audience is with me and then I can 
relax and think about my golf game. I 
guess this is acting. The character is just 
there." 


"SOMETIMES IT'S not so easy to stay 


in character. I remember one time I 
dropped my cigar on my clothes. Now. I 
thought, should I be Mike Baker and 
jump back, or Mark Twain and brush the 
cigar casually aside? I brushed it aside. 
If I had reacted quickly, I would have 
lost my audience. 
' 


Baker memorizes all the material he 


presents in his performances. 


"I go over and over it until I can just 


say it. I change my material depending 
on the audience. Some of Twain's work is 
too adult for young audiences. I can usu- 
ally sense what an audience wants to 
hear. 


"I like Twain because of the era he 


wrote about — nice, easy going. Twain 
was formal, but down-to-earth too. He 
enjoyed life for what it was. We need 
more people like that today, especially in 
this urban society we're living in."

Clad in a baggy gray suit and smoking 


a cigar, American author Mark Twain 
walked into Cooper Junior High in Buf- 
falo Grove Wednesday and gave some of 
his advice to youth. 


"Respect your superiors . . . if you 


have any. Obey your parents . . . if 
they're around," said the gravely-voiced 
humorist. 


Twain was really Mike Baker, 23, a 


speech and drama teacher at Paddock 
School in Palatine, who has been por- 
traying Twain for the last three or four 
years. 


"Twain has a lot to say, even though 


he wrote 100 years ago. He's both sarcas- 
tic and funny. He said what he felt," said 
Baker. 


The young teacher's interest in Twain 


started when he was a student at Indiana 
State University. 


"We were supposed to recite some Sha- 


kespeare in a class I was in. I have noth- 
ing against Shakespeare, but I decided 
I'd rather do Mark Twain. My instructor 
approved and I've been with it ever 
since," he recalled. 


BAKER SAID IT was "tremendous 


work" to establish Twain's character. 


"Before my first performance, I spent 


two straight days in preparation, memo- 
rizing, determining how he should move 
and talk . . . I normally don't smoke, but

I smoked for 48 hours so that my voice 
would be hoarse and I would sound like a 
70-year-old man." 


Since his first appearance as Twain, 


Baker has appeared before many church 
and civic groups, as well as on educa- 
tional television in Indiana. 


He feels that Twain's manners and at- 


titude have become "more and more a 
part of me" as time has gone on. 


"I feel more 70 than 23 now when I 


give a performance. I guess that's part 
of growing with the character. If you're 
convincing, you'll give a convincing per- 
formance. And if you miss one thing, the 
audience will see it and you'll lose 
them." 


It takes the teacher nearly two hours 


to put on his make-up before every per- 
formance — cake make-up, bushy gray 
eyebrows, a wig of curling, wispy white 
hair, and a gray suit and vest are the 
ingredients that transform him from 
Mike Baker into Mark Twain. 


BAKER NOTED that Actor Hal Hoi- 


brook first started the Twain perform- 
ances, and has appeared as Twain on 
Broadway and nationwide television. 


"Holbrook started with Twain in the 


year I was born. I've never seen him in 
person, only on television. I would say 
my approach is different from Hoi- 
brook's," Baker said. 


"Holbrook sees Twain as a formal, 


neat person. I see him as somewhat of a 
scruff. Although Twain appeared in for- 
mal society, he was really a common 
person. His clothes weren't the best in 
the world." 


Baker confessed that he is usually ner- 


vous before a performance. 


"Generally the last five minutes before 


a performance are when I get nervous, 
wondering if it will go over. One minute 
after the performance starts, I can tell if 
the audience is with me and then I can 
relax and think about my golf game. I 
guess this is acting. The character is just 
there." 


"SOMETIMES IT'S not so easy to stay 


in character. I remember one time I 
dropped my cigar on my clothes. Now, I 
thought, should I be Mike Baker and 
jump back, or Mark Twain and brush the 
cigar casually aside? I brushed it aside. 
If I had reacted quickly, I would have 
lost my audience. 
' 


Baker memorizes all the material he 


presents in his performances. 


"I go over and over it until I can just 


say it. I change my material depending 
on the audience. Some of Twain's work is 
too adult for young audiences. I can usu- 
ally sense what an audience wants to 
hear. 


"I like Twain because of the era he 


wrote about — nice, easy going. Twain 
was formal, but down-to-earth too. He 
enjoyed life for what it was. We need 
more people like that today, especially in 
this urban society we're living in." 


MARK TWAIN came alive Wednes- 
day at James Fenimore Cooper Ju- 
nior High in Buffalo Grove. Mike 


Baker, speech and drama teacher in 
Palatine, appeared as Twain and told 
many of the humorist's anecdotes.

City Ranks Right Behind 
Chicago In Sales Tax Paid 


Rolling Meadows ranks second only to 


Chicago among Illinois municipalities in 
.tales tax paid by manufacturers in 1969. 


According to the 1969 collection report 


Issued by the state department of reve- 
nue. Rolling Meadows manufacturers 
paid $2.729,019.47 in sales tax. City Treas- 
urer Robert Cole said the payment was 
actually larger as only between 4 and 4V< 
per cent of the total 5 per cent paid to 
the state by manufacturers is shown on 
the report. 


Rolling Meadows is far ahead of area 


municipalities in 1969 manufacturing 
sales with Elk Grove paying $785,372.07 
and Des Plaines $833,690.40, according to 
the department of revenue.

$29.802,91061; Rockford $1,667,117.61 and 
Peoria $1,834 112.31. 


ROLLING MEADOWS has only two 


small industrial areas and is an unlikely 
payment. City officials have speculated 
on the industry making the large pay- 
ment and have said Western Electric 
on Golf Road may be generating the 
sales. 


The Golf Road plant handles account- 


ing and engineering and employs 2,100. 
The Western Electric facility is called 
the Central Regional Headquarters. 


Cole said "the sales tax is paid where 


the sale is consumated." Whichever firm 
is responsible for the large payment is 
considered to make sales from the Roll- 
ing Meadows headquarters, according to 
Cole.

Thousands of young people might con- 


verge on Deer Grove Forest Preserve for 
a May rock fest, despite efforts by Cook 
County authorities to prevent it. 


A local booking agent and promotion 


group has sent out the word for a "May 
Fest" at the Grove through several un- 
derground publications and radio stations 
in recent weeks. 


The site for the gathering is the Circle 


Drive near the toboggan slide at Deer 
Grove, a wooded area consisting of about 
1,880 acres northwest of Dundee and 
Quentin roads. 


Mark Callos of Palatine said his agen- 


cy, Mark Six Enterprises, and the Sea 
Dog Enterprises from Elk Grove Village 
are promoting the fest. 


HE SAID the Deer Grove May Fest is 


planned for May 2, all day and will fea- 
ture "The Heavy Construction Com- 
pany," "Streamline" and "Rush," area 
rock groups. 


Callos said he expects at least 2,000 for 


the event and plans are already in the 
making for a second festival on May 15 
at Busse Woods in Elk Grove Township, 
depending on the success of the first 
event. 


But chances for that success are 


gloomy, according to officials in the per- 
mit division of the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District. 


Mary Callozzo, picnic permit clerk at 


that office, said Sea Dog Enterprises has 
applied and received a permit for a pic- 
nic gathering for about 500 people in the 
Circle Drive area of the Grove on May 2, 


but not to have a rock festival. 


SHE SAID rock festivals are not per- 


mitted in Deer Grove. 


However, Mrs. Callnzzo said her office 


will attempt to revoke the permit for 
May 2 on grounds of applying under false 
pretenses. A man identified as Gary 
Summers, of Elk Grove Village, applied 
for the permit but was not available for 
comment. 


She said, "The problem is not the num- 


ber of people — there is no minimum or 
maximum — but the type of event. We 
try to discourage rock festivals." 


She did not say why, however, or 


whether it is the forest preserve dis- 
trict's official policy to ban rock festivals 
from areas under its jurisdiction. 


ASKED IF there was any way a rock 


festival could be permitted, Mrs. Cal- 
lozzo said "Maybe if they had gone 
through the proper procedures it would 
be allowed.'' 


She added that any such event would 


not be sanctioned unless it was first 
properly policed and insurance arrange- 
ments were made in advance. Sea Dog 
Enterprises has done neither. 


Officials at the Northwest Division of 


the Cook County Forest Rangers, who 
patrol Deer Grove, said they had no 
knowledge of the planned rock festival. 


In the past, Deer Grove has been a 


sore spot for the Rangers who have been 
called, with the assistance cf county and 
local police, to quell disturbances with 
youthful gatherings at the Grove.

Clad in a baggy gray suit and smoking 


a cigar, American author Mark Twain 
walked into Cooper Junior High in Buf- 
falo Grove Wednesday and gave some of 
his advice to youth. 


"Respect your superiors . . . if you 


have any. Obey your parents . . . if 
they're around," said the gravely-voiced 
humorist. 


Twain was really Mike Baker, 23, a 


speech and drama teacher at Paddock 
School in Palatine, who has been por- 
traying Twain for the last three or four 
years. 


"Twain has a lot to say, even though 


he wrote 100 years ago. He's both sarcas- 
tic and funny. He said what he felt," said 
Baker 


The young teacher's interest in Twain 


started when he was a student at Indiana 
State University. 


"We were supposed to recite some Sha- 


kespeare in a class I was in. I have noth- 
ing against Shakespeare, but I decided 
I'd rather do Mark Twain. My instructor 
approved and I've been with it ever 
since," he recalled. 


BAKER SAID IT was "tremendous 


work" to establish Twain's character. 


"Before my first performance, I spent 


two straight days in preparation, memo- 
rizing, determining how he should move 
and talk 
. I normally don't smoke, but 


Police Await OK 
On CCPA Action 


"No is unacceptable to us," said John 


Flood, president of the Combined Coun- 
ties Police Association (CCPA) which 16 
of Rolling Meadows' 20 patrolmen voted 
to join a month ago. 


City council has not approved recogni- 


tion of the CCPA as the patrolmen's bar- 
gaining agent, but Flood said further ac- 
tion will be taken to get approval by the 
council. He did not say what the action 
would be. 


According to reports, the patrolmen

Thus far a private meeting with city

Arthur Loevy, CCPA attor- 
ney, appeared at the last city council 
meeting to ask approval of his organiza- 
tion. He said a majority of the aldermen 
did not favor recognition of the bargain- 
ing agency 


Flood said Thursday, he felt "Rolling 


Meadows is taking, the improper ap- 
proach" and was "confident the alder- 
men would recognize the association in 
the long run " 


I smoked for 48 hours so that my voice 
would be hoarse and I would sound like a 
70-year-old man." 


Since his first appearance as Twain, 


Baker has appeared before many church 
and civic groups, as well as on educa- 
tional television in Indiana. 


He feels that Twain's manners and at- 


titude have become "more and more a 
part of me" as time has gone on. 


"I feel more 70 than 23 now when I 


give a performance. I guess that's part 
of growing with the character. If you're 
convincing, you'll give a convincing per- 
formance. And if you miss one thing, the 
audience will see it and you'll lose 
them." 


It takes the teacher nearly two hours 


to put on his make-up before every per- 
formance — cake make-up, bushy gray 
eyebrows, a wig of curling, wispy white 
hair, and a gray suit and vest are the 
ingredients that transform him from 
Mike Baker into Mark Twain. 


BAKER NOTED that Actor Hal Hoi- 


brook first started the Twain perform- 
ances, and has appeared as Twain on 
Broadway and nationwide television. 


"Holbrook started with Twain in the 


year I was born. I've never seen him in 
person, only on television. I would say 
my approach is different from Hoi- 
brook's," Baker said. 


"Holbrook sees Twain as a formal, 


neat person. I see him as somewhat of a 
scruff Although Twain appeared in for- 
mal society, he was really a common 
person. His clothes weren't the best in 
the world " 


Baker confessed that he is usually ner- 


vous before a performance. 


"Generally the last five minutes before 


a performance are when I get nervous, 
wondering if it will go over. One minute 
after the performance starts, I can tell if 
the audience is with me and then I can 
relax and think about my golf game. I 
guess this is acting. The character is just 
there " 


"SOMETIMES IT'S not so easy to stay 


in character. I remember one time I 
dropped my cigar on my clothes. Now, I 
thought, should I be Mike Baker and 
jump back, or Mark Twain and brush the 
cigar casually aside' I brushed it aside. 
If I had reacted quickly, I would have 
lost my audience. 
' 


Baker memorizes all the material he 


presents in his performances. 


"I go over and over it until I can just 


say it I change my material depending 
on the audience. Some of Twain's work is 
too adult for young audiences I can usu- 
ally sense what an audience wants to 
hear 


"I like TV am because of the era he 


wrote about — nice, easy going. Twain 
was formal, but down-to-earth too. He 
enjoyed life for what it was We need 
more people like that today, especially in 
this urban society we're living in " 


MARK TWAIN came alive Wednes,, 
day at James Fenimore Cooper Ju- 
nior High in Buffalo Grove. Mike 


Baker, speech and drama teacher in 
Palatine, appeared as Twain and told 
many of the humorist's anecdotes.

However, the total number of ballots 


cast was only 455, causing school offi- 
cials to attribute the defeat to voter apa- 
thy. 


Shortly after the defeat, another refer- 


endum was scheduled, and a citizens' 
committee supporting passage of the ref- 
erendum was formed. Headed by Lloyd 
Demel of Prospect Heights, it organized 
a multi-faceted publicity campaign that 
will not end until the polls close to- 
morrow. 


Flyers were mailed out by the com- 


m i 11 e e . Committee members made 
speakers on the referendum available to 
various civic groups. Tonight a telephone 
campaign urging people to vote is sched- 
uled. And tomorrow, committee mem- 
bers will sirpply rides to the polls for ri- 
ders who need them. 


"I will be extremely disappointed if we 


don't have 1,000 voters," Demel said yes- 
terday. "If people are really interested 
in their community and willing to partici- 
pate, as we can through voting, then it 
should be manifested by a turnout of 
something approaching 1,000." 


As to the result of the election, Demel 


said, "If the people really have taken the 
time to learn all the facts, I can see no 
alternative to their passing it." 


Because of tomorrow's referendum, 


the Wheeling Township office will be 
open from 9 a.m. until noon to register 
new voters. The town hall is located at 
1818 E. Northwest Hwy. in Arlington 
Heights.

Library Dist. 
Sells Bonds 
For Building 


Trustees of the Prospect Heights Li- 


brary District have sold $400,000 in bonds 
to finance a new library and site. 


The bonds were sold to the First Na- 


tional Bank of Mount Prospect approxi- 
mately one month after residents ap- 
proved the bond sale in a referendum. 


The trustees have also purchased three 


acres on Elm Street, which together with 
site development, will cost the district 
$150,000. 


At a meeting Wednesday, the trustees 


reviewed blueprints for the $250,000 li- 
brary, prepared by the architectural 
firm of Wendt, Cedarholm and Tippens, 
Inc. Mrs. Robert Lusk, president of the 
library board, said she hopes the final 
plans for the new facility will be com- 
pleted by the board's May 19 meeting. 


"WE MAY BE ready to break ground 


by the middle of June," added Mrs. 
Lusk. She said the architect estimated 
the construction would take 10 to 12 
months. As soon as the final plans are 
completed, the trustees will take bids 
from construction contractors. 


According to architect Charles Cedar- 


holm, the new library will total 10,000 
square feet and will have space for 44.000 
books. The present library is housed in 
an 840 square foot building in the Old 
Town Shopping Center on Elmhurst 
Road. 


Plans for the new library call for sepa- 


rate reading sections for adults and chil- 
dren, a meeting room and administrative 
offices. The office area will include a li- 
brarian's office, a workroom and a con- 
ference room. The meeting room will 
seat 60 people.

Jail: A Deterrent For Drunk Drivers 


Last Christmas Chicago Traffic Court 


judges had some special presents ready 
for motorists convicted of drunken driv- 
ing — seven-day jail sentences. 


Sich or poor, white or black, male or 


female, drunken drivers who were con- 
victed spent seven days in jail, with only 
a few exceptions. 


They could serve their time in a single 


seven-day stretch, on weekends, or on 
their days off — but they all served their 
time. 


In receiving the sentences, they be- 


came participants, albeit reluctant ones, 
in an experimental new program in- 
stituted at the recommendation of Ray- 
mond K. Berg, supervising judge of the 
Chicago Traffic Court. 


The program, tried for the first time 


last Christmas, has been both lauded and 


lambasted. But after it was over, those 
connected with it thought it was success- 
ful enough to keep it in effect for anoth- 
er three months. 


THAT THREE-MONTH period ended 


March 31, and traffic court officials are 
now assessing the results. 


One of those involved in the program, 


Judge Richard Samuels of the Chicago 
Traffic Court outlined the plan and the 
reasoning behind it to members of the 
Mount Prospect Chamber of Commerce 
at its meeting Wednesday. 


Samuels, a traffic court judge for the 


last three years, has worked closely with 
Berg on the plan and is himself one of its 
leading advocates. 
. Samuels wasted no time in showing 
how serious the drinking driver problem 
is: "There were 56,000 auto fatalities last 


year." Of these, he said "28,000 involved 
alcohol." 


"And let's fact it — we're apathetic 


about it, we even joke about it. Never- 
theless, we ourselves are killing our- 
selves." 


Not everyone was joking about it. how- 


ever. 
A four-month-long 
psychiatric 


study of drinking drivers — "both live 
and dead ones" — was made in the Chi- 
cago area last year. 


THE STUDY, Samuels said, raised 


more than a few eyebrows among those 
who thought the alcoholic driver, the one 
who drinks compulsively and uncon- 
trollably, was causing most of the acci- 
dents. 


"Not more than 20 per cent of the driv- 


ers convicted of drunken driving were al- 
coholic. Eighty per cent of the problem 


was attributable to social drinkers," said 
Samuels. 


He said the findings "caused quite a 


stir," admitting that "we were surprised 
too." 


Nevertheless the statistics w e r e 


there, and "based on the findings that we 
have more of a ocial drinker driver 
problem than an alcoholic driver prob- 
lem, we instituted the seven-days-in-jail 
plan. Under the plan, anyone committing 
the offense and found guilty during the 
holiday period would do seven days in 
jail." 


IT WAS THAT SIMPLE. And, accord- 


ing to Samuels, it was effective. During 
the 1963 Christmas season there had been 
24 auto accident fatalities. In 1966 there

Voters in River Trails School Dist. 26, 


currently having the lowest educational 
fund tax rate among the Northwest sub- 
urban school districts will go to the polls 
tomorrow to vote on two issues. 


The rate of $1.40 per $100 assessed 


valuation has been in effect for more 
than a decade, having been approved by 
voters in 1959. 


But, in the last few years the deficit in 


the district's education fund (the largest 
of several funds for which the district 
taxes) has been growing. School officials 
report that last year's deficit stood at 
about $170,000. This year, they predict it 
will climb to about $350,000. And, accord- 
ing to school officials, without more 
taxes, the trend will continue. 


Two referendum proposals result: the 


first calling for a 20-cent hike in the edu- 
cation fund tax hike, and a second call- 
ing for a bond issue to pay for a junior 
high school addition. 


ACCORDING TO SCHOOL 
officials, 


the district has been able to operate on a 
1959 
tax rate because of increases 


through the years of assessed value of 
the district. This, coupled to increased 
state aid, has allowed the district to keep 
its tax rate at $1.40. 


Now, 
however, they say higher teach- 


ers' salaries and operating costs have 
forced the district into its present deficit. 


Budget cuts got under way in March 


with the elimination of one band teacher 
and one part-time kindergarten teacher. 


Currently, about 660 students attend 


River Trails Junior High School, a facil- 
ity that according to Asst. Supt. James 
Retzlaff, was built to accommodate 600. 


"We look at the kids in the fifth and 


sixth grades now and can see increases 
coming up. We are anticipating about 680 
to 700 students at the junior high school 
i ext fall," Retzlaff said. 


AN ADDITION, WHICH would be built 


if the bond issue is approved, would al- 
low the school to accommodate between 
900 and 1,000 students, according to 
school officials. 


Retzlaff said that because the school is 


overcrowded now, "there is no flexibil- 
ity, and so it limits programs." He said 
the gymnasium, for instance, is used 
throughout the day. The band uses the 
gym stage to practice, while on the other 
side of the stage curtain, physical educa- 
tion classes are going on. Meanwhile, the 
cafeteria is used for music classes be- 
cause no other room is available. 


Retzlaff said the addition would in- 


clude four academic classrooms and a 
specially equipped art room. "For all 
practical purposes we have cut out 
eighth grade art because of lack of 
room," Retzlaff said. 


Other parts of the addition include two 


classrooms for special education, a new

The 
second is for a $525,000 bond issue 
to finance an addition to the River 
Trails Junior High School. 


Tomorrow's proposals are the 


same ones that were submitted — 
and defeated by the narrowest of 
margins — in a referendum in Feb- 
ruary. 


If anything, the need to approve 


the two proposals has only in- 
creased with time. The tax hike is 
necessary to stop a growing budget 
deficit that promises to do nothing 
but get still larger. 


Since the last referendum the 


d i s t r i c t ' s financial future has 
grown even more bleak. The late 
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property tax bills this year means 
later tax payments to the district. 
The result is extra borrowing and 
extra interest payments until the 
taxes arrive. 


Second, corporate personal prop- 


erty tax collections have been de- 
clared unconstitutional, thus reduc- 
ing the amount of property which 
the district can tax. 


As to the junior high school addi- 


tion, it is needed to match the dis- 
trict's growing junior high school 
enrollment. Already the school is 
overcrowded. 


The 20-cent tax hike and the ap- 


proximately six-cent tax hike re- 
sulting from the bond issue will 
cost a homeowner about $26 more 
a year if his home is assessed at 
$10,000.

Seven~Days-In-Jail Plan For Drunk Drivers Effective 


Last Christmas Chicago Traffic Court 


judges had some special presents ready 
for motorists convicted of drunken driv- 
ing — seven-day jail sentences. 


Rich or poor, white or black, male or 


female, drunken drivers who were con- 
victed spent seven days in jail, with only 
a few exceptions. 


They could serve their time in a single 


seven-day stretch, on weekends, or on 
their days off — but they all served their 
time. 


In receiving the sentences, they be- 


came participants, albeit reluctant ones, 
in an experimental new program in- 
stituted at the recommendation of Ray- 


mond K. Berg, supervising judge of the 
Chicago Traffic Court. 


The program, tried for the first time 


last Christmas, has been both lauded and 
lambasted. But after it was over, those 
connected with it thought it was success- 
ful enough to keep it in effect for anoth- 
er three months. 


THAT THREE-MONTH period ended 


March 31, and traffic court officials are 
now assessing the results. 


One of those involved in the program, 


Judge Richard Samuels of the Chicago 
Traffic Court outlined the plan and the 
reasoning behind it to members of the 
Mount Prospect Chamber of Commerce 


at its meeting Wednesday. 


Samuels, a traffic court judge for the 


last three years, has worked closely with 
Berg on the plan and is himself one ot its 
leading advocates. 


Samuels wasted no time in showing 


how serious the drinking driver problem 
is: "There were 56,000 auto fatalities last 
year." Of these, he said "28,000 involved 
alcohol." 


"And let's fact it — we're apathetic 


about it, we even joke about it. Never- 
theless, we ourselves are killing our- 
selves." 


Not everyone was joking about it, how- 


ever. A four-month-long 
psychiatric 


study of drinking drivers — "both live 
and dead ones" — was made in the Chi- 
cago area last year. 


THE STUDY, Samuels said, raised 


more than a few eyebrows among those 
who thought the alcoholic driver, the one 
who drinks compulsively and uncon- 
trollably, was causing most of the acci- 
dents. 


"Not more than 20 per cent of the driv- 


ers convicted of drunken driving were al- 
coholic. Eighty per cent of the problem 
was attributable to social drinkers," said 
Samuels. 


He said the findings "caused quite a 


stir," admitting that "we were surprised 
too." 


Nevertheless 
the statistics w e r e 


there, and "based on the findings that we 
have more of a ocial drinker driver 
problem than an alcoholic driver prob- 
lem, we instituted the seven-days-in-jail 
plan. Under the plan, anyone committing 
the offense and found guilty during the 
holiday period would do seven days in 
jail." 


IT WAS THAT SIMPLE. And, accord- 


ing to Samuels, it was effective. During 
the 1963 Christmas season there had been 
24 auto accident fatalities. In 1966 there

Park Readies 
Pool For 
June Opening 


River Trails Park District commission- 


ers are readying the district's swimming 
pool at Euclid Avenue and Sycamore 
Lane for an opening date sometime in 
June. 


This is the first year the pool will be 


open for the entire summer swimming 
season. Built last year at a cost of sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars, it was not 
completed until August. Park officials 
were able to open the pool for a short 
time at the end of last summer, however. 


Marvin Weiss, park district recreation 


director, said the pool's opening this year 
would be timed to coincide with the close 
of schools. "Right now we're putting the 
finishing touches on the things they 
didn't do last year." he said. Grading 
and seeding as well as some painting is 
underway. 


Weiss said that contractors are now 


working to repair a leak, caused by a 
cracked pipe at the bottom of the pool. 
He said there was "no possibility" this 
would hold up the pool's opening date. 


RECENTLY THE park district ap- 


proved a fee schedule for pool usage next 
summer both by residents and nonresi- 
dents of the park district. 


For residents, season tokens will cost 


$10 for each child up to eighth grade. 
The cost is $12 for a single adult. Family 
prices range from $20 for a family of two 
to $25 for a family of seven or more. 


For nonresident children in the eighth 


grade or below, the fee is $15; for single 
adults, it is $18; and for nonresident fam- 
ilies the prices range from $30 to $40. 
Park commissioners pointed out, how- 
ever that nonresident prices were subject 
to change. 


Daily resident rates are $1 for adults 


and 75 cents for children. Weekends and 
holidays the rates are increased to $1.50 
for adults. 


Again this year swimming lessons and 


hvesaving classes will be held. Swim- 
ming lessons for "children who have 
completed the first grade and up" will 
cost $4 per session. There will be two 
four-week sessions. Classes will be held 
three days a week. 


Classes in diving and water ballet will 


also be offered at the pool. Adult swim- 
ming lessons are also planned.

Voters in River Trails School Dist. 26, 


currently having the lowest educational 
fund tax rate among the Northwest sub- 
urban school districts will go to the polls 
tomorrow to vote on two issues. 


The rate of $1.40 per $100 assessed 


valuation has been in effect for more 
than a decade, having been approved by 
voters in 1959. 


But, in the last few years the deficit in 


the district's education fund (the largest 
of several funds for which the district 
taxes) has been growing. School officials 
report that last year's deficit stood at 
about $170,000. This year, they predict it 
will climb to about $350,000. And, accord- 
ing to school officials, without more 
taxes, the trend will continue. 


Two referendum proposals result: the 


first calling for a 20-cent hike in the edu- 
cation fund tax hike, and a second call- 
ing for a bond issue to pay for a junior 
high school addition. 


ACCORDING TO SCHOOL officials, 


the district has been able to operate on a 
1959 tax rate because of increases 
through the years of assessed value of 
the district. This, coupled to increased 
state aid, has allowed the district to keep 
its tax rate at $1.40. 


Now, however, they say higher teach- 


ers' salaries and operating costs have 
forced the district into its present deficit. 


Budget cuts got under way in March 


with the elimination of one band teacher 
and one part-time kindergarten teacher. 


Currently, about 660 students attend 


River Trails Junior High School, a facil- 
ity that according to Asst. Supt. James 
Retzlaff, was built to accommodate 600. 


"We look at the kids in the fifth and 


sixth grades now and can see inci eases 
coming up. We are anticipating about 680 
to 700 students at the junior high school 
next fall," Retzlaff said. 


AN ADDITION, WHICH would be built 


if the bond issue is approved, would al- 
low the school to accommodate between 
900 and 1,000 students, 
according 
to 


school officials. 


Retzlaff said that because the school is 


overcrowded now, "there is no flexibil- 
ity, and so it limits programs." He said 
the gymnasium, for instance, is used 
throughout the day. The band uses the 
gym stage to practice, while on the other 
side of the stage curtain, physical educa- 
tion classes are going on. Meanwhile, the 
cafeteria is used for music classes be- 
cause rwother room is available. 


Retzlaff said the addition would in- 


clude four academic classrooms and a 
specially equipped art room. "For all 
practical purposes we have cut out 
eighth grade art because of lack of 
room," Retzlaif said. 


Other parts of the addition include two 


classrooms for special education, a new

The first part calls for raising 


the district's education fund tax 
rate 20 cents, from $1.40 per $100 
assessed valuation to $1.60. The 
second is for a $525,000 bond issue 
to finance an addition to the River 
Trails Junior High School. 


Tomorrow's proposals are the 


same ones that were submitted — 
and defeated by the narrowest of 
margins — in a referendum in Feb- 
ruary. 


If anything, the need to approve 


the two proposals has only in- 
creased with time. The tax hike is 
necessary to stop a growing budget 
deficit that promises to do nothing 
but get still larger. 


Since the last referendum the 


d i s t r i c t ' s financial future has 
grown even more bleak. The late 


property tax bills this year means 
later tax payments to the district. 


, The result is extra borrowing and 
extra interest payments until the 
taxes arrive. 


Second, corporate personal prop- 


erty tax collections have been de- 
clared unconstitutional, thus reduc- 
ing the amount of property which 
the district can tax. 


As to the junior high school addi- 


tion, it is needed to match the dis- 
trict's growing junior high school 
enrollment. Already the school is 
overcrowded. 


The 20-cent tax hike and the ap- 


proximately six-cent tax hike re- 
sulting from the bond issue will 
cost a homeowner about $26 more 
a year if his home is assessed at 
$10,000. 


The money is needed; we urge 


you to vote "yes."

Though they were the only bike riders to 


appear at the park, Mrs. Conroy and her daughter pro- 


ceeded with their own observance of Earth Week by 


demonstrating how bikes cut down on pollution from 


Pressure Group Must Not Decide Music Case 


During 
the past 
month, 
the 


Board of Education of Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25 has faced some of 
the most difficult and painful deci- 
sions on budget cuts encountered 
by any school district in recent 
memory. 


In dealing 
with the 
financial 


problems which resulted from the 
referendum defeat in March and 
an unanticipated drop in state aid, 
the board decided to eliminate 
more than 60 positions from the 
district, 


Then, struck by what one board 


member called "the final disaster" 
in the form of the Circuit Court rul- 
ing eliminating corporate personal 
property tax. the board added the 


entire instrumental music program 
to the list of cuts. 


Since then, the boan1 has been 


presented with a proposal drawn 
up by a group of concerned parents 
and a private, non-profit music as- 
sociation which would continue the 
p r o g r a m withn, the schools 
through donations. 


The Herald believes the board 


should refuse to be a party to this 
arrangement. 


In taking this stand, we are not 


saying that instrumental music is a 
"frill" which can be eliminated 
from the district without harming 
the quality of education. 


However, we believe that under 


present circumstances any private 


restoration of the program should 
be done entirely outside the school 
district, perhaps in a private music 
school run by the parent group. 


For the board to do otherwise 


would be to set a potentially dan- 
gerous precedent. The board is, af- 
ter all, ultimately charged by the 
voters with provi' ng the best pos- 
sible education for the children of 
the district with the funds made 
available through taxes. 


In making the present series of 


budget cuts, the board has made 
the decisions on how to best pre- 
serve the quality of the schools 
within the limits of money avail- 
able after the referendum defeat 
and other income losses. 


The board is now faced with 


pressure from well-meaning and 
well-organized parents who have a 
specific interest in one program 
cut. It should not establish the 
precedent of making educational 
decisions on the basis of which pro- 
grams can attract the most vocal 
supporters. 


If the board is to allow donations 


to be collected for the schools, it 
should reserve to itself the author- 
ity to decide for which vital pro- 
gram the money should be used. 


These decisions must be made on 


the basis of the best use for what- 
ever funds are available. Perhaps 
the board would decide that a 
small amount of money could best 


be used to hire two classroom 
teachers rather than to run a ske- 
letal instrumental music program. 


If the board allows money to be 


donated with "strings attached," 
however, it must allow anyone with 
a special interest in any program 
to do the same thing. This could 
lead to decisions on educational pri- 
orities being made by special inte- 
rest groups with axes to grind, 
rather than by the board. 


If that happens, the board will 


have abdicated its decision-making 
responsibility — a responsibility 
that it must exercise for the benefit 
of all parents and all children in 
the school district.

scene movies being shown at the 53 Out- 
door Theatre north of Palatine, said she 
and her group of supporters are organ- 
izing a campaign to back Mohr's bill. 


The current goal of the citizens is to 


get as many signatures as possible op- 
posing ihe movies. Mrs. Haines has al- 
ready more than 2.000 signatures on her 
petition against the 53 Outdoor's movies, 
but said her group needs "many, many 
more." 


SHE ADDED that the group would like

The results of the April 6 general elec- 


tion in Arlington Heights became official 
Monday night when the village Board of 
Trustees approved the vote canvass pre- 
sented by Village Clerk Betty Revard. 


The official figures show Alice Harms 


to be the winner of the two-year term 
with 5,346 votes to 4,266 votes for her op- 
ponent John Collins. 


The three 4-year terms were won by 


Theodore Salinsky, Ralph Clarbour and 
incumbent James T. Ryan with 5,211, 
5,040 and 4,903 votes, respectively. De- 
feated were incumbent Charles 0. Ben- 
nett, 4,479; Eugene Griffin, 4,635; and 
Kenneth Banet, 4,500. Variations from 
the unofficial tallies recorded election 
night ranged from one vote for Collins to 
50 for Mrs. Harms. 


The trustees will be sworn into office 


and take their seats at the next regular 
meeting of the board, May 3.

votes for the four-year terms. Among 
those names written on the ballots were 
Angela Davis and the Rev. Jesse Jack- 
son. 
Both received one vote from Pre- 


cinct 89. Other names written in included 
Albert W. Meyer, Hugh C. Kibbie, Clar- 
ence I. Davis, Carl Ewart and Walter 
Kudolph. 


The official tally shows Roland Ley, 


Hubert Melroy. Lawrence E. Dickerson 
and Charles V. R. Edward the winners in 
the library board election. Ley was elect- 
ed to the two-year term with 8,083 votes; 
Melroy to the four-year term with 5,213 
votes, and Dickerson and Edward to the 
six-year posts with 5,365 and 5,645 votes, 
respectively.

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City Eyes River 
Pollution Action 


by BOB CASEY 


The City of Des Plaines may be on the 


verge of taking some action to combat 
pollution in the Des Plaines River. 


According to Aid. Robert Michaels 


(8th >. the city council's air and water 
pollution committee will hold a meeting 
in the coming weeks to consider a com- 
prehensive water pollution ordinance 
aimed in part at eliminating sewage dis- 
charges into the river. 


Michaels, pollution committee chair- 


man, yesterday told the Herald that he 
hope;) his committee can also act as a 
"clraringhou.se" to coordinate local ef- 
forts it clepning up the river and help 
generate interest in fighting water pollu- 
tion. 


Michaels said the committee will con- 


sider a pollution ordinance that would set 
standards for discharges into the river 
and impose stiff penalties on violators. 


The ordinance should also seek to regu- 


Inte discharges into the sanitary sewer 
system, he said, and provide for some 
method to monitor the sewage output of 
local industrial plants. 


Tlltf CITY SHOULD also make a study 


of the pollution problems of other sub- 
urbs along the river and find out what 
those communities have been able to do 
to combat river pollution, Michaels said. 


"One thing we could do would be to 


pass a comprehensive water pollution or- 
dinance and to impose severe penalties 
on polluters and insist on strict water 
pollution enforcement in Des Plaines," 
he said. The city presently has no water 
pollution law. 


Michaels said he will urge all local or- 


ganization* concerned with the Des 
Plaines River, including the Izaak Wal- 
ton League, the League of Women Vot- 


. ers. the Cook County Clean Streams 


Committee, and other groups to attend 
the committee meeting. 


He said he expects to announce a date 


for the meeting in the near future. 


Michaels said his decision to call the 


meeting was prompted in part by dis- 
cussions with a local resident who is one 
of a group that plans to petition '.lie city 
council to call for more affirmative ac- 
tion to clean up the river. 


THE RESIDENT, David Bachmann, of 


2337 Magnolia St., yesterday told the 
Herald that the city should take the lead 


in efforts to halt pollution of the Des 
Plaines River. 


"The river's in pretty crummy shape," 


said Bachmann. "If you think that of all 
the towns along the Des Plaines River 
there's only one town named Des 
Plaines, we might as well start it and 
see what we can do to get the river 
cleaned up. 


"We can at least show the rest of the 


people along the river that Des Plaines 
is concerned about it and who knows, 
maybe we'll be able to get the river 
cleaned up," he said. 


Bachmann said he and three friends 


have been trying to find out which gov- 
ernment agencies have jurisdiction over 
the river and the power to end pollution. 


So far they have not had much luck, 


he said, but "undoubtedly, there has to 
be some kind of law against polluting 
the river." 


ELMER JOHNSON of the Des Plaines 


Izaak Walton League, who in the past 
has urged the city to take some action to 
clean up the river, yesterday said he 
supports a city water pollution ordi- 
nance. 


Johnson also called on the city to en- 


force a regulation banning the connection 
of gutters and downspouts to sanitary 
sewers. During rainstorms, he said, run- 
offs from the gutters and downspouts 
back up sanitary sewers, help flood base- 
ments and eventually help overflow com- 
bined sewers, causing them to dump raw 
sewage into the river. 


Johnson told the Herald that the city 


has done nothing so far to fight water 
pollution and also takes no interest in 
preventing the dumping of refuse, such 
as grass clippings or household discards, 
into the rivers. 


Johnson, who is also a member of the 


Cook County Clean Streams Committee, 
said the city should also pass ordinances 
banning high-phosphate detergents and 
dangerous pesticides such as DDT. 


"Some of these boys here in town are 


afraid to step on anybody's toes," he 
said. 


"The first thing you hear is that it's 


going to cost a lot of money (to end wa- 
ter pollution)," said Johnson. "Well, any- 
thing 1 know that's desirable costs mon- 
ey."

Oakton Future 
Centers On Vote

A News Analysis 


Raymond Hartstein will know in two 


weeks if he will remain chairman of the 
Oakton Community College board. 


And some questions about Oakton's fu- 


ture will be answered then, too. 


Will the wounds caused by the April 


10th school board election be healed? 
Will the factionalism on the Oakton 
board become further embittered? And, 
how much will the philosophy of Oakton 
change? 


The Oakton board split Tuesday night 


in trying to decide whether Hartsteiu 
should be re-elected. Board members fi- 
nally decided to meet May 4 when full 
board member attendance could break 
the 3-3 vote deadlock. 


THE IMPENDING vote, the notable 


ending of the first Oakton board term 
and the unique development of Oakton 
all focus attention on Hartstein and his 
record. 


Hartstein, of Skokie, brought unusual 


abilities and wide experience to Oakton's 
founding board, both as a businessman 
and as an educator. 


He is director of industrial relations- 


personnel for a giant national corpo- 
ration. 


He has taught at Cornell, Michigan 


State University, and Purdue. 


He created the executive program of 


the Graduate School of Business at the 
University of Chicago, and engineering 
schools for the Air Force Technical 
Training Command. 


And he has served for two years as top 


official at the founding and creating of 
Oakton, the first junior college in an 
area of one-quarter million people. 


HIS STRONG points as chairman have 


been his hard work, his skill as a moder- 
ating force, his ability to get things done, 
his sincere desire to serve community 
needs, his dedication to open debate and 
free exchange of opinion and his stress 
on the positive and constructive. 


His weak points are his over-opti- 


mism, what he has t e r m e d 
his 


"political naiveness," his unwillingness 
to see a growth of factionalism on the 
board and the possibiity that he may 
have been leading the community farther 
than it was ready or prepared to go. 


In word and deed, Hartstein has dedi- 


cated himself to serving the entire com- 
munity, and making Oakton the place to 
unite both Maine and Niles Townships. If 
nothing else, the election with its empha- 


sis on township differences, may have 
proven he has misjudged the difficulty of 
this goal. 


HIS DEDICATION to eduation has fo- 


cused his attention away from the politi- 
cal aspects of Oakton. He said he was 
"shocked" when he heard that a board 
member had tried to make "a deal" to 
swing the Oakton board election. 


His desire to serve the community as a 


whole has misled him to deemphasize the 
importance of a growing factionalism on 
the board. His statements on the large 
number of unanimous board votes on 
major decisions cannot hide the philo- 
sophical differences of Oakton's board. 
Almost from the beginning Oakton's 
board has reflected two views. 


These views can't be characterized as 


liberal or conservative. The split is pro- 
administration and anti-administration: 
pro-trust of students vs. less optimistic 
trust of students; pro-speed vs. pro- 
deliberation, and pro-innovation vs. pro- 
traditional approach. 


During the two years of the first board, 


the Hartstein-pro-administration, trust of 
students, innovation group had the ma- 
jority with Hartstein, Paul Gilson, LeRoy 
Wauck and Mrs. Doris Sopkin. 


THE ANTI-ADMINISTRATION, less 


optimistic trust of student, pro-deliber- 
ation and traditionalist group contained 
Griff MacDonald, Meyer Kamin and Mil- 
ton Falkoff. 


At no time was the split deep and at no 


time could the board or board members 
ever be considered radical. On most is- 
sues, all voted their convictions, which 
really aren't too far apart philosophic- 
ally. 


But the election has changed the Oak- 


ton political situation and this will be fur- 
ther affected by Hartstein's loss or re- 
election. 


In the election Mrs. Spokin lost her seat 


to Stephen Loska of Des Plaines. Loska, 
from his campaign declarations, could 
only be aligned with the MacDonald 
group, which now has a majority. This 
will have to be reflected in a philosphical 
shifts. 


THE ELECTION also stirred up con- 


siderable animosity between the town- 
ships. Differences between the town- 
ships were stressed, and the result of 
some of the irrational dislike of Niles 
township residents in the campaign will 
become evident soon when Oakton tries

Adolescence Problems Are Discussed 


Problems of adolescence do noi begin 


when a young person enters that stage, 
ChirHKo psychiatrist Dr. Ida Gradoiph 
tok) members and guests of the Maine 
Township Mrnln! Health Association at 
the group's recent annual dinner meet- 
ing 


The way a ymmiprter is treated as an 


infant and ynune child determines how 
he is affected in adolescence, the guest 
sppakrr said 


"A child who is not loved, savored and 


apprrciaU-d for his uniqueness cannot 
have the self-esteem he needs to go 


through the storm of adolescence." 


Or, Gradoiph said infants idealize their 


parents and must not become dis- 
illusioned too suddenly or too early. She 
said paranoid thinking could result from 
trauma experienced before word skills 
and self-expression are developed. 


AMONG SOCIETAL factors producing 


general disillusionment among youth she 
listed the disappearance of the extended 
family, instant reality brought by tele- 
vision, sexual revolution, population ex- 
plosion and increasing affluence, togeth- 
er with racial polarization. 


Dr. Gradoiph attributed the rise in 


drug abuse and sexual promiscuity to the 
lack of ideals. 


Those who feel their ideals will not 


take them through an ordeal such as 
adolescence settle for immediate grat- 
ification, she said. This solution becomes 
empty because the stimulation is an ex- 
ternal agent. 


There is no self development, she said, 


so when the external stimulus is gone, 
there is nothing. 


Dr. Gradolph's speech concluded the 


association's second annual dinner meet- 
ing, attended by some 150 area residents, 
including Des Plaines Mayor Herbert 
Behrel, Aid.

Evelyn Schmidt has come a long way

Mrs Schmidt is head librarian at the

She has been head librarian in this 


town of almost 23,(XX) since 1960 but viv- 
idly recalls her first job in a North- 
eastern Iowa town of 2.000.

"I'M LEARNING there is another way 


of life." she quipped, as she talked about 
life on crutches. 


•'It's time to rake the lawn and plant 


the flowers and I can't." she said, adding 
that her husband had to dig up the rose 
bushes and take them to her daughter 
because she couldn't care for them. 


Her 
voice showed frustration 
and 


laughter as she said. "I can't scrub the 
floors or clean the cupboards." 


The librarian has decided to take up 


piano playing again, after being away 
from the piano for 13 years. 


She forgot the crutches as she remi- 


nisced about the past, when she first be- 
came interested in library work. 


•'It was my Sunday school teacher." 


she said. "She was a marvelous teacher 
and her rapport with young people was 
exceptional. She started the library in 
town and involved youth." 


AFTER THAT MRS. Schmidt became 


* page for the library In her hometown 
of West Union. Iowa, while in high 
school. From shelving books and sorting 
mail, the work of a page, she has gone to 


directing the work of five pages, along 
with 10 full-time adults, three part-time 
adults and two adult monitors. 


She entered library work full-time in 


1947. 
In 1957 she began working at the 


Des Plaines Public Library, where she 
was employed before coming to Elk 
Grove Village.

Last Christmas Chicago Traffic Court 


jud^c", hnd some special presents ready 
for motorists convicted of drunken driv- 
ing - seven day jail sentences. 


Rich or poor, white or black, male or 


fomnlr, drunken drivers who were con- 
victed spent seven days in jail, with only 
a few exceptions 


They could serve their time in a single 


srven day stretch, on weekends, or on 
their days off - but they all served their 
timr 


In receiving the sentences, they be- 


came participants, albeit reluctant ones, 
in an experimental new program in- 
stituted at the recommendation of Ray- 
mond K Bern, supervising judge of the 
Chic.'iKo Traffic Court. 


The program, tried for the first time 


last Christmas, has been both lauded and 
lanibasled But after it was over, those 
connected with it thought it was success- 
ful enough to keep it in e/fect for anoth- 
er three months 


THAT THRKK-MONTII period ended 


March si. and traffic court officials are 
now assessing the results. 


One of those involved in the program, 


Judge Richard Samuels of the Chicago 
Traffic Court outlined the plan and the 
reasoning behind it to members of the 
Mount Prospect Chamber of Commerce 
at its meeting Wednesday. 


Samuels, a traffic court judge for the 


last three years, has worked closely with 
Berg on the plan and is himself one of its 
leading advocates. 


Samuels wasted no time in showing 


how serious the drinking driver problem 
is: "There were 56,000 auto fatalities last 
year." Of these, he said "28,000 involved 
alcohol."

Wheeling, and his father, 
Robert Blanrhfield of DCS Plames. were 
scheduled to receive the award at the 
White House honoring Blanchfield 


At the ceremony Blanchfield's family 


learned for the first time the details of 
his death nearly two years agn 


According 
to

citation, 


Blanchfield. ;i speci.ilist 
fourth class, 


was on a combat patrol in Btnh Dinh 
province with other members of a unit of 
the 173rd Airborne when the incident oc- 
curred 


WHILE SEARCHING a village for Viet 


Cons suspects. Blanchfield saw a man 
run from a house toward the forest. 
Blanchfield Mmmed at the man to halt 
and when hr did not, opened fire. The 
m,in threw a grenade and the explosion 
wounded Blanchfield. 


Although wounded. Blanchfield chased 


the man A second grenade was thrown, 
this time toward a group of soldiers and 
villagers 


Blanchfield 
threw himself 
on 
the 


greanade. He was killed by the ex- 
plosion. His action, saved the lives of 
four other soldiers and a number of civil- 
ians. 


Before leaving for Washington, Mrs. 


Blanchfield told the Herald that she 
knew only that her son had been killed 
by grenade fragments She said it was 
difficult to say how she felt about the 
award and her son's death. 


"How does a mother feel?" she said. 


"You feel so bad when it happens. With 
all that is going on about Vietnam, you 
feel it was just a loss. But now I know he 
died for someone else and that he'd be 
proud. I'm proud for Michael but I have 
mixed feelings about it because of his 
death." 


MICHAia ATTENDED Wheeling High 


School but left before graduation to enlist 
in the army in 1967. He went to Vietnam 
early in 1969 and earned a Bronze Star 
before his death. 


Mrs. Blanchfield, a waitress at the 


Wheeling Manor Restaurant, moved to 
Wheeling II years ago. She has four oth- 
er children, all of whom were to accom- 
pany her to Washington. 


They are James, who was recently dis- 


charged from the service: Bobbie Jo;

who thought the alcoholic driver, the one 
who drinks compulsively 
and uncon- 


trollably, was causing most of the acci- 
dents. 


"Not more than 20 per cent of the driv- 


ers convicted of drunken driving were al- 
coholic. Eighty per cent of the problem 
was attributable to social drinkers," said 
Samuels. 


He said the findings "caused quite a 


stir," admitting that "we were surprised 
too." 


Nevertheless the statistics w e r e 


there, and "based on the findings that we 
have more of a ocial drinker driver 
problem than an alcoholic driver prob- 
lem, we instituted the seven-days-in-jail 
plan. Under the plan, anyone committing 
the offense and found guilty during the 
holiday period would do seven days in 
jail." 


IT WAS THAT SIMPLE. And, accord- 


ing to Samuels, it was effective. During 
the 1963 Christmas season there had been 
24 auto accident fatalities. In 1966 there 
had been 19. In 1969 there were 22. But, 
in 1970, with the plan in effect, there 
were eight. 


During the most recent holiday season, 


Samuels said, "There was a 60 per cent 
drop in the auto fatality rate" in Chi- 
cago, and a "50 per cent drop in in- 
juries." And, while normally up to half 
of all fatal auto accidents involve drink- 
ing, during the holiday season, only 12M; 
per cent of the fatal accidents involved 
alcohol. 


An important part of the plan's suc- 


cess, he said was the support from the 
news media in publicizing the plan: 
"Without it we would have failed." 


Samuels said the plan on a year-round 


basis would be unfeasible because the 
necessary publicity efforts would prob- 
ably not continue. 


NEVERTHELESS, court officials de- 


cided to extend the plan through the first 
three months of 1971. In those three 
months the Chicago auto fatality rate 
stood at 50, or 23 less than last year. 


The program was not without its crit- 


ics, Samuels said the bar 
association 


criticized it saying informal rules that 
restricted a judge's decision 
making 


were prohibited. 


Samuels disagreed, however, saying 


that judges are allowed to be flexible in 
giving out sentences. 


As for the future of the plan, "for a 


year-round plan," Samuels said, "We 
need sustained publicity, funds and legis- 
lation. 


"No one pickets against the drinking 


driver, even though he has killed more 
than the Communists have in Vietnam. 


"If you like the program, and if you 


like the results, urge that it be carried on 
in the suburbs."

Four-Year Struggle 


LOVI AND dedication keep Carol 
Adams going. 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


April 4, 1971, was Christine Adams' 


"golden birthday." Golden because she 
turned four years old on the fourth day 
of the fourth month. And the celebration 
was especially joyous for the Adams 
family because Christine had after three 
months intensive therapy, achieved the 
neurological age of a five-week-old baby. 


When Christine was born she was 


blind, and "the doctors knew something 
else was wrong with her but didn't know 
what," said her mother, Carol Adams. It 
was discovered the fair-skinned child 
was a victim of a rare genetic syndrome 
— technically, oculomandelbulodyscepha- 
ly with hypotrichosis. 


CHARACTERISTICS of the syndrome 


are cataracts, parrot nose, no eyebrows, 
bald spots, abnormal teeth and retarded 
growth. With the exception of one child, 
all of the victims have had normal in- 
telligence. 


By the time Christine was 22 months 


old, she was talking in baby talk, walk- 
ing around her crib, crawling and eating 
from the table. She was scheduled for 
surgery a number of times to correct the 
cataracts, but each time the operation 
was postponed because she became ill. 


Then, in 1968, Christine suffered seven 


respiratory failures and two cardiac 
arrests. Severe brain damage resulted, 
leaving Christine as little more than a 
vegetable. 


"Christine regressed to zero," Carol 


said. "She couldn't even close her eyes 
or cry — she gave no response at all." 


AND THE TRAUMAS continued. In 


April, 1970, she developed pneumonia 
and was in a coma for five days. In 
September she was hit again with pneu- 
monia. She recovered her health each 
time, but there was little change in her 
condition otherwise. 


"For more than a year I gave Christ- 


ine 24-hour a day nursing care. In that 
year she began to respond to me with a 
smile and began to eat a little better," 
Carol said. 


Despite the advice of several doctors to 


commit her child to an institution, Carol 
deckled to try and do something for her. 
She joined the Northwest Suburban 
League of the Women's Committee of 
United Cerebral Palsy of Greater Chi- 
cago, which is open to all mothers of 
brain damaged children. With their ad- 
vice, she took Christine to the Chicago 
Center for Achievement of Human Po- 
tential. 


"THE DOCTOR SAID there was no

question she was severely brain-dam- 
aged, but he decided to try to help her 
anyway. We started her on patterning ex- 
ercises right after Thanksgiving, 1970. 
After three months she went from zero to 
five weeks In her neurological age. It 
doesn't seem like a lot to us. She has 
such a long way to go," Carol said. 


The patterning exercises are designed 


to give the brain constant sensory stimu- 
lation. After a plea in a local newspaper 
appeared, friends, neighbors and even 
strangers from Des Plaines (where the 
Adams family fives), Mount Prospect, 
Arlington Heights and as far away as 
Palatine volunteered their help. 


Twice a day, seven days a week, four 


volunteers come into assist Carol Adams 
in Christine's hour of exercise. "Christ- 
ine's so much stronger since I saw her 
last week" and "What a good girl, look 
how she moves her leg" are frequent 
comments as the volunteers work around 
the table in the kitchen. 


"I DON'T KNOW what I'd do without 


them," Carol smiled. "I have couples 
who come in, young single men, older 
men, housewives and even three girls 
who just play with Christine because they 
are too young to help with the exercises. 
One couple started working with her when 
they were dating. They were married one 
Friday and on Sunday, the day they nor- 
mally came over, they showed up. It was 
then- honeymoon, but they came any 
way. That's real dedication. 


Carol's dedication and love for her 


daughter are endless. Her day begins at 
7 a.m. with Christine's breakfast — 
which takes an hour. A schedule is tack- 
ed to the bulletin board, and practically

every minute is taken up by something 
which must be done. 


Recordings are played throughout the 


day for Christine. Baby sounds, music 
and noises pour from the tapes so Chrin- 
tine's brain is never inactive. Although it 
is believed that she is completely blind 
now, all her senses are stimulated. 


HERBS AND SPICES are used for 


smell; different textured toys, etc., for 
touch; food for taste; the tapes for hear- 
ing and flashing lights for sight. 


At the end of her schedule Carol has 


written, "11:00 p.m. — fall apart — my 
bedtime." 


This stalwart woman, although she has 


never given up hope, is human. She tires, 
gets short tempered and has felt bitter- 
ness. "At first I was terribly bitter to- 
ward God, but then I made up my mind 
there was a reason for this and my faith 
got stronger." 


Besides Christine, Fred and Carol 


Adams have a normal, healthy 8-year-old 


son, Freddie, to care for. Before cardiac 
arrests, Christine followed her brother 
around like a puppy. He was bewildered 
and frightened by her attacks, but his 
mother was able to reassure him. Now 
he plays with Christine and helps his 
mother whenever he can. 


FRED ADAMS has kept his family go- 


ing through all their crises. He holds 
down two jobs to try to pay up the mon- 
strous medical bills that have accumu- 
lated. 


For the past two years outside help to 


the family has been small, other than in 
the case of the volunteers. Christine's 
medical insurance has almost been used 
up-Several of the volunteers have decided 
to help the family financially. They have 
started the Christine Adams Fund at Des 
Plaines National Bank to which the Des 
Plaines Lion's Club has contributed $500. 


The volunteers also are staging a rum- 


mage and bake sale this Sunday at West 


Park Field House, Wolf Rd. just north of 
Thacker Street, Des Plaines, from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Circulars have been sent out 
asking for donations to the sale, hearts 
have opened and the reusable items are 
pouring in. 


WHATEVER THE OUTCOME of the 


sale or the fund, you get the feeling that 
the Adams family will somehow contin- 
ue. 


"The doctors have warned me that 


Christine may remain at the level she is 
at now," Carol said. "If the doctors told 
me to stop her exercises and to give up, 
I'm not sure what I'd do. 


"I believe in miracles," she added with 


a broad grin, "and you might be just 
short of a miracle if you stop too soon. 


As for her own vigil with her helpless 


child, Carol states simply, "I always 
wanted to be a physical or occupational 
therapist or a nurse, and what better 
way to start than with your own daugh- 
ter."

Divorce Reform Groups Form A United Front

The idea was conceived in the mind of 


Dick Doyle, an independent in the di- 
vorce reform movement. The pangs of 
birth took place last February when dele- 
gates from approximately six organiza- 
tions met in Elgin to discuss Doyle's pro- 
posed coolition. 


A second meeting was held April 17 at 


the Holiday Inn in Elk Grove Village and 
from that gathering came the birth of a 
united body in the area of divorce re- 
form. 


This time delegates from 18 groups, 


representing a membership of more 
than 1.500 men and women throughout 
the United States, converged to hash 
out their differences and form a single 
pressure group. 


THE RESULTS OF THIS and future 


meeting!) may have a major effect on 
close to SO per cent of the married popu- 
lation. 


This figure comes from Dick Doyle 


who told the Herald in an exclusive inter- 
view. "Figure* commonly quoted on the 
divorce rate are one out of every four or 
one out of every three marriages in the 
United States end in divorce. But these 
art old figures and the projection of 


those figures to the present brings it 
close to a SO per cent figure." 


Formerly dubbed CADRE (Coalition of 


A m e r i c a n Divorce Reform Estab- 
lishments), the group has renamed itself 
the National Council for Family Pre- 
servation or NCFP. 


Its purpose is to obtain a just and com- 


petent administration of domestic rela- 
tions; to combine the financial, educa- 
tional and technical resources of the 
various established divorce reform estab- 
lishments; and to form a loose coalition 
of their philosophies, according to Doyle 
who added, "We all have a common end 
but use many different means to get 
there." 


DOYLE EXPLAINED some of the dif- 


ficulties in forming the coalition. "Our 
convention was ecumenical in spirit. 
There are wide variations in means to 
divorce reforms some groups were al- 
most violently dissenting prior to the 
convention. That is the reason divorce 
reform was ineffective. In fact, organ- 
ized divorce reform was so ineffective 
that the women's liberation movement 
had done more to achieve our goals than 
the existing reform organizations. 


"NCFP does not have a philosophy on 


'how.' We are administrative only." 


At their recent meeting two important 


pieces of the foundation were laid: 


A board of directors, made up of dele- 


gates from each of the participating 
groups, was selected; 


Officers were nominated and elected. 
NATIONAL OFFICERS include: Doyle 


as executive director; David Christopher- 
son from United States Divorce Reform, 
Inc. (USDR), of Minn., president; Robert 
Flis of the Divorce Justice League, vice 
president; Charles VanDuzee of USDR 
(Minnesota) secretary-treasurer; 
and 


Nat Denman, editor-publisher of Family 
Law Reform as editor for the national 
newspaper. 


Another meeting is slated for July 17-18 


where the bylaws, which Doyle currently 
is drafting, will be read, discussed and 
voted upon. 


"We want to be at least the men's 


equivalent to women's liberation," Doyle 
said. "When we become stronger — a 
little more settled — we will go beyond 
what they have done and cut the divorce 
rate in half in five years." 


DOYLE EXPLAINED how that will 


happen. "Our reforms would eliminate 
the existing incentive for women to seek 


a divorce. Women initiate 90 per cent of 
the divorces in the United States because 
they are assured of winning everything 
— especially the children. Wild horses 
couldn't drag most of these women into a 
divorce court without those prior assur- 
ances." 


Although the majority of the member- 


ship of divorce reform groups are men, 
two women attended the convention last 
Saturday as delegates. Several of the 
member organizations have male-female 
memberships or women auxiliaries. Most 
of the women are second wives — de- 
scribed by Doyle as fellow victims of the 
discrimination their husbands have faced 
in divorce court. 


One of the woman delegates, Clare 


Martin of USDR, Inc., of Minnesota 
(which is independent of the national 
USDR organization), is the only female 
in the United States lobbying for divorce 
reform. 


"My organization's goal is to set up a 


system in this country where divorce can 
be avoided in a marriage that is sick and 
can be cured — and to give a decent 
burial to the ones that are already 
dead." 


THEIR MAIN THRUST is in changing 


state and, eventually, federal legislation 
to achieve their goals. 


"The most hideous thing done in a di- 


vorce is those things done 'in the interest 
of the children,' " Mrs. Martin said. "We 
are introducing a child rights bill where- 
in visitation is considered a right of the 
non-custodial parent. The courts have 
usurped power far beyond their right. 
They use visitation as the carrot in front 
of the donkey to bargain for support. The 
courts use children as 
pawns as 


frequently as the parents do. 


"NCFP will be powerful because it will 


act as a clearing-house for the local or- 
ganizations. It will remain neutral in so 
far as all methods used by the various 
groups. It will give up a united front," 
she added. 


Mrs. Martin has been active in her 


group for five years. She married a di- 
vorced man who had had a custody 
battle for his children. His bad experi- 
ence and her own opportunity to observe 
the unique problems of a "second wife" 
brought both her and her husband into 
the divorce reform fight. 


"WHEN A WOMAN considers marry- 


ing a divorced man, she sometimes 
doesn't consider the realities of it all. Al- 


ter a year of going to work to support 
another woman with whom she has prob- 
lems and jealousies, the idea wears out 
rather fast," Doyle commented. 


It appears NCFP has more in mind 


than divorce reform. They are inter- 
ested, too, in the by-products. By elimi- 
nating the discrimination of the courts 
against men they hope to better the lot of 
the children and the second wife. They 
hope to also eliminate the "incompetent 
administration of domestic relations" be- 
cause, Doyle feels this is at the base of 
the high rate of divorce. 


The next step for NCFP will be to pass 


its by-laws, build up its funds and begin 
to apply some pressure. Things may 
progress slowly during its infancy but for 
good reasons. 


"EACH TIME WE meet we continue to 


build a solid base, said Clare Martin. 
"We do not want to just throw some- 
thing together quickly." 


"If I had my way," Doyle said "we'd 


be extremely effective in a very short 
time. However, we don't know what re- 
strictions we will impose upon ourselves 
and right now there is no money avail- 
able. Our effectiveness will be in direct 
proportion to the money we have to use."

tor to gardening success before you sow 


Plant* have their soil preferences just 


•s people have their food likes. 


A plant that thrives in acid soil may go 


fruitiest in A rich loam that is not acidic. 


If you grow radishes and onions in the 


same soil, for example, you won't get 
spectacular results from both. Potatoes 
and lettuce aren't compatible either. Nei- 
ther are watermelon and beets. That's 
because radishes and potatoes and wa- 
termelon thrive in an acid (sour) soil 
and lettuce, onions, and beets like It 
sweet (alkaline). 


Other sweet soil loving vegetables in- 


clude artichokes, asparagus, broccoli, 
bnissels sprouts, corn, cantaloupe, cau- 
liflower, chives, celery, cucumber, okra, 
spinach, zuccini and swiss chard. 


IF YOU HAVE TROUBLE growing a 


particular vegetable or flower on your 
plot, and water, fertilizer and sun (or 
shade) arc not the problems, look to the 
•oil balance for an answer. 


For the benefit of Potting Shed readers 


who are new recruits to gardening, don't 
let the soil balance problem confuse you. 
Neophytes are best directed by instinct. 
trial and error If success results, why 
worry about soil balance? The factor be- 
comes Important only when your garden- 
tag efforts show more "losers" than 
"winners." 


Gardening veterans, however, may 


want to find out if the soil is suitable for 
the seeds they plant by taking a soil test. 
Sudbury Soil Test Kits are available at 
most nurseries, or gardeners can send a 
soil sample to the University of Illinois 
Extension Service, 622 Graceland. Des 
Plaines. 


IF THE SOIL DOESN'T meet plant re- 


quirements. It can be easily changed. 
Lime is used to sweeten soil (make it 


more alkaline.) Lime is not a fertilizer 
but it does make existing plant food 
more available. Cottonseed meal, pine 
needles, leaf mold make a soil more 
acidic . 


Some people don't realize that the dec- 


orative mulches they use on their soil 
surface have an effect on soil balance. 


A rust brown carpet of cocoa bean 


hulls, for example, is a good rose mulch 
(roses like sweet soil). Tobacco stems 
around roses discouage aphids. A corn- 
cob mulch helps prevent blackspot 


Wood chips, bark chips and pine nee- 


dles are great acid mulches. Strawberry, 
another acid-lover, thrives under a fluffy 
blanket of hay. 


STONES AROUND WEES discourage 


weeds and regular soil temperatures. 
They encourage earthworms to come. 
And as you know, the presence of earth- 
worm is a sign of a healthy soil. Rain 
leaches minerals out of stones and ulti- 
mately helps fertilize the trees. For a 
sloping garden, stones offer the extra 
benefit of retarding erosion. 


Corn production is beefed up with 


black plastic mulch, and bean production 
is stepped up with aluminum foil mulch. 


But the cheapest mulch, and a decom- 


posable one, is wet newspapers or maga- 
zines, covered with grass clippings or 
dirt. The grass or dirt will keep the pa- 
pers from blowing away. 


T h e most unusual mulching ex- 


periment I've come across in recent 
months is water mulching. Soil scientists 
at Kimberly, Idaho, filled plastic bags 
with about four inches of water. They 
reasoned that water absorbs and stores 
heat and it should be particularly effec- 
tive on such "heat sensitive" crops as 
sweet corn and string beans. 


One big auvantage of water mulch 


showed up during an unseasonable cold 
snap. When snow fell and air tempera- 
tures dropped, 
water-mulched 
baans 


froze only down to the tops of the water 
bags.

Recruiters On Prowl For Blue Chippers 


THE OPEN hunting season for the re- 


cruiting of high school senior athletes is 
in full swim: 


College head coaches and their assist- 


ants arc criss-crossing the country in 
pursuit of today's high school senior ath- 
lete who hopefully will be tomorrow's 
college star 


The basis of any college's athletic suc- 


cess is the recruiting of the top athletes 
in the country Without these top athlet- 
es. Blue Chippers as they are called in 
the trade, a college i« not likely to rack 
up many successes. 


As t'nivrrsilv of Texas hrari football 


much Darrrll Royal so aptly ptK It, "K 
ynu win In the living rooms In the spring, 
you won't loir too many on the football 
field in the full." 


iVh;it Royal was speaking about, of 


course, was the winning of the recruiting 
wars, which are staged in high school 
seniors' Hung rooms during that frantic 
spring 


College athletic departments have an 


amazing network which keeps them in- 
formed of all the fine athletes in the 
country. t'pon hearing about the poten- 
tial college athlete, the college's "sell- 
ing" pitch gets underway. 


The selling usually starts in the ath- 


lete's Junior year with a letter or two 
from the college to the athlete These let- 
ters usually deal with the school's athlet- 
ic program, the school's educational pro- 
gram, the different extracurricular activ- 
ities involved on or off campus and, in- 
cluded, is a brochure or two 


During the athlete'* senior year, the 


college* keep a rinse watch on him. The 
university roaches want to know every- 
thing about the athlete: his abilities, his 
strengths, his weaknesses, his Mhool 
mark*, his attitude and even his dating 
habits. 


Yes. dating habits. "We don't want any 


homesick and lovesick kid who will be 
going home to see his girl every chance 
he can get instead of concentrating on 
his school work and his athletics," many 
coaches have expressed. 


If the athlete has a fine senior year, 


athletically as well as academically, he 
will receive a good deal of attention from 
the colleges. If he has a super senior 


year, if he is, indeed, a Blue Chipper, 
then the recruiting war is under way. 


The first personal contact the athlete 


will face with a college is usually the 
recruiter, who is most-often an assistant 
coach. 


At one time these recruiters were the 


hard-sell, promlse-anythlng type of indi- 
vidual. But not any more. 


"You will find that today's recruiter is 


young, smooth, a good dresser and a soft 
seller," said Maine East head basketball 
coach Paul McClelland who has seen a 
large number of recruiters who have 
come in pursuit of the Demons' talented 
forward Dale Deschamps. "You don't 
have any balding, cigar-chomping guys 
coming around to see the high school 
boys anymore." 


"The recruiter has to be someone that 


the high school athlete can identify 
with," said Maine North athletic director 
Dave Kennedy, who, as a veteran coach, 
has seen a long list of recruiters through 
the years. "The recruiter must represent 
the type of school that the boy would 
want to attend." 


The recruiter, therefore, is the man 


who may be compared with the young 
executive on Michigan Avenue but with 
more of a "sporty" aura about him. 


"Of those which I have come in con- 


tact with, the recruiters hive been quite 
considerate and personable In 99 per cent 
of th» eases," said Maine West head bas- 
ketball coach Gaston Freeman, a 24-year 
veteran In the coaching ranks. 


"They have come to me for permission 


to talk to the boy, they have not inter- 
fered with our practices and. in most 
cases, they have been young men whom 
I've been most impressed with," Free- 
man added. 


The recruiter, who is impressive as far 


as manners and appearance are con- 
cerned, now must "sell" his college to 
the athlete. 


"The recruiters have to be honest with 


the boys these days," Fran Willett, the 
head football coach at Notre Dame who 
has 38 of his former players on college 
scholarship today, said. "These kids are 
more aware and more intelligent than 
ever and you can't pull the wool over 
their eyes.

"The recruiter must come out and say 


'we're interested in you, we want you at 
our school.' The kids know this anyway, 
come out and say It." 


"They're not flowery," Freeman said, 


"but it's natural for them to try and do a 
selling job because that is' their job. We 
expect them to be honest with the boy 
and answer direct questions with direct 
and honest ansewrs." 


Willett added, "I think that the recruit- 


ers try to give a true picture of their 
school. And, at the same time, they don't 
downgrade another school. I have never 
heard a coach downgrade another 
coach's school in front of the boy." 


"Recruiters try to put their pohtf 


across not by downgrading another col- 
lege but, instead, by making com- 
p a r i s o n s w i t h another school," 
McClelland said. "They will expound on 
the good qualities of their school as com- 
pared to another school. They will not 
downgrade the other school, but they 
might say 'ours is better.' 


"I have found that the recruiters have 


given an accurate picture of their school. 
Sometimes it might be a bit exaggerated, 
but mostly out of love for their school. 
When talking about Maine East, I might 
exaggerate unintentionally because I like 
the school. Recruiters do the same some- 
times. 


"These recruiters have to be honest," 


McClelland went on, "because of the vis- 
itations." 


Athletes are permitted a certain num- 


ber of "visitations" to college campuses 
and are guests of the athletic department 
as part of the department's selling pro- 
gram. 


"If a recruiter paints a beautiful pic- 


ture about the campus to the boy," 
McClelland said "he'd better have a fine 
campus when the boy makes a visitation. 
If the recruiter says that so many new 
buildings have been erected and new fa- 
cilities have been built, the recruiter bet- 
ter be able to show these things to the 
boy when the athlete makes the vis- 
itation." 


"The only way to get a true picture of 


the school is to see it," Willett said. "I 
tell my boys 'do not attend any school 
which you have not seen.' " 


"The boy might get an entirely differ- 


ent idea of the school from the recruiter 
than he would from visiting the campus 
itself," Kennedy said. "It would be a 
shame for a boy to attend a school which 
he has not seen." 


While on campus, the prospective ath- 


lete is treated about as well as an am- 
bassador from Great Britain. 


The athlete is usually paired off with a 


college athlete from the prospect's home 
town or vicinity. For instance, if a pros- 
pective basketball player from Chicago- 
land visits the University of Minnesota 
he may be "shown around" the campus 
by someone such as Jim Brewer, who 
hails from Maywood Proviso East. 


While being shown around, the prop- 


sect will be introduced to the famous ath- 
letes on campus (for instance, if visiting 
Notre Dame he is assured of being in- 
troduced to Joe Theismann). The pros- 
pect will be shown the town's or area's 
activities ranging from hunting, fishing, 
dancing, drag racing, movie houses, pool 
halls or whatever else appeals to the ath- 
lete. 


The prospect is taken to the dorms, the 


stadium, the gymnasium, the class- 
rooms, the labs, and, say, isn't that Tom 
Gatewood standing over there. Gee, nice 
to meet you Mr. Gatewood. 


Also while on campus he will meet the 


coaching staff and, more than likely, he 
will have chalk talks with the staff dis- 
cussing strategy, techniques, etc. 


After the athlete has been visited by 


the recruiters and paid visits to the 
campus themselves, it is now time to 
make some decisions. 


"One of the things we tell our boys is 


to narrow down their choices," Willett 
said. "Be honest with the colleges and

come right out and tell some of them 
that you're not interested in them." 


"I warn my boys not to 'string along' 


with the colleges," Freeman said. "I 
don't want any of my boys taking those 
free trips to the colleges when they don't 
even have an interest in those campuses. 
If the athlete expects the college to be 
honest with him, the athlete, in turn, 
should be honest with the college." 


After the athlete has narrowed it down 


to the last few colleges, the toughest 
question of all comes up — which ONE? 


"To help my boys, I ask them to ask 


themselves these 
questions," Willett 


said. 


"First, do you WANT to play football? 


Do you really love the game and want to 
spend the time and the work to further 
your career? 


"Second, what do you want to major 


in? Any school will' offer you a good ed- 
ucation. But if ycu want to specialize 
in oceanography or forestry or law or 
medicine 
you have to narrow your 


choices down even further. If you want 
to specialize, go to the school which of- 
fers the best educational program in 
your specialty.

"Third, do you want to play major col- 


lege football? Do you want to play foot- 
ball in the big time where it is football 
for 12 months of the year? 


"Fourth, nave you visited the school, 


seen everything you wanted to see and 
had all of your questions answered? 


"If the boy has answered all of these 


questions to himself homestly, he should 
hive some idea of the type of school he 
wants to go to." 


Kennedy adds, "The boy must ask 


himself how he is going to relate to the 
school and the team. He must have a 
good idea of what position he will play, if 
he is going to be happy playing that posi- 
tion and if he will be happy playing the 
type of ball that that school plays." 


Answering these questions narrows the 


list even further, but it still doesn't get it 
down to the ONE in most cases. 


Then the boy must consider the "of- 


fer." 


Under NCAA rules an athlete may re- 


ceive free tuition, room, board, books, 
fees (library, laundry fees, etc.) and can, 
with the help of the college, get a job. 


"You wiH find that most of the jobs 


that the athletes are offered are not 
available to the average student" Ken- 
nedy said. "The salaries for these jobs 
are also not available to the average stu- 
dent in most cases." 


The most famous "job" given to a col- 


lege athlete was to Artis Gilmore, Jack- 
sonville University's 7-2 center. 


Gilmore allegedly worked with a Jack- 


sonville park doing small jobs for a sala- 
ry of $75 per day. Seventy-five dollars a 
DAY. 


But Gilmore's case is quite rare and 


extraordinary. Many jobs range in the 
$40 to $70 per week class, mostly clean- 
ing up the gymnasium, handing out tow- 
els in physical education programs, 
painting the gymnasium, etc. But there 
are some who get much more for a 
"salary" ranging up to Gilmore's class. 


There have been cases in which athlet- 


es have been loaned cars, snowmobiles, 
wardrobes and whatever by members of 
the booster clubs — which is okay under 
NCAA regulations as long as the athlete 
is not given these items as a gift to keep. 


It has also been cited that boosters 


have "loaned" money to athletes — mon- 
ey which has never been repayed and the 
repayment is quite overlooked by the 
rich boosters. 


But this type of case is difficult to 


prove and the NCAA hardly even tries to 
prove that the athlete stepped out of 
bounds as far as NCAA regulations are 
concerned. 


"It is quite Ironic that a boy can get 


$75 per day and get away with it," 
McClelland said, "and yet he cau not 
take five dollars from a 'slush' fund and 
not break the NCAA rules." 


"Many of these kinds of offers are 


tempting to a lot of boys," Willett said, 
"But you'd be surprised how many boys 
get turned off by these same offers. 
When these kind of offers are made, the 
boys tend to question the integrity of the 
school and its program." 


The next consideration 
the athlete 


must take into account is the "chal- 
lenge" he will face for a first string posi- 
tion on the varsity team. 


Some college coaches who have experi- 


enced recent poor seasons, will say to 
the athlete, "Come to our school and 
help build up our program. You can 
probably be a starter in your sophomore 
year and together we can build a win- 
ning tradition." 


The winning coach, on the other hand, 


makes this type of an appeal. "Roll up 
your sleeves and meet the challenge. We 
have great athletes at our school so 
come to our place and find out who's 
best. Be with a winner. Go to a bowl 
game. Be with a nationally ranked 
team." 


"Our best boys will go with the estab- 


lished winner," Willett said. "Our boys 
are always ready to meet the challenge." 


"The Super Blue Chippers will go with 


the winning school," McClelland said. 
"The Super Blue Chippers know how 
good they are and they'll go to the top 
school to prove it. 


"But the boy who is not the No. 1 Blue 


Chipper, the boy who has a few nagging 
doubts about his ability, will go to the 
school which is 'down,' so to say, and 
will go to the school where he has a bet- 
ter chance to be a starter."

With all of this in mind, the athlete 


mustmake hisfinal decision. And it must 
be his own decision. 


"I will enter the picture only if I'm 


asked to by the family," Freeman said. 
"The family might want to ask me what 
I know about the school or what ques-g 


tions to ask a recruiter. 


"But as far as the final decision is con- 


cerned, I stay out of it." 


"I would hope that any family would 


ask the coach for help and information," 
Kennedy said. "I am fairly close to the 
situation and I know things about cer- 
tain colleges that the family does not. 


"There is the case of one school that 


will recruit a boy and give him rough 
workouts through his freshman year. If 
the coaching staff doesn't think that the 
boy is going to make a good football 
player, then the staff will try its best to 
get the boy to drop out of school. 


"With this kind of information, I can 


advise a boy of what he might be getting 
into." 


"It is the boy who is going to the col- 


lege for four years of his life." 
McClelland said. "I can't make that kind 
of decision for him. He must do it him- 
self." 


"I'll help the boy with his questions 


about the school. I'll send films along to 
the college, I'll send the boy's grades 
and I'll help him get a true picture of the 
situation in any way I can," Willett said. 


"But the last tiling I say to the boy is, 


'It is YOUR decision.' " 


It is difficult to imagine how much 


pressure a young man *f 17 or 18 years 
old faces within himself to select the 
ONE college right for him. 


The factors entered into the situation 


are too numerous to count. 


But the decision must be made. 
And when the decision is behind him 


and when he attends the college in the 
fall, there will be nobody showing him 
around campus. There will be no free 
entertainment and meals for the boy and 
his mom and dad. There will be no more 
trips to far-off 
exciting places and 


campuses. 


He will be just another face among 


thousands of other freshmen on the ex- 
pansive university plant. 


For the school which won the recruit- 


ing war for a good share of the Blue 
Chippers, it can applaud itself for a job 
wed done. 


For the schools who did not, they have 


to settle for whatever they could get. 


And for all of the colleges a new re- 


cruiting war is just beginning. 


You see, out there somewhere is anoth- 


er crop of Blue Chippers. 


And the recruiters are in hot pursuit.

MSD and the forest preserve district 


are two of IS sponsors including several 
Northwest suburban communities, mak- 
ing up the Salt Creek Watershed Steering 
Committee headed by Tom Hamilton of 
Elk Grove Village. 


Acceptance of the plan, however, does, 


does not constitute an agreement to par- 
ticipate financially, though it is expected 
MSD later this year will agree to contrib- 
ute funds and existing assets totalling al- 
most $5 million. 


Formal recognition of the plan by all 


15 sponsors is required before the steer- 
ing committee can seek a $9.5 million 
grant from the Federal Government. Fi- 
nancial burden to be borne by MSD and 
other local participants totals $32.8 mil- 
lion, $24 million of which is already ac- 
counted for largely through existing real 
estate holdings. 


Project cost, drew fire from one MSD 


trustee. Chester P. Majewski, known for 
his criticism of high MSD expenditures, 
balked at endorsing the plan, saying it 
"deserved some real scrutiny." He also 
criticized lack of participation by the 
state on similar projects in the past. 


"Here is another venture where we be- 


came a sponsor at no cost to us — we 
were told," said Majewski. Now we are 
being asked for millions of dollars." 


The Chicago Democrat added, "I think

Sosewitz is married, has three daugh- 


ters,'and lives in Evanston. 


He taught an environmental engineer- 


ing course at the Illinois Institute of 
Technology in 1961, and chairs the safety 
committee of the Water Pollution Control 


Federation. 


Sosewitz has memberships In a num- 


ber of groups associated with sanitation 
and pollution control and has published 
six pieces on his fields of expertise.
